Flying 
dust was so thick that the few pedes- 
trians on the streets making their 
way to the outskirts of the city had 
to cover their mouths and noses with 
towels or handkerctiefs to preverit 
suffocation. 

The sea in the Gulf of Kagoshima 
seemed to be boiling and the quan- 
tity of floating pumice stone was #0 
great that it prevented navigation. 

Bluejackets from the Japanese fleet 
today discovered a native craft *on- 
taining sixteen refugees from Sakura, 
who were in a starving corndition. 
They reported that, owing to the 
floating masses of pumice stone and 
the high seas, they had’ been unable 
to steer their boat and had spent 


three days adrift at the mercy of the 
elements and without food. The biue 
jackets were able to reach them only 
by using a wedge-shaped raft, with 
which they, plerced a field of pumice 
stone resembling ice floes. 

Lava was flowing steadily down 
the sides of the volcano to. the séa, 
increasing the area of the island, as 
the substance solidified on reaching 
the water. 

Prof. Fusakichi Omori, the seismolo- 


gist, pointing to the village of Yoko- 


hama on Sakura, where 400 houses 
lie buried in lava,. said:

AT SPOKANE, WASH.

From 1885 to 1889 he formed the 
firm of Clark & Curtis, which bullt 
flour mills and elevators. In 1883 
he was the receiver of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Spokane, and later he 
became a member of the firm of 
Clark & Sweeney, mining promoters 
at Wardner. 

For several years he was vice-presi- 
dent of the Exchange National Bank. 
He was an organizer of the Spokane 
and Tnland Rallroad, being one of the 
heaviest bond and stockholders. He 
was president of the Consolidated 
Improvement Company, the Hillyard 
Townsite Company, the Railway Land 
and Investment Company, and an 
overseer of Whiteman College.

RATIONS FOR MEXICANS

L PASO (Tex.) Jan. 17.-—Ar-

Gen, Hugh L. Scott has ordered ra- 
tions to be distributed at the rate of 
half a carioad a day. 

Gen. Mercado, marching with the 
other Mexican generals and soldiers, 
who were scattered for miles along 


the mountain road from Presidio, op- 
posite Ojinaga, to Marfa, learned of 


a report from Mexico City that he 
would be court-martialed if he re- 
turned to Mexico. The report said 
that Gen. Mercado had been criti- 
cised for evacuating Chihuahua, Ojin- 
uga and other places. Gen. Mercado 
merely repeated his statement that 
he ordered the soldiers and citizens to 
lice from Ojinaga\on grounds of hu- 
manity because the rebels had am- 
munition and he had practically none. 

Gen. Ynes Salazar, one of the Fed- 
eral commanders who wes arrested 
at Sanderson, Tex., after he had es- 
caped from Ojinaga, was taken to 
Marfa and placed tn jail. He will ap- 
pear before a United States Commis- 
sioner and give bond under an in- 
dictment returned tn New Mexico for 
violating the neutrality law. Salazar 
later will join the other interned 
Mexiean soldiers and will be taken 
to Fort Biles.

“The northeast, poorly favored by 
nature, suetained many afflictions in 
the past and is becoming impover- 
ish It is now suffering a great fam- 
ine and its people are eating only wild

Snow covers the land, adding to the 
suffering. 

“We were planning to relieve this 
distress when news came of the erup- 
tion in the south, with people covered 
in lave or so scorched with flery ashes 
that they had no time to save their 
nearest relatives. No greater calamity 
can be imagined.” 

The statement ended with an appeal 
to sympathizers for donations. 

INTENSE SUFFERING. 

Bishop Walter Andrews of the Eng- 
lish church in Ho-Kaido, the famine- 
stricken district, writes that the euf- 
fering everywhere is intense. The 
farmers, he says, are hit hardest, and 
their families are eating soups made 
of chopped straw, leaves and rotten 
potatoes and meat taken from cats 
and dogs and fish. The more for- 
tunate have a thin gruel made of rice 
or wheat. 

The net results, he writes, were 
many deaths from cold and starvation, 
and an increase of crime and  beg- 
gare. Many girlie, he declares, have 
been sold into slavery.

Canic range of Kiushiu has entered 
on a period of activity that recurs 
every sixty years and that eruptions 
may be expected at any time, espe- 
cial from the volcano, eight. miles 
from Obima, in the prefecture of 
Nagasaki, 

The geologist, Okada, is of the 
opinion that Sakura-Jima will con- 
tinue its eruption a month. 


RELIEF WORK

looking for external aid. In answer 
to an offer of the American Red 
Cross, the Japanese government, 
through American Ambassador Guth- 
rie, cabled the following, received here 
today: 

“The Japanese Red Cross, through

HOUGHTON (Mich.) Jan. 17.— 
Charlies H. Moyer, president, and the 
six other officials and organizers of 
the Western Federation of Miners, 
who are under indictment here for 
conspiracy, will considered fugi- 
tives from justice bR% Houghton coun- 
ty prosecutors unless they return 
voluntarily to the State to stand trial. 

“I consider it my duty to have 
them brought back here for trial un- 
der the indictment,” George E. 
Nichols, the special prosecutor, sald 
tonight. 

Nichels expressed the opinion that 
the federation leaders would return 
of their own accord, but he made it 
plain that the full power of the 
State’s legai machinery would be 
brought into play if necessary to pro- 
duce them in court on January 26, 
when the thirty-one striking copper 
miners indicted jointly with them are 
formally arraigned. 

All the strikers who have been ar- 
rested here under the conspiracy 
charge appeared today before Judge 
O’Brien and gave bond for their ap- 
pearancegat the next term of court 
Thrifty farmers from all over Hough- 
ton county'came to furnish bail for 
countrymen, who are accused of con- 
spliring to prevent non-union men fill- 
ing jobs in the mines. Before night- 
fall all the strikers, including four 
men indicted on the charge of carry- 
ing concealed weapons, had been re- 
leased from custody. 

The special grand jury spent the 
day in secret session considering the 
deportation of Moyer and Charles 
Tanner from the copper district on 
the night of December 26. Adjourn- 
ment was taken until Monday with- 
out any indictments op this phase of 
the strike being returned. 

Forty-nine strike breakers arrived 
in the district today from Chicago 
and went to work in the Ahmeek and 
Allouez mines, which are operated by 
the Calumet & Hecla Company.

WILSON BROADENS PLAN OF 
ANTI-TRUST REFORM. 


President in His Message on Tues- 
day Will Announce Programume 
Which Will Give Government Firm 
Grasp on Condect of Future Busi- 
ness of the Country.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Presi- 
dent Wilson announced today that he 
would read his message on anti-trust 
reform to a joint session of both 
liouses of Congress next Tuesday. 

The President already has shown 
the document to Democratic leaders 
in Congress, members of the two Con- 
gressional committees in charge of 
the légisiation and to members of the 
Cabinet. All have expressed ap- 
proval. 

‘NEW FEATURES. 

Three hitherto unanounced 
tures of the President's plan are: 

1. The prohibition of holding com- 
panies, Corporations would be for- 
hidden to own or hold shares or. be 
interested in the business of actual 
competitors or cognate concerns; and 
the acquisition of stock or interests 
ip non-competitive concerns would 
be possible only with the consent of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
of the proposed Interstate Trade’ 
Com miasion. 

2. Empowering the Interstate Com- 
nierce Commission to regulate and 
supervise the issuance of securities 
by the gailroads, so that the public 
would exercise, through 4he commis- 
sion, a dertain control over the future 
uses to which the money obtained 
trom the issue of stocks or bonds 
would be put. 

3. Wherever. at the instance of the 
government, elther in civil or crim- 
inal proceedings, the courts have 
rendered judgment on the unlawful- 
ness of any combination, individuals 
or concerns aggrieved through § the 
combination would have the benefit 
of such adfudication and not be re- 
cvired In their suits to prove again 
the illegality of the combination. 

A FRIENDLY SPIRIT. 

The President has dealt With those 
general principles in which he be- 
lieves the public sentiment is agreed 
that correction is necessary.. He has 
emphasized that a spirit of friendll- 
ness rather than hostility should char- 
ecterize the method of approaching 
the work of reform. To this end the 
President himeelf, it was learned to- 
day, is behind the announced pro- 
gramme of public hearings on the 
proposed bills. 

The President has mae it plain to 
Chairman Clayton of the House Judi- 
elary Committee that the business 
world should be given full opportu- 
nity to express its views. 

The President is anxious, too, that 
in the legislation ample time should 
he given In all cases for business to 
adjust itself to new conditions, even 
tu a period of from one to two years. 

In line with the idea that public 
opinion is more or less agreed on cer- 
tain principles, the President consid- 
ere the prohibition of holding com- 
penies as a vital part of the pro- 
eramme. 

He believes that. begining with 
the decision of the’ United States 8u- 
preme Court in the Northern Secur- 
ities case, holding companies have 
come under the ban of public dis- 
approval. While Governor of New 
Jersey he caused to be enacted 
measures prohibiting holding come 
panies in that State and permitting 
only such mergers of pon-competi- 
tive concerns as were sanctioned by

Two Hundred Million Dollar 
Estate Refinanced. 


Order Out of Chaos Is E.x- 
pected Very Soon.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—F. M. 
(“Borax”) Smith, one of the amazing 
number of multi-millionaires produced 
through the material riches of the far 
West, had his troubled financial af- 
fairs, capitalized at 200,000,000, 
taken out of his hands today by men 
who will try to untangle them. A 
syndicate of. British and American 
capitalists, represented by George C. 
Moore of Detroit, and B. Fitzgerald 
of London, agreed to take over the 
United Properties Company, which 
really was Smith, and see what they 
can do with it. Upon their success 
depends Smith's possible rehuabilita- 
tion. All the creditors feel secure. 
Overwhelmed by more money than 
he could easily count, eccruing to him 
from rich borax deposits which he 
developed and from which he got his 
nickname, Smith started to promote 
big enterprises. He bullt a magnifi- 
cent traction system among the cities 
across the bay from San Francisco: 
he’ developed great tracts of land. 
financed light and power companies 
and Nevada mines. 

He kept all the management of all 
the concerns mostly in his head and 
finally he did not know any more than 
any one else whether he was worth 
any money at all or not. 

Two factions undertook his rehabi)i- 
tation and today's action is regarded 
as a triumph for one of them. 
Smith may yet be wealthy again. 
his creditors say. They will invéat 
about $15,000,000 to straighten things 
out. 

Contracts for the complete financing 
of all the companies involved were 
signed today between Moore, who, 
with English capitalists, will furnish 
about $6,900,000 at once and the 
United Properties trustees, the Smith 
Advisory Committee, William 8. Tevis,

vestment Company. 

The total anfount to be furnished in 
the purchase of stock, payments of 
notes, purchase of bondg and develop- 


ment in the near future is estimated

FLOOD FEARED. 

There has been great anxiety early 
tonight ever flood conditions on Mis- 
sion Creek, Which carries most of the 
run-off from the whole city to the 
ocean. At 11 o'clock it appeared that 
the creek would overfiow in a short} 
time and many houses were in dan- 
ger. Rain was falling as heavily as 
earlier in the night and conditions 
were very bad. 


STORM DAMAGE 
IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. | 
SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Jan. 17.-—[Pxctusive 


Dispatch.) Storm flags are flying 
again tonight from the flagmast of 
the United States Weather Bureau, 
and warnings to shipping were flashed 
to points along the whole sweep of 
the Pacific Coast. More rain and 
more wind is the official prediction, 
and all sea-going vessela have been 
told that they had better keep within 
the sheltering harbors. 

Out at the ocean beach the storm 
has done tremendous damage. 

Several thousand men and women 
braved the wind and the rain today 
to watch the work of destruction that 
is being done by the heavy seaé, 
which, during the past week, have 
been pounding against the embank- 
ment along the seaward ead of Gold- 
en Gate Park. 

Aside from the magnificent sight 
furnished by the heavy surf, interest 
centered tn the heroic struggle which 
is being made to save the park chalet 
from the -hungry sea. Tonight it 
looked as though the chalet was 
doomed. The breakers have eaten 
away the sand embankment up to the 
very walis of the chalet, and a num- 


ber of the balcony supports have 
been washed out." Uniess there 
shall be an immediately abatement 


of the storm and the high seas the 
chalet will be destroyed. At the 
southern end of the chalet. beyond 
the ‘protecting seawall, the embank- | 
ment is wholly gone, and a big sec- 
tion of the great highway has fallen 
into the surf. Beyond the northern 
end of the breakwater the sea has 
claimed the embankment right up to 
the edge of the great highway, and 


the Righway itself has begun to 
crumble away. 
Many of those who watched the‘ 


crashing surf endangered their lives 
by venturing too clese to the edge 
of the embankment. A squa:! of park 
police were on guard té warn , ‘tors 
from the weakened portions of the 
embankment, which now has a sheer 
drop of fifteen feet into the surf for 
miles where the gentile slope of the 
beach use to be, but the warning was 
generally disregarded. 

In a number of instances men and 
women were drenched by the spray 
from an unexpectedly bie breaker. 
One woman, more daring than others, 
ventured out to a damaged portion 
of the embankment and fel} into a 
crevice that had peen opened by the 
sea. She was rescued by her escort 
just In time to avoid being caught by 
a big breaker. 

In the effort to save the chalet and 


to check the destruction of its em- 


bankment, hundreds of trees, felled 
in Golden Gate Park, have been 
Gdumped into the washed out space 


behind the concrete seawall. 
CABLE EXPOSED. 


The terminal of the submarine 
cable to Honolulu is exposed and 
strenuous efforts are being made to 
prevent the cable itself from being 
broken by the heavy driftwood dashed 
about by the surf. A big cat float 
loaded with cars belonging to the 
Northwestern Pactfic Company, broke 
away from a towboat and drifted 
against McBride's wharf at Ft. Baker, 
doing considerable damage to the 
structure, which was recently erected 
tor the purpose of moving rock for 
roads in the exposition grounds. The 
float was towed away and beached at 
Sausalito.

Associates of City’s Former Legal 
Authority Bear Testimony to His

William B. Mathews, who on Janu- 
ary 1 resigned as chief counsel for the 
Los Angeles aqueduct, after thirteen

Wallace told him he is 
a politician, and it was news § to 
Mathews; Gen. John R. Mathews told 
him he is a financier, and he didn't 
believe it; George P. Adame, his 
friend of three decades, recalled to 
him the days when they had neither 
chicken to eat nor business with which 
to get the funds for it. 

And William Mutholland, engineer 
and genius, told him what a man he 
is. Mulholland said, in his eharacter- 
istic humor: 

“Mathews, you have been a model 
and an influence to me. I am glad 
the others have paid tribute to your 
political, financial and legal ability: 
for IT am not qualified to speak au- 
thoritatively of these things. I do 
know you didn’t get much comfort 
out of your job. 

“You seemed to think you weren't 
put there as our counsellor to guide 
us—unruly lot that we were, but to 
extricate us from the maze of difi- 
culties into which we continually fell

IGHWAY SYSTEM 
IN GOOD HANDS. 


JOYNER TO MAINTAIN EFFICIENT 
ROADS OF THE COUNTY. 


An important matter will come up 
before the Board of Supervisors to- 
morrow when the question of revising 
the entire highway system will be 
discussed. 

The present County Highway Com- 
mission, which succeeded the original 
board, has virtually finished the vast 
eyunty highway system which was 
firet propused and exploited by The 
vimes. When a few short links are 
joined more than 300 miles of firm 
highway will have been completed. 

It is expected that the present 
board will continue in office until 
their terms expire, but Engineer Joy- 
ner hes been selected to falt the Im- 
portant position of road commis- 
sioner, a place created by the county 
charter. He will have under him all 


the foremen, workmen and the road- 


| 


making end repairing machinery of 
the county, representing a large out- 
lay. 

In addition to annual development 
of mileage the road commissioner 
will maintain the present system in 
good order and oversee the macadam 
roads built by private subscription 
with the rock and oil furnished by 
the county. 

This is one of the charter pro- 
visions which is heartily indorsed by 
the Board of Supervisors and in fact 
by the Highway Commission and the 
friends of good r 

"The appointment of Joyner as road 
commissioner will mean that the pres- 
ent system will be gradually renewed 
anti) past mistakes have been recti- 
fled and the best of systems now in 
use in and some of the East- 
ern States will be put into effect. I 
teltieve that Joyner will be just. the 
man to co-operate with the Super- 
vieors in al! improvements and that 
the residents of the county as well as 
the owners of automobiles will be 
aled to know that an able man is in 
charge of maintenance.”

The Constitution of the State of 
Maryland evidently classifies ministers 
with aliens, as it contains the provi- 
sion that “no minister or preacher of 
the gospel shall be eligible as State 
Senator.”

party, and that he will seek a ie- 
election as a Republican. [t is 
sible, however, that he may not have 
the field to himself alone, as the many 
friends of Charles Curtis, who was 
defeated for re-election as a Repub- 
lician last year are seriously consider- 
ing the matter of his again becoming 
a candidate for the Senate. As there 
is no Progressive taint to his politics 
his action is bound to have a good 
deal to do with Bristow's prospects. 
Petitions asking Mr. Curtis to again 
make the race for the Senate have 
already been circulated in a number 
of the counties of the State. 


The term of Thomas P. Gore, the 


blind Democratic Senator from Okla- 
homa, will expire in 1915, and his 
political record is already being looked 
over. It seems that he was a middle- 
of-the-road Populist in 1896, and be- 
came a Democrat after he removed to 
Oklahoma in 1901. One thing that 
aided him in his last election to the 
Senate will not be a factor in his re- 
election. Prior to his second cam- 
paign news was sent out from Wash- 
ington that an eye doctor had enabled 
the Senator to distinguish light and 
that he had hepe of restoring his 
sight. The-story went on that the 
Senator would take the treatment ex- 
cept for the fact that he might have 
opposition for re-election. This put 
all other aspirants in the attitude of 
putting out the Senator's eyes. So 
nobody ran against him. Nothing fur- 
ther was heard of the great oculist, It 
was certainly a «reat campaign 
scheme.

EST BOULEVARD, 

The West First street boulevard (fully 
explained with a comprehensive diagram on 
Page 1, Part VI of this issue)—which, if 
completed, will open up one of the attrac- 
tive parts of the city—has innumerable ad- 
vantages, with no valid objections oppos- 
it. 

There are at present but few construction 
Projects being undertaken by the city, so 
that, without a financial strain to anyone, 
West First street could be turned into a 
magnificent boulevard of which the whole 
city would be proud. If there were many 
enterprises of the same nature (as it is 
highly probable there will be in the near 
future) taxpayers would perhaps have some 


on West First street. But NOW is the 
time for it, the time of times. 

Another thing that makes the project ex- 
tremely advisable at this very time is that 
the land on both sides of the street is now 
indifferently improved and in many places 
vacant, so that the street could be widened 
without unreasonable damage to buildings 
and property. If the matter is delayed un- 
til the district is more improved the cost 
will be greatly increased. _ 

It is planned ultimately to extend the 
boulevard to the sea and, leading from the 
heart of the business district to the beach, 
it would be established as one of the most- 
popular driveways in the city. All property 
for a radius of several blocks would be 
Zreatly enhanced in value, so that as a 
money-making enterprise the construction 
of the boulevard is a safe investment for 
the taxpayers included in the assessed dis- 


The project includes the tunneling of the 
hill at First and Hill streets, thereby opea- 
ing up the territory to direct intercourse 


would turn a flood of traffic along the new 
boulevard that would convert many of the 
now neglected sites into salable locations. 
Another tunnel would be made at Figueroa 
street and viaducts erected across Lake- 
shore avenue and a portion of the Silver 
Lake Parkway. This would be done to 
maintain a maximum 3 per cent. grade all 
along the boulevard.

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parce was safely navigated through 
twenty-five miles of treacherous water 
and safely beached in the semi-dark- 
ness of the bear country. 

Winter was so far advanced even 
at that early date, for it was October, 
that the interior of the Yukon was 
‘shnow-bound, and the bears had all 
hibernated. During the night a sud- 
den change in the weather set in with 
the result that by morning the canoe 
was frozen fast in the ice and cov- 
ered by a heavy fall of snow. Fear- 
ing that they would d@tarve to death 
if they remained, Reed abandoned 
his eleeping bags, rifles, tent and 
other necessaries and set off for In- 
dian Camp through deep drifts and 
blinding snow over the bleak moun- 
tain passes. 

Giving up all hope of bagging any 
bear, Reed armed himself with a 
Getman six and one-half millemeter 
manniicher, firing soft-nosed expand- 
ing bullets, and went in quest of the 
white big-horn sheep. Five of these 
American chamois fell to his unerr- 
ing aim, together with a_ tlike num- 
ber of giant caribou. The sheep were 
all shot on the higher peaks and on 
glaciers. Like the ptarmigan 
in winter, they are snow white, which 
made them a very difficult mark to 
aim at. Several fine specimens were 
lost by falling down precipices.

At this season of the year there 
are only a few hours of daylight in 
the Yukon, so that Reed and his guide 
had to travel by the reflected rays 
of the sun, as that orb was obscured 
the mountain ranges. 

The return journey from the in- 
terier of the Yukon necessitated a 
march of 300 miles back to Lake 
Klauhne. The lake is thirty-five miles 
in width and extremely dangerous in 
winter. Reed and his guide were 
here joined by three prospectors, who 
had been in the Shushanna gold stam- 
pede and who had been unable to 
cross the Scholai Pass on account of 
the deep snow.

As it hap- 
pened. every one of the party was 
severely frost bitten. Reed still bears 
the marks on his face where the flesh 
was frozen and the nails on several 
of his toes have dropped off as a 
result of the awful exposure on Lake 
Kiauhne. The only death that oc- 
‘curred was the loss of one of the aire- 
|dales. The other is safe at Reed's 
| home on Temple street. 
| On former Arctic expeditions, Reed 
has shot the giant kadiak bear and 
the giant Kena Peninsular moose,

MISLEADING SOCIALIST PAPER 
CAUSES ANGUISH. 


Expectant Entrymen Crowd Land 
Office in Belief that Rich Soil 
Awaited Only Owners—Many 
haust Funds in Reaching City and 
Are Practically Stranded. 


A score of land-hungry persons of 
both sexes put in an early appearance 
at the office of Register Buren and 
Receiver Robinson yesterday to make 
entries on the northern strip of the 
Angeles National Forest that has just 
been deciared open to settlement by 
the President. 

They had been deceived by the 
lurid tale in a Socialist sheet that 
Incle Sam would begin the task of 
handing out the deeds with nothing 
for the entrymen to do except comply 
with the homestead or desert land 
lawe of the United States. 

The truth of the matter is that, be- 
ginning yesterday, it was possible for 
expectant entrymen to go on the land 
invelved in the withdrawal order and 
make a settlement, which would give 
them preference right to the land 
when it is open to entry February 16. 

Anxious homeseekers were much 
disappointed when informed that 
nethine could be done toward ge*tting 
the land except to move on it and 
make a home there until the formal 
opening of the tract a month hence.

A number exhausted their funds in

coming to Los Angeles, and were at 
a loss to determine how they were 
going to make the trip to the land and 
send their goods there, to. say nothing 
of the money required to build a 
shack for temporary accommodation. 

The land that was on May 27, 1914, 
eliminated from the national forest 
and withdrawn from classification by» 
the President consists of 152 wsec- 
tions, a total of 101,280 acres. It lies 
along the northern boundary line of 
the Angeles Nationa! Forest, much cf 
it in the Mojave desert, and has been 
classified as agricultural land. 

It can be entered either under the 
homestead or the desert land laws, 
but no action of any character, except 
settling on the land, can be taken 
previous to February 16. 

Those who have gone into the coun- 
try and settled will be given a prefer- 
ence right, and the balance of the 
great tract will be available to the 
first comers. 

When the land was classified, it 
was found to be more valuable for 
agricultural uses than for timber, but 
its utility from a farming point of 
view is limited. There is utter ab- 
sence of water in most of the tra>t. 

The area of timber is slight, the 
growth stunted and of little account, 
while, for the most part, the land is 
arid desert totally incapable of cul- 
tivation.

STERN BUT GENEROUS. 


Mr. Holman says: “It was no doubt 
due to the conditions of Mr. Scott’s 
early life that he had, or always as- 
sumed to have, little sympathy with 
personal incapacity or its conse- 
quences. ; If self-indulgence 
or wasted energies had brought a 
man to want, Mr. Seott’s 
pulse was less to relieve the 
need than to define the cause of it. 
He despised inefficiency with the 
whole brood of its causes. Yet he 
was much kinder in deed than in 
Sympathy. More than once, when 
applied to for help in the name of 
charity, he would declaim -with tre- 
mendous emphasis against the vices 
of incompetence and end by yielding 
a donation. - But he had the 
tenderest feeling for childhood. Noth- 
ing so aroused him as reports of suf- 
fering on the part of children, espe- 
cially ff caused by somebody's 
cruelty.” 

When Mr. Scott was urged, as fre- 
quently happened, to run for. the 
Tnited States Senate, remarked 
that “he would not ‘st down’ from 
the editorship of the Oregonian into 
the United States Senate.” 

DETESTED SHALLOWNESS. 


His impatience with shallowness 
and presumption is illustrated In this 
incident which Mr. Holman cites: 
Overwhelmed by the fulness of Mr. 
Scott's knowledge, driven from every 
point, a fellow who had ventured 
into an argument on a financial issue 
doggedly remarked, “Well, Mr. Scott, 
I have as good a right my opinion 
as you have to yours.” 

“You have not,” said Mr. Scott, as 
he rose in warm irritation. “You 
speak from the standpoint of mere 
presumption and emotion. without 
knowledge, without judgment. You 
speak after the manner of the fool- 
ish. I speak from the basis of pains- 
taking and laborious study. You 
have no right to an opinion on this 
subject; you have not given yourself 
the labors which alone can justify 
opinion. You do not even understand 
the fundamental facts upon which an 
opinion should be based." 

Strange as it may seem to those 
who have known the strength and 
fluency of Mr. Scott's editorials, we 
have Mr. Holman's word for itt that 
“writing was not to Mr. Scott a na- 
tural gift. His propensity was to 
thought rather than to expression 
. « +» Literally he forged his mat- 
ter into form, and, if the ferm was 
always fine it was made so less by 
instinctive art than by unremitting la- 
bors. I question if he ever 
wrete a careless sentence In his life. 
Every utterance was first considered 
carefully, then—often very slowly— 
hammered into shape. He wrote al- 
ways with his own hand and could 
never with satisfaction to himself 
employ the aid of an amanuensis.” 
THE MAGNITUDE OF HIS WORK. 
In conclusion Mr. Holman says of 
him: “He came into leadership of 
public thought in Oregon at a time 
when the character of the country 
was in the making. His work in 
journalism lay at the sources of a 
stream of life which grew larger un- 
der his hand from small beginnings, 
and must now «0 on expanding 
through indefinite years. It was at a 
time when great events were in the 
germ. The adjustments which fol- 
lowed the Civil War, the relations of 
the government to the Pacific world, 
the arrangements for commerce in 
this new world—these early pressed 
upon his attention to find in him a 
conscientious student and an intelli- 
gent and practical counselor. Then

came the period of western develop- 
ment with the momentous issues con- 
nected with it. Following this came 
financial issves in many phases and 
forms, que@tions of alien immigra- 
tion, questions growing out of the 


fthe ten thousand subjects of high 
Public import. To each of these in 
turn, and to all of them recurrently, 
the mind and hand of Mr. Scott were 
addressed. He shirked no labors, he 
avoided no issues. He felt himself un- 
der a high mandate, and he carried 
himself with the resolution which re- 
sponsibility inspires in large minds. 
To changing fashions in journalism 
he made almost no concessions. He 
could no more have purveyed poisons 
to the mind than he could have fed 
poisons to the body. For the practices 
of journalism which we nominate 
‘yellow’ he had a profound detesta- 
tion. He would have none of it. Who- 
ever might wish for a paper reeking 
with uncleanliness and pandering, 
Vicious or flabby trivialities for the 
light-minded, might seek elsewhere. 
Mr. Scott's alms were serious, his 
journalism always dominated by high 
purposes and limited by a taste which 
rejected and rebuked al! tendencies 
j to carelessness or vulgarity. If there 
were scandalous incidents which must 
| be reported, details were minimized 
and relegated to least conspicuows 
pages. If unpleasant things had to 
be dealt with, it was done, but with 
frankness and decency—in the gen- 
tieman’s spirit. So, by the tendencies 


of his mind, by the gravity of his! 


character, by the guides of wisdom. 
dignity, courage and taste—Mr. Scott 
Planted on his ground and sustained 
for nearly a half century standards 
of journalism which must for all 
time be a pattern for the worthy and 
a rebuke to the vicious.”

HILE I am in accord with lead- 
W ine bankers in the conviction 
that the new Federal reserve 
law is far from being the acme of 
ection, I feel that it is a great 
step in advance of our existing sys- 
tem. For this reason I believe and 
h@pe it will be given the support nec- 
e@ary to make it entirely effective. 
As the expressions of leading bank- 
gfe tend to indicate that such wil! be 
the case, there is littie reason to 
deubt that we willl soon be ex- 
riencing better conditions in the busi- 
and commercia! world, and less 
G@engerous tendencies toward over- 
Preeperity than heretofore. 
BReeentially the law is aimed to aid 
the farming and commercial inter- 
ema, and for this reason it is to be 


commended. in looking over the his- 
teny of the country for the past twen- 
ty years, it would seem that there 
aiways been a tendency toward 
curbing the activities of these inter- 
emis. because of the occasional lack 
of eufficient funds at the proper time 
te provide for their needs, especiallv 
in pertods of financial stress. This 
tendency the new law seeks to abol- 
teh by averting stringencies. Whether 
oF mot it will be successful naturally 
remains to be seen, but everything 

mis toward an improvement, at

and farming interests. 

By this I do not mean that bank- 
ome im the past have in any way 
Bought to avoid their duty toward the 
fommercial interests, because from 
my own experience 1 should say that 
they have in nearly every instance 
Given to those interests first consid- 
eration.

Rired to do #0. The purpose of the 
pew law is to provide that means. 

One of the chief features of the 
new law is the provision for the es- 
tablishment of eight to twelve Federa! 
yeseerve banks. The principal! mission 


many provisions whith tend to make 


more elastic. 

In carrying these out the Federal! 
reserve banks, by virtue of their pow- 
er to rediscount commercial paper, 
will play a prominent part. These 
banks will have as Members the na- 
tional banks of the communities in 
which they are located, and through 
these member banks will be transact- 
ed practically all the business carried 
on by reserve institutions. The latter 
will receive no other deposits than 
those from the government or from 
member banks. 

The chief benefit which the reserve 
banks will effect will be in discount- 
ing notes, drafts and bills of exchange 
maturing within ninety days for mem- 
ber banks—that is, practically pur- 
chasing such paper from that period 
of time and furnishing the member 
bank with actual cash in exchange. 
The paper which is to be discounted 
‘must de lasued for some industrial. 
agricultural or commercial purpose, 
not for speculative operations. 

One of the most important conces- 
sions which was made subsequent to 
the original framing of the bill was 
the allowing of one reserve bank to 
redisceunt for or loan to another. It 
is recognized that the needs of one 
fection of the country are ot al- 
ways felt at the same time as those 
of another section. In California, for 
instance, the demands for crop-mov- 
ing purposes are pretty well distribut- 
ed throughout the year, and ‘he same 
is true of most of the Pacific States. 
In many eastern sections, however, 
the demands for money for crop-mov- 
ing come simultaneously and conse- 
quently their combined weight is feit 
very heavily. It ia well, therefore, 
that when the need is greatly felt in 
one section it should be supplied by 
the reserve banks of other parts of 
the country. 

The lines -which govern credit will 
be more tightly drawn when the new 
law is in effect. People will prob- 
ably find it necessary to pay their 
billie when they come due. In this 
sense credit may be somewhat re- 
stricted, as compared with the past.

Although this new order may be 
somewhat contrary to general expec- 
tations. it will place this -ountry

of our present one. It is well known 
that money for legitimate needs is 
far more easily obtainable in for- 
eign countries, as a whole, than here 

One of the chief means by which 
it will be possible to check the over- 
expansion of credit when the new 
law is effective will be by raising the 
rates of interest and discount. For 
the rest the Federa'! reserve directors 
will be under the obligation of using 
their own prudence and judgment in 
passing upon commercial paper and 
the needs of the borrowing members. 

The entire Federal reserve system 
wil), of course, be under the supervi- 
sion of the Federal Reserve Board. 
This proved the chief objection to the 
new law, in that at firet only one of 
tthe members appointed by the Presi- 
dent was required to be a person hav- 
ing experience in banking—how much 
or how little has not been defined. 
A concession was made in that two 
members of the board now must be 
persons of banking experience. 

In the proposed personnel of the 
governing board, as well as that of 
the vartous Federal reserve banks, it 
was sought in every way possible to 
avoid——whether really necessary or 
not—-even the slightest suggestion of 
a bank ever coming Into control of 
anv part of the new system. 

The chief fear expressed regarding 
the new law isa that it may possibly 
reeult In an inflation of credit. The 
preventing of this will rest largely 
with the members of the various re- 
serve bank directorates and the care 
which they display in keeping credits 
within the proper limits. There is 
therefere every reason to expect (hat 
only the most efficient will be chosen 
for the various offices. 

Should this net prove to he the 
case with the Federal Resérve Board. 
and should “pull” rather than merit 
at any time in the future influence 
the choice of members, conditions 
may be brought about which would 
endanger the country. Every effort 
has apparently been made to avoid 
such a contingency by having the 
terms of office of the members of the 
reserve board leng, and having them 
appointed tn rotation. 

The best part @f the currency law 
fs that It Is a law, for the suspense 
during the months preceding its 
enactment was very hard to bear. We 
ere now assured that better times are 
coming, and are all hopeful.

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GOV HARRISON'S SILK HAT. 
Arrived in Manila in Style, But Did 
Not Find Awaiting Many Modern 
Head Gear. 

[Washington Post:] Former Repre- 
sentative Francis Burton Harrison, the 
newly appointed Governor-General of 
the Philippines, is already known in 
that part of the world as “the man 
with the hat.” and has been made 
the object of a good deal of fun. It 
seems that while on his way to join 
his post he gave all sorts of elaborate 
directions, by means of wireless, about 
his official reception on his arrival at 
Manila, and emphasized in several of 
there commuplications that he would 
weer for the occasion a cutaway coat, 
and “a bigh silk hat,’ thus fndicat- 
ing that he expected American and 
native civilian dignitaries to be sim- 
llariy garbed. 

Now high silk hats are virtually un- 
known in the Philippines, being un- 
suited for the climate, the usual form 
of headgear being a pith helmet, such 
as is worn by white people in the 
tropics. In fact, the only use made of 


high silk hats in the Philippines is 
to present them to petty sultans and 
chieftains of the remote islands of the 
| archipelago, as insignia of their vas- 
sal sovereignty, in lieu of crowns. 

The Governer-General arrived in 
due course, and landed in his high 
siik het, which created a great im- 
pression among his compatriots, as 
well as among the Filipinos. But 
there were only four hats of this 
style of architecture visible among 
the civilian officials and leading 
American citizens assembled to greet 
him, and these were of so ancient a 
vintage that they had the effect of 
giving a burlesque savor, rather than 
any solemnity to the occasion. 

The American and native newspa- 
pers of the Philippine’ Islands are 
getting no end of amusement out of 
the new Governor-General's “topper.” 
and about his wireless messages in 
connection therewith; and he may be 
said to have inaugurated his tenure 
of an office which is one of the most 
delicate and difficult tn the service of 
the United States by a success de rere, 
that is to say, by a storm of ridicule 
not conducive to American prestige.

The home of A. Frese was floated 
from its foundations on the ocean 
ffont walk and had to be moved back 
to the Speedway, where it now stands 
on rollers, awaiting a permanent lo- 
cation. The yard of an untenanted 
house at No. 2115 Ocean Front was 
sucked entirely into the ocean. The 
house was saved by an old bulkhead. 

With the sea doing its worst and 
officials of the Santa Monica Bay 
municipalities doing their best. the 
citivens of the several resorts held a 
number of meetings during the Righ- 
est of the tides to determine fust 
‘what was to be done to check the 
water, or at least avert the damage. 

The owners of the Venice pier had 
the dirigible station, wireless station 
anc all other buildings at the end 
of the structure removed at the firey 
sign of a real onslaught by the sea, 
and all the heavy planking was torn 
up, leaving only the piling for the 
waves. It was a wise precaution. 
The end of the plier is to be rebuilt tn 
concrete end steel. 

The sea at Redondo Beach during 
this period has been the heaviest in 
many years, reaching its true fero-ity 
early Wednesday morning last and 
tearing out more than 1000 feet of 
board walk alo the ocean front near 
Second street. e foundations of sev- 
eral apartmen@®houses were threat- 
ened, principal among these being the 
New York. 

WALL OF SANDBAGS. 


Fifty thousand bags of sand handled 
by scores of workmen have been used 


in building a bulwark to withstand 
further onslaughts. The ground 
swell at Redondo Beach carried the 
waves to the very doors of the resi- 
dences in the vicinity of Second street 
and washed into the home of Benja- 
min Otto, No. 306 Beach Row. 

Two safes—the twin safes, the res- 
idents call them—which were lost in 
the ocean at the time of the Ocean 
Park fire, were thrown high and dry 
to the board walk at the foot of Ma- 
rine street and left standing, both up- 
right, corner to corner, and as though 
they had been carefully carted and 
Placed there for purposes of exnibi- 


tion. They were as corks to the 
power that lifted them from the 
depths where they had been long 


sought. 

The tides rose on Christmas Day, 
and since that time they have not 
subsided much. although the attacks 
on beach and beach-front property 
have been less damaging at times. 

Heavy, picturesque tide rips accom- 
panied the rise of the sea, throwing 
ranges of spray as high as fifty feet 
over the breakwater for mile on mile 
along the bay. These were more spec- 
tacular than dangerous, and during 
the onslaught fully 50,000 persons as- 
semblied daily at the different resorts 
to witness the display. 

Venice has not entertained so many 
early-morning visitors since the davs 
of the visit of the battleship fleet. And 
kodak fiends were legion. Hich water 
at 8:26 o'clock a.m. on December 26 
was given as 7.02; it looked 70.02. 

Battle against the sea was becun 
with the first indication of dancer, 
when_a force of men, assisted by the 
City Trustees, began moving pbeacn- 


front homes out of the danger zone. 
It was a fight against time. 
WHERE TO GO. 


Many of the owners of these homes 
had difficulty, however, in finding 
other locations, and there was no lit- 
tle humor in the _ situation when 
neighbors began arguing with each 
other as to why the hurriedly-moved 
buildings should be taken out of their 
back yards or shoved away from in 
front of their doorsteps. 

Hiowever, had many of these bunga- 
lows not been moved, they would 
have been destroyed, as the surf was 
not a bit reluctant about intruding to 
the foundations and leaving the holes 
veritable lakes. 

Volunteer salvage corps have been 
at work along the Venice beach since 
the rise of the’ first high tide two 
weeks ago, but they have found little 
save driftwood—and a cask of whis- 
key. When the police arrived to take 
charge of the liquid, however, the cask 
was empty. The temptation proved 
toe much for spectators. 

South of Clark street, Venice, the 
damage is greatest, for there the 
promenade has been wiped away en- 
tirely for blocks. From Center street 
south the ocean front walk, as far as 
it had been completed, has been 
wrecked beyond repair. What vas 
several weeks ago a beautiful espla- 
nade is today a pile of debris. - 

CAREENING FLOOD, 

December 29 the tide was due at 
high point at 9:46 a.m. It came, and 
remained an hour, during which time 
it made an inglorious effort to wipe 
away the last remaining pile*of the 
bulkhead at the foot of Evangeline 
court—and failed. Sturdy pile! 

The water careened far over the 
walk and settled under the bunwalows 
and smaltier hotela which are thick 


between Venice and Playa del Mey. 
With the bulkhead gone, the beach 
was open and unprotected, and ten- 
ants of the houses In the vicinity 
packed their belongings and bade 
their adieux, 

Then the sandmen, carting hun- 
dreds of bags of the beach to the 
weakened ocean-front walk, began to 
make a stand in an effort to stave off 
the inevitable crumbling away of the 


promenade. But there is nothing that 
resembles a walk from Clark to 
Evangeline streets, and police have 


been stationed there to prevent pos- 
sible accidents.

municipal railway. The proposed 
line was to go to the harbor and it 
was to revolutionize municipal trans- 
portation. It was to be the great 
panacea for all passenger traffic ills. 
Then the excitement subsided, the 
feverish haste glackened and other 
municipal problems crowded until 
what seemed to be an imperative 
move to relieve downtown t con- 
gestion faded into oblivion and 
slumbered. 

The city made a contract with the 
Pacific Electric to build a three-rail 
line on San Pedro street from Aliso 
to Ninth and then gave the company 
an operating franchise to use the 
trackage. The company built the line 
for $247,575 and agreed to pay the 
municipality $1200 a year for the 
franchise. This operating privilege 
may be terminated by the city at the 
end of seven years. The life of the 
franchise is twenty-one years. 

All that happened a year ago. Then 
came the next step, which was to be 
the connecting link between the Pa- 
cific Electric station and the new line 
on San Pédro street. The company 
asked for a franchise to construct an 
elevated over the streets intervening 
between Main and San Pedro streets. 
In the meantime the company had 
purchased a private right of way for 
the elevated between Sixth and Sev- 
enth streets. Two turn-outs were left 
at the San Pedro-street tracks, one to 
carry cars from the north and the 
other from the south on San Pedre 
street to the elevated track that 
would connect at Los Angeles street 
and run cars through the Pacific 
Electric station. 

The municipal railway advocates 
went back to sleep and the municipal 
railway thinned into the stuff that 
dreams are made of. What was once 
an issue .of tremendous force and 
weight in certain quarters became a 
fond recollection of other days. 

The City Council crowded one thing 
after another, the City Attorney's of- 
fice piled its files and desks with “im- 
mediate” matter and then when there 
was a lull back came the same fever- 
ish, breathless haste for something 
lse 


The elevated franchise has been 
drafted, according to the Assistant 
City Attorney, and is virtually ready 
for presentation to the Council in tts 
present form, but he says Pacific Elec- 
tric officials have expressed a desire 
to change the construction of the 
present elevated at Los Angeles street 
and he is waiting for them to make 
application. 

AND THE JAM PILES UP! 


The effect of this condition, no mat- 
ter who is responsible for it, is seen 
in the growing congestion of many 
down-town streets. -The Pacific Elec- 
tric plans by the elevated to take off 
of Main street most of the red cars 
that now block traffic and prevent the 
yellow cars from being swung around 
that way to relieve Spring street and 
Broadway of an absolutely unwar- 
ranted condition. 

There is a red train a minute 
through Main street. and through the 
rush hours that thoroughfare is car- 
ryving far more than reasonable ca- 
pacity. In a few months the San 
Rernardino cars Will come through 
Main street, and if the present condi- 
tion is not alleviated by that time the 
traffic ._ will he almost beyond 
control, Then there is the con- 
gestion on Seventh and Ninth streets, 
not to mention the inconvenience to 
the public in being forced to g0 
around the station at Sixth and Main 
to many cars, or go through it. up one 
flight of stairs and down another. 

The Pacific Electric hopes by the 
elevated plan to take most of the 
Pasadena Short Iine. Monrovia, Co- 
vina, Pomona and E| Monte cara off 
Main street and shoot them east over 
the elevated to San Pedro and thence 
north to Aliso street, Instead of trav- 
ersing crowded Main from Sixth to 
First as at present. The elevated, 
too, would keep the Whittier, Santa 
Ana, Redondo Beach, Long Beach, 
San Pedro, Newport, and other cars 
off Main and off Seventh street, and 
the cars that are soon to come in 
from Orange would not have to be run 
on Main street. 

The curtailing of the number of red 
ears on Main street is only an ineci- 
dent In the plan to relieve downtown 
traffic congestion. The rerouting of 
yellow cars could then take place and 
a through service could be operated 
on many lines of the Los Angeles 
Railway. 

STRANGE DELAY. 

An almost universal sweep of the 
downtown district could be made by 
the proposed use of an elevated, but 
this condition is set farther and 
farther into the future by a strange 
delay in the legal arrangement which 
would make it possible. 

The City Council Is beginning to 
show signs of uneasiness with the copn- 
ditions in the City Attorney's office. 
The chief hag been away jfor weeks 
and the office ts short three attorneys 
who could help with routine matters. 
The Council took cognizance of the 
clogged-up wheels in that branch of 
city service by demanding weekly re- 
ports showing the status of each mat- 
ter referred to the City Attorney by 
the Council. Then President Whiffen 
added that the office is a “graveyard,” 
and gave intimation that there will be 
some exhuming which may develop 
into a complete resuacitation of the 
elevated franchise, among 
things.

Landscapes by Frice. 

An exhibition of twenty-five land- 
scapes from the brush of Charles A. 
Fries opened on Monday, January 12, 
in the Hoover gallery, Hollywood, and 
will close at the end of this month. 
The Hoover gallery is at No. 63132 
Hollywood boulevard, near the public 
library building. 

Charlies A. Fries has ifved tn Gan 
Diego for seventeen years, and has 
& studio there now. All his pictures 
in the present collection were painted 
in the picturesque neighborhoods of 
the southern city of his adoption— 
the hills, the canyons, and the sea. 

The artist was born tn Hillsborough, 
O. He studied art in the Cincinnati 
School of Design and in various cities 
of Europe. Among his feliow-students 
were J. H. Twachtman, Robert Blum, 
Joseph de Camp and Kenyen Cox, all 
of whom became men of fame. Fries 
ranks with them in the quality of hie 
work. 

A characteristic of Fries’s iland- 
scapes is their refinement of tone and 


ut seldom. As rule he 
is content to portray the beauties of 
& scene under clouded skies. And 
what subtleties he finds in the tawny 
yellows and umbers of the sun- 
scorched underbrush, and the rocks 
and clay banke of the beautiful can- 
yons behind San Diego. If his range 
of color is limited, his knowledge is 
Well-mnigh perfect, and his hand is 
sure in recording what he knows. I 


I could not help remarking that 
looked like his own peintings— 
in gray, quiet, well poised, “all 
there.” 
Fries’s grays, in his pictures, are 
all his own, a temperamental expres- 
sion of his feeling for nature. No 
other artist of my acquaintance sees 
color exactly as he does. His can- 
vases are cool, but not cold, for warm 
color, red, yellow and umber, plays 
through all his comforting tones of 
Sray. You might naturally expect an 
exhibition of his pictures to be a trifle 
monotonous, but it is not so, 
he uses pure color, he applies ft in- 
Gividually and delightfully, as in the 
two still-life studies in the present ex- 
hibition, one of strawberries beside an 
empty overturned box, the other a 
handful of ripe peaches, and grapes. 
Fries is especially happy in still life, it 
seems to me, where his color glows 
— flashes out of subdued surround- 
ngs. 

in “Tery Pines” the trees are shown 
in silhouette against level clouds of 
yellowish gray; there is a foreground 
of tawny earth and dull green foliage 
“Coast Canyon” contains a solitary fig- 
ure, a hunter with his gun in the crisp 
underbrush of an autumn day: the 
sky, bluish gray, is flecked with float- 
ing clouds. “Near Old Town” gives 
us a group of eucalyptus trees before 
a clouded sky.

which holds such very interesting and 
exclusive meetings here from time to 
time. This tactful act made the Duch- 
ess of Rutland and Lady Diana Man- 
ners, two great social forces, her im- 
mediate sponsors and friends. They 
are really crazy to spread the cult 
of Italian speech amongst the most 
aristocratic folk.

Safety at Sea. 

The international conference on 
safety of life at sea. which has been 
holding its sessions in London since 
last November, is in danger of split- 
ting on the subject of arbitration. 
With the Panama tolls question in 
mind Great Britain has demanded 
that all disputes under the proposed 
convention and al! violations of the 
shipping laws shall be arbifrated be- 
tween the parties in dispute. 

Unitea States Senator J. Hamilton 
Lewis of Tilinois and Prof. A. B. Alex- 
ander of Washington, on behalf of the 
American delegation, opposed the pro- 
posal on the ground that it was con- 
trary to the policy of the United States 
to allow any foreign nation to arbi- 
trate the right of the courts of Amer- 
fea to execute the laws of that nation 
or of its States. 
Lord Mersey, the presiding officer, 
that all disputes be sent to 
the International Court of Arbitra- 
tion at The Hague, but this also was 
opposed by the Americans because of 
the distance of the Netherlands capital 
from the United States.and thé delay 
in reaching a settlement. The French 
and German representatives also op- 
posed this plan on the ground that 
“America always wins her contest at 
that tribunal through the desire of 
other nations to preserve peace and 
harmony with her.” 
The French and Belgian committee- 
men suggested a conciliation board, re- 
serving to America the right to resort 
to the courts if the results of the 
board appear to be purposely or vio- 
lently wrong. This middie ground for 
a compromise now is under debate, but 
its progress virtually is barred by the 
American opposition to the arbitra- 
tion feature and by the Insistence of 
the United States delegates that any 
violations of the convention or treaty 
must be treated by the American 


and punished accordingly. 


New Tuberculosis Cure. 

Great interest is likely to develop 
over the success of a new method of 
treating tuberculosis recently adopted 
at Guy’s Hospital in London. 

The treatment consists of the ex- 
cision of the greater part of the large 
intestine, that part remaining being 
joined to the small intestine. This 
method was adopted in the case of a 
child in the last stage of tubercular 
disease of the joints, and resulted in 
the child being restored to health in

PARIS, Jan. 3.—The microbe ma- 
nia-has driven many people to injure 
themselves in refusing to drink ordi- 
mary water, according to Henry Sav- 
age Landor. The explorer declares 
that water even from sources con- 
sidered impure is often harmless, and 
cites instances when he has drunk 
from polluted streams. 

“When you boll water you devitalize 
it,” he explained in a recent discus- 
sion of drinking water. “I have been 
drinking from streams and ponds in 
the tropics and all over the world for 
twenty-five years, and I am convinced 
that people are wrong in believing 
that there is any danger in water that 
is dirty or that may actually have dis- 
ease germs in it.

He and two native serv- 
ants were without food sixteen days 
during his exploration of remote parts 
of Brazil. “We had plenty of water 
during this starvation period,” said he, 
“but we took very little because we 
did not want it.

LONDON, Jan. 3.—<Another little 
difference between Buckingham Pal- 
ace, over which Queen Mary presides, 
and Marlborough House, of which 
Queen Mother Alexandra is mis- 
tress, has arisen, this time over 
the titles by which the deposed King 
Manuel of Portugal and his bride 
are to be known officially. 

When the exiled king and his 
bride were entertained by the Queen 
Mother recently the Court Circular; 
issued from Marlborough House de- 
scribed them as “King Manuel and 
Queen Augusta Victoria.” This was 
interpreted as a sign that King 
George had officially sanctioned this 
description of the royal couple and 
the press, following as it invariably 
does the fashion set by the royalty, 
published as a fact. An official 
denial was quickly forthcoming and 
it was announced that King George 
had decided that the ex-king and his 
wife were to be known and referred 
to only as Dom Manuel and Dona 
Augusta Victoria. As the King’s de- 
cision is bindi on all the members 
of his family, including his mother, 
it is probable that any future refer- 
ences in the Court Circular, even 
those emanating from Mariborough 
House, will thus refer to the young 
couple. 

In circles that side with the Queen 
Mother in her little differences with 
Queen Mary. it is said that the King’s 

cision was dictated by Queen Mary, 
who thus emphasizes that she, and not 
Queen Alexandra is now the arbiter 
in matters of thie kind.

Mr. Churchill comes from one of 
the old-time Tory families, and until 
the unionists at the behest of Joseph 
Chamberlain adopted the policy 6f 
tariff reform, or modified protection, 
he remained true to the family tradi- 
tions On tariff reform, however, 
he found himself out of sympathy 
with his party and left it for the 
Liberal side, which rewarded him 
with a cabinet position when the 
party came into power In 1905. For 
a long time Mr. Churchill worked 
hard and assiduously for Liberalism, 
and was the most intimate political 
friend of Lioyd George, the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer. This friend- 
ship cooled when Mr. George deliv- 
ered one. of his attacks against the 
Nuke of Marlborough, Mr. Churchill’s 
courtn, and ‘erdierds in general. 

Mr. Churchill then took up with 
his political enemies Frederick WB. 
Smith and Austen Chamberlain, with 
whom he is often seen, and became 
an even more frequent guest at Blen- 
heim Castle, the home of the Duke of 
Marlborough, and at the houses of 
the Duke of Westminster, who, al- 
though not in politics, is an uncom- 
promising conservative. This might 
have been all right, even after the 
conservatives started writing to the 
papers complaining of their leaders 
entertaining at their homes, political 
rponents and “turncoats,” but all 
at once Mr. Churchill found himeelf 
the target of attacks)from his own 
party. This was largely started by 
the “little navy” wing of the radical 
croup in the House of Commons 
but ft has been spreading consider

IN AUSTRIA. 
Special Tax Levy. 


A curious move has been made by 


the Austrian “Herrenhaus,” or Sen- 
ate, in the direction of exacting ape- 
cial taxes from childless people. it 
has decided not only to penalise bach- 
elors and spinsters, but also to exact 
special contributions from widowers, 
widows and childless people over 30 
years of age. Thua, if they have an 
income varying fronr $960 to $4000 
their income tax will be increased 
by 10 per cent. Should their income 
be over $4000, they will have to pay 
15 per cent., but childless widows will 
be subject to 10 per cent, super tax 
only on an income of over $4000.

Transport. 
Following advices from friends in 
the United States, the Irish Industrial 
Development Association is impress- 


ing upon the English Postmaster- 
General the necessity of reorganizing 


the postal rates for parcels between 


Ireland and America. The result of 
the negotiations has been so far fa- 
vorable and a revolution in the ex- 
port of small parcels is anticipated. 


It ig expected that Postmaster Sam- 
uels, who always shows a friendly 


interest in everything affecting Ire- 


land’s industrial development, will 


make it possible for parcels weighing 
anything upto thirty pounds to be 


mailed without the consigner being 


driven, as at present, to pay high 
steamer rates and be exposed to al! 
the irritating worries associated with 
customs dues and other embargoes. 


Hitherto these accumulated charges 
have rendered it impossible to send 


small packages from Ireland to the 


United States with any prospect of 


realizing any sort of reasonable profit. 
With these obstacles removed a new 
source of revenue for Irish manu- 
facturers will be opened up and em- 
ployment provided in industries which 
have lain derelict for years. 


King to Visit Dublin. 


King George and Queen Mary have 


decided to take no notice of the po- 
litical conflict in Ireland, but to visit 
that country at an early date. 


This is on all fours with what they 


decided at their coronation, when 
the future of the British House of 
Lords hung in such dire peril. “We 
will not be swayed by either of the 
great political parties in the State,” 
they confided to their most intimate 
friends. “We shall act on t#e maxim, 
‘Trust the people.” With the nation 
behind us our throne is quite safe, 
and we can snap our fingers at Mesers. 
—_s Carson, Bonar Law and Red- 
mond.” 


The King is. of course, thoroughly 


well acquainted with Ireland apart 
from his happy recollections of the 
1911 tour. He used to go about Dub- 
lin a good deal with his brother, the 
late Duke of Clarence, when the lat- 
ter was stationed with his regiment 
at the Curragh. Again, when he was 
Duke of York His Majesty acquired 
a first-hand knowledge of Ireland 
equal to that of King Edward, who 
paid no fewer than nine visits to the 
“distressful country.” The first of 
these was in the ‘40s, with Queen 
Victoria, who then created the 8-year- 
old Prince Edward Earl of Dublin 
“as a compliment to the town and 
country.” t would be a pretty repe- 
tition of history if the present Prince 
of Wales were to accompany the King 
to Ireland and be similarly ennobled. 
The Duke of Connaught has never 
really represented Ireland in English 
social Ife. 


HOME RULE. 
A suggestion with sinister motives 


at the back of it is at the moment agi- 
tating the minds of the farmers and 
manufacturers in the south and west 
of Ireland. It is nothing less than a 
proposal that if they abandon their 
demand for home rule the Unionists 
will bring forward a echeme which 
will embody a protective tariff as its 
main feature, leaving other questions 
of local government to be arbitrated 
on by a tribunal which would be set 
up in Dublin by an Imperial Parlia- 
ment. 


There is no doubt a scheme favor- 


ing protection would have a powerful 
fascination for Irish sectional inter- 
ests to which it appeals: but no one 
can be deceived by the motives by 
which it is inspired at the present 
juncture. ‘f any responsible section. 
of Nationalist thought could be im- 
posed upon to the extent of repudiat- 
ing home rule just now in favor of 
some will-o'-the-wisp policy of tariff 
reform, the Unionists would shout 
that there is no real or sincere desire 
in Ireland for a national Parliament 
at all,

CHINA’S PLANS 
FOR RAILROADS. 


Country Faces Problems of 
Great Difficulty. 


Official Intrigue Causes 
Many Complications. 


But People Realize Lines 
Must Be Constructed. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times. ) 
SHANGHAI Dec. 20.—The fact 
that during the next twenty years 
70.000 miles of railroad track will be 
laid all over China justifies one in 
sounding an alarm that may be an 


immediate warning to railroad build- 
ers. 


Under Dr. Sun Yat Sen's railroad 
scheme, which temporarily has been 
abandoned, there were promised 200,- 
000 Chinese li—in other words, the 


money necessary for a network of 
railroads that would make the most 
remote part of China as accessible as 
Pekin. And one feels that the oppor- 
tunity for this exists. The people at 
large have come to realize the im- 
mense advantagds of modern rail- 
roads and take to traveling on the 
tracks like ducks to water 

China's railroads today are: Lines 
running, 6886 miles: “under con- 
struction,” 2300 miles. 

In no country tn the world, how- 
ever, are railroad problems so intri- 
cate and difficult. China's financial 
difficulties, international complica- 
tions, provincial opposition, and the 
intrigues of office-seekers cambine to 
rencer the situation somewhat chao- 
tic. This chaotic outlook has bred 
pessimism. 

Rut there Is no cause for pessimism. 
China has come to realize her own 
impotence without ralflroads, and she 
Starts today upen a footing very dif- 
ferent from what she did when for- 
eignere began asking permission to 
envage in track building. Foreign in- 
fluence has now done its work in so 
far as the people. of China realize 
thore is no possibility of improving 
the country’s material prosperity 
without railroads. Thirty years arco 
it was as much as one’s well-being in 
the country was worth to mention 
railroads. The people would not have 
them at any price. There Was a gen- 
eral outcry when one or two of the 
outstanding Viceroys of the time suge- 
gestcd them—men of the stamp of 
that brilliant reformer, Li Hung 
Chane. 

Times have changed, and now the 
Chinese people—even in far remote 
corners of the Empire—are agreed 
that China must have the easy means 
of communication and transport that 
the railroad inevitably brings. From 
every large city proposals are regu- 
larly forwarded to the provincial as- 
semblies and to the central govern- 
ment requesting speedy building, and 
it seems, all grounds for pessimism 
considered, there is a universal ap- 
proval of a scheme that shall link up 
all the main centers and so give the 
people the chance not only of easily 
transporting their produce, but of 
opening up the country in a system- 
atic manner. 

After all, it is only during the last 
thirty years that the first railroad 
was introduced. And it is not sur- 
prising that the Chinese, being what 
they are, should not have advanced 
more. What should surprise the un- 
biased observer is the fact that China 
has done so much. 

Going back to 1863, the year in 
which the first attempt was made to 
obtain a railroad franchise to build a 
line between Shanghai and Soochov, 
one remembers how this was re- 
garded as an attempt by foreigners to 
obtain an undue amount of influence, 
and the proposal was promptly re- 
fused. The next attempt was in 
1876, when a railroad with a two-feet 
six-inch gauge and rails of 26 
pounds per yard was laid the dis- 
tance of nine miles between Shangchal 
and Woosung. Public opinion every- 
where was averse from it. Six 
months after a Chinese was run over, 
and the track closed down. Shortly 
afterwards the Chinese bought the 
track at cost price, only to rip up the 
whole permanent way and remove 
the locomotives, rolling stock and 
the whole equipment. 

After this, progress was siow, and 
the first real railroad did not open 
until 1895; but since that date con- 
siderable progress has been made. 

Familiar obstacles have been over- 
come on all hands, and it is fairly 
safe today to say that there is no 
aversion to the laying down of 
railroad tracks anywhere. And _ the 
progress made during these last 
eighteen tyears, as remarked upon 
recently at the meeting of the Shang- 
hal Engineering Society, though not 
startling in the amount of work ac- 
tually done, is remarkable considering 
the change wrought among the peo- 
ple. 

The Chinaman who has ridden on 
a railroad for the firet time can never 
really be the same again, and his 
influence among his own epople, as 
he contrasts the comfort of traveling 
by train with the d@iscomfort and te- 
diousness of boat, wheelbarrow, se- 
dan chair or any other antiquated 
methods, must make more and more 
for modern methods. 

While it must be admitted that the 
Chinese are eager for the general 
adoption of railroads, and while it 
is likely that her national resources 
will be great enough to allow her to 
borrow all the money necessary for 
her tremendous schemes, it should 
nevertheless be realized that the nat- 
ural difficulties In some parts of 
China—particularly the Far West-—— 
will probably forever make against 
railroad building. 

The French rallroad connecting 
Yunnanfu, the capital of Yunnan 
province, with the coast, cost $30,000 
a mile to build. It was opened in 
1910, but to the present time it has 
not succeeded in increasing trade in 
Yunnan. Constantly very extensive 
repairs are necessary, owing to big 
landslides, and it is an exception to 
be able to travel direct from ter- 
mninus to terminus. 

In the central and eastern prov- 
inces of China, of course, the track 
running from Peking to Hankow, and 
the Shanghai-Nanking line arepaying 
very well, and will continue to im- 
prove, and the same remark will ap- 
ply to the Tien-tsin-Pukow track, but 
it ie doubtful whether any of the 
emalier tracks can yet be reckoned 
ae paying ventures. 

The danger, however, is with the 
provinces. Each province wants its 
own track, and to have its own finger 
in the pie; and, no matter how well 
this may seem on paper, it does not 
work in China.

That is not exactly a fair sample 
of Mr. Symons’s poems, as it is some- 
what better than the best. 

The volume contains the fiatest 
sort of verse, having neither music 
nor imagery and a woeful absence of 
thought. 

This, we take it, is an indication of 
that which the author can do at his 
best. and has some merit. It comes 
under the heading, “On Three Draw- 
ings of Rodin:” 

“Here are four women: look into 
each face. 

The firet one of the four is but «4 
dream, 

And she is Beauty; next to her there 
seem 

To lie two spawns of Satan in em- 
brace. 

And lastly Life, with a tremendous 
gesture, 

Turns and prepares to cast aside her 
vesture. 

This is the triptych of three unknown 
things: 

The dream, and the descent into deep

And out of hell the fair ascent of 
wings.

ONINGSBY DAWSON is a sekill- 
ful writer, not without humor 
and biessed with a delicate touch, 
but he deserves to be put in a piliory 
for “The Garden Without Wallis” as a 
warning to all authors who dare use 
such tricks. Obviously his plot was 
too much for him and itustead of fin- 
ishing the story he quit. Of course, 
it is easy to say he intenaed to do 
that all the way through—but if so, 
then the book was scarcely worth 
writing, even as well as he did it.

A “BIOGRAPHICAL FRAGMENT." 


LTHOUGH the author calls thi 

“biographical fragment,” a “Com- 

edy’ of the Generations,” it reads 
more like a tragedy. It is a micro- 
ecopical study, the ultimate expres- 
sion of hereditary genius in the frail 
person of a boy virtuoso, predestined 
to his career by the will of his gifted 
predecessors, as well as by the natura! 
gift burning within him. Having a 
musical understanding and sympathy, 
almost uncanny in a lad of 14, he 
ix individual, wayward, capricious and 
intolerant of his elders, whose musica! 
canons the age has outgrown, bis own 
brilliant and penetrating genius hav- 
ing also overleaped them. But a 
loving, delicate and childlike sweet. 
ness often sweeps aside his bizarre 
intolerance, and leads him into more 
conventional paths on interpretation 
in order to please the grandfather— 
composer and erstwhile virtuoso— 
whom he adores. Always before a 
performance something happens. The 
little performer becomes listless, re- 
bellious, or genuinely ill, and when 
the anxious uncle, who has educated 
him, is about ready to give him up in 
despair, he suddenly straightens out, 
and with amazing equanimity and 
power, sweeps everything before him. 
At @ popular concert in Paris, where 
the students in the gallery are de- 
termined to hiss and hoot Beethoven 
from the programme, when Monsieur 
le Directeur is unable to open the 
concert on account of the noise, the 
boy suddenly captures the house by 
an ingenuous, sympathetic laugh. The 
concert commences, and before it ts 
ended the leader of the disturbance 
is sobbing out the emotion of his 
volatile nature under the searching 
bow of the inspired lad. 

The precocious dignity and musical 
intellectuality of the boy are not so 
much a source of surprise as of 
pathos. Brought up in a musical at- 
mosphere, with practically no child- 
hood, he is a natural product of these 
conditions. But it is a hothouse at- 
mosphere, developing brain, and the 
subtie flexibility of the white, bony 
hands at the expense of the body. 
The end ia logical, strange faiating 
spells, and a two years’ prohibition 
of work, or any thought of work.

THE BIBLE 
HIS book is merely an emphasis 
7 of the ecclesiastical premisa of 
years that the natural man and 
the spiritual man are two distinct and 
different beings—or conditions of be- 
ing—that have absolutely nothing to 
do with each other.

In 
another place he says that “there is 
no life except God, and no life ex- 
cept spirit.” And then he proceeds to 
invest with a very real life the sex 
relations, which are an emanation of 
the Devil, according to his conclusions, 
clinching his self-contradictions by 
stating: “If our foreparents had not 
indulged the law of the sexual rela- 
tions, man would not have fallen. 
There could have been no fall without 
the sexual relations.” | 
Have we not had enough of these 
silly assaults against the law of pro- 
creation? Is it not something of an 
insult to Deity te hiss what means 
the preservation of the species into 
the corner, and then sling unfragrant 
refuse at it?

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Jan. 17.—-[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] War has been declared by 
the suffragists against the Democratic 
party and particularly against Dem- 
ocratic members of the House of Rep- 


resentatives who oppose the proposed 
Constitutional amendment giving the 
ballot to women. This was an- 
nounced here today by leaders of the 
Congressional Union for Woman 
Suffrage following the action of the 
House Rules Committee in voting 
against the creation of a House 
standing committee on Woman suf- 
frage. 

Immediately after the action of the 
Rules Committee became known 
nearly every suffragiet leader in 
Washington attended a hastily called 
mass meeting, and the following reso- 
lutions were unanimously passed: 

“Resolved, that this meeting of the 
Congressional Union for Woman Suf- 
frage regards with indignation the 
action of the Democratic members of 
the Rules Committee in voting to 
bury in committee the resolution to 
create in the House a committee to 
consider the justice and expediency of 
extending self-governing institutions 
to women.” 

Later a statement was given out at 
Congressional Union headquarters, 
which said: 

“If the Democratic party falls to 
take advantage of tife great oppor- 
tunity before it the women of the 
country will hold it reaponaible at the 
polls, and will make use of every ef- 
fort to defeat Democratic candidates 
for all elective offices in all constitu- 
encies.”

Fruit Exchanges, Upland and Ontario, 


Cal. Gentlemen: 

At your request to Dr. A. T. Cook, 
State Commissioner of Horticulture, I 
was asked to investigate the mealy 
bug situation in the orchards at Up- 
land and conduct such research work 
as would be necessary to place con- 
trol measures upon a safe and sound 
besis. Accordingly 1 came with these 
fntentions: 

41) ‘To determine the species of 
mealy bug attacking the orchards. 

(2) To discover if possible its 


To determine the extent of 
Gamage done. 
To determine the extent of tn- 
testation. 

And as-a result of the above find- 
fnas to advise relative to: 


(1) Immediate control. 
(2) Permanent control. 
On my way down from Sacra- 


mento, I stopped off at Santa Paula, 
Ventura county, to look over the 
citrus orchards there which were at 
one time badly infested with the 
citrus mealy bug and where a policy 
looking toward the permanent con- 
trol of this pest had been carried on 
for some four years. During the years 
1908 and 1909, many of the lemon 
and orange orchards became so badly 
infested as to cause great alarm and 
those of us “who were active in the 
work became greatly exercised over 
the pest and from that time many 
who have not kept pace with the re- 
eults of the campaign carried on 
there and in other parts of Cali- 
fornia where this particular insect 
occurred, -have still retained their 
firet impressions relative to the 
seriousness of the pest. After two 
years of experimental work of spray- 
ing and fumigation, the orchards 
worst infested (and which by the 
way had not ever been previously 
fumigated or sprayed for many years) 
Were partially cleaned up and since 
that time the ordinary fumigations 
necessary for black scale have ap- 


parently held the pest in a place 
where ita existence in the orchards 
fe of no economic importance. 


And of several hundred acres, 
one acre only of navel oranges seems 
to have made little improvement, but 
even there the pest is of no serious 
consequences. In most of the worst 
infested groves I was unable to find 
a single living mealy bug. The policy 


eof the growers there is to handle the 


mealy bug like black scale—i.e. to 
fumigate with the 2-3 schedule when- 
ever the pest is in numbers great 
enough to cause smutting of the 
fruit. 


MEALY BUG DAMAGING. 

I give you these preliminary re- 
marks that you may know the pres- 
ent status of the mealy bug situa- 
tion in a citrus growing section where 
this pest has been the most damaging. 

In order that I might have access 
to the college laboratories and equip- 
ment my headquarters were es- 
tablished at Claremont and for three 
days, in company with Mr. Ander- 
gon, the local horticultural inspector, 
my time has been spent in the 
Had it ap- 
peared necessary, my investigations 
would have continued over a longer 


_ period of time before giving you this 


report, but I feel that I have ac- 
complished what you desired and that 
vou should have this information im- 
mediately. 

Along the lines of investigation 
previously mentioned, I wish to re- 
port upon each point separately as 
follows: 

MANY VARIETIES OF BUG. 

As every entomologist knows, there 
are no less than twelve distinct 
species of mealy bug in Southern 
California, which are fully described 
and recorded in insect literature. Two 
of these, the citrus mealy bug and 
the long-tailed mealy bug, have been 
known as citrus pests, especially along 
the Coast, for many years, while the 
other species, being native, usally 
subsist upon native plants alone. Due 
to like structure it is very difficult 
to determine the species and when 
half grown specimens of the mealy 
bug from your orchards were for- 
warded to me I was not certain as to 
the species though I informed Mr. 
Pease that it most resembled Baker's 
mealy bug. a new species which we 
have found common upon wild plants, 
ernamentals and orange and lemon 
trees in Ventura county, but which 
has never become a pest. My investi- 
gations have substantiated my first 
belief and I am convinced that this 
fe Baker's mealy bug, scientifically 
In 
bug greatly re- 
mbles the regular citrus species, 

ucing eges in loose cottony 


' Masses and attacking « large 


of host plants. It differs in appear- 
ance by having the two white anal 
filaments much longer and by not be- 
ing quite so prolific. It is a native 
species and occurs in the washes and 
waste lands upon such native plants 
as elder and nightshade. It has also 
been found upon orange, lemon, ap- 
ple, walnut, pear, climbing potato 
Vine. Mexican orange, grevillea, ivy 
and several other ornamental plants. 
BUGS FOUND AT UPLAND. 

In our investigations four other 
common mealy bugs were found at 
Upland as follows: 

(1) White sage mealy bug 
(Pseudoeccoccus crawii) or white sage, 
It occurs near the roots and also 
upon the follage. 

(2) The nightshade mealy bug 
(P. solani) which is very common 
upon the roots of nightshade in 
your orchards. It may be _  dis- 
tinguished from Baker's mealy bug 
by the absence of white tails. 

(3) The artemisia mealy bug (P. 
artemisiae) a dark form found under 
the hark and on the roots of Cali- 
fornia sage. 

(4) The diplacus ceroputo (Cero- 
puto Yuccae) which is very common 
upon the roots of black sage, but is 
also found upon white sage, yucca, 
monkey flower, banuna, lime, orange 
and ceonothus. 

Some of these were reported as in- 
festing the brusn tn the washes. None 
were found upon the citrus trees. 

DISCOVER POSSIBLE ORIGIN. 


As stated above, Baker's mealy bug 
ls a native species and has prob- 
ably existed in Southern California 
for years. No doubt it was common 
in the washes which have been re- 
claimed for these very orchards and 
which it now  infests. Natura) 
enemies and a change of diet may be 
responsible for its slow increase, but 
I feel very certain that it has been 
in your orchards, in very limited num- 
bers, for vears. Even now inspectors 
find in many orchards only an occa- 
sional specimen which would not have 
been found had they not been looking 
for that particular insect. 

EXTENT OF DAMAGE DONE. 

In portions of at least two places 
which we visited the mealy bugs are 
abundant enough to be an economic 
factor this year and may be worse 
next year. When you can find three 
or four or as high as twenty on a 
majority of the fruits upon a tree 
the time is ripe for some contro! 
measure. In the other places, how- 
ever. the infestation is so slight as 
to be of little importance, except in 
determining the distribution of the 
pest. 


EXTENT OF INFESTATION. 


Mr. Anderson, your local  in- 
pector, who has charge of the in- 
spection work, informs me that at 
the present time over 160 acres are 
known to harbor the insect and the 
inspectors. continue to find other 
orchards infested. Knowledge of this 
large distribution is of paramount im- 
portance as it sheds light upon the 
lprobable age and origin of the in- 
festation as has been suggested. 

Though you may find that what 
I have just said is interesting, 1 am 
sure that you are more vitally con- 
cerned with the control of the pest 
than with its name, origin and habits. 
but you will certainly agree that con- 
trol measures are largely dependent 
upon this knowledge nevertheless. 
Had you known the insect you would 
have undoubtedly been less hasty in 
formulating your plan of action. 


FOUR YEARS EXPERIENCE. 


In discussing control I wish it un- 
derstood that I can speak only from 
my fairly short experience covering 
a period of only four years and that 
with the citrus mealy bug, though 
what may be said of it, will well 
apply to Baker's mealy bug. It is 
fortunate for you that you may have 
the costly experience of other 
growers in handling the problem here 
and really it is by no means a dis- 
couraging . one. 

You do not dread the black stale 
because you have been successfully 
controlling it for many years—you 
are sure of certain results when you 
start to fumigate and you lay your 
Plans with deliberation and wisdom. 
In Ventura, Los Angeles, San Diego 
and Orange counties the mealy bug 
is looked upon In much the same way. 
In fact, in Ventura county, the 
growers plan to contro] the black 
scale, knowing that as a rule, the 
mealy bug will be also sufficiently 
held in check. However, there are 
periods when almost any pest may 
deserve a special application to main- 
tain a correct balance. 

IMMEDIATE CONTROL URGED. 


Therefore I wish to discuss control 
under the two heads, immediately or 
urgent and permanent. 

IT am not at all surprised that upon 
Onding the mealy bug in a small 
definite area you sought at once to 
exterminate the pest, as every added 
factor to the cost of production 
should be guarded against. Had the 
area of infestation remained small 
you could well afford to continue the 
work of eradication. Fut even in a 
large district there may be times 
when small areas or whole orchards 
may become quite badly infested with 
Baker's mealy bue and in such cases 
a special fumigation or spraying, as 
the case may be, would not only be 
fully warranted, but necessary. 

PERMANENT CONTROL. 


The permanent control of this pest 
must be considered in the light of 
our knowledge of ita distribution, 
which is quite large, and also of its 
past history, of which little is yet 
known. It would be impractical and 
probably impossible to eradicate it 
for all time even at a tremendous 
cost. We know that ordinary fumiga- 
tien with an occasional extra one will 
keep an orchard tn good commercial 
condition and why not handle the 
situation as we are handling the many 
other sesle insects as black scale, red 
ecale, vellow scale, purple scale, where 
constant inspection is maintained and 
the fumigation done when the num- 
bers of the particular pest or pests 
warrant an application. Certainly this 
has worked out with the citrus mealy 
bug in Ventura county and I see no 
reason why you should be at all 
alarmed over the situation here. 

I must confess thet from all I have 
gained in talking with some of you 
men that you were thrown into a 
panic and acted before you knew any 
of the important facts which must 
always determine economic rationa! 
insect control. 

‘OTHER CONSIDERATIONS. 


Many other considerations are sure 


of the mealy bug by means of pick- 
ing boxes, pickers, wagons, etc., and 
the proper handling of the infested 
fruit. The fruit and most important 
work is to continue the inspection and 
learn the exact distribution and the 
relative seriousness of the pest in 
all orchards. Then if you feel it im- 
portant to guard against further dis- 
tribution, action can be taken to 
furmigate all picking boxes from the 
infested orchards as soon as the fruit 
is removed. The picking crews can 
also be organized so as to pick all 
clean or all infested orchards and 
thus relieve any anxiety upon the part 
of an orchardist who has none of the 
pest. 

But none of the last mentioned 
factors can be justly settled until the 
inspection work is finished and per- 
haps then there will be no need of 
even considering them. Infested fruit 
can be freed ram, the pest by 
dipping it for ten fteen minutes 
in a solution of denatured alcohol. 
This serves to readily kill eggs, young 
and adults at little cost and thus 
prevent its being carried to the pack- 
ing-house and to other orchards. 

In giving you this report I feel that 
my .services will be at an end so 
far as the immediate future is con- 
cerned. On January 30, a mealy bug 
convention will be held, when ex- 
perts will discuss from actual ex- 
pertence the control of the citrus 
mealy bug. As the situation develops 
new problems may arise and if I can 
be of service In any capacity, do not 
fall to call upon me. I greatly ap- 
preciate the assistance you have given 
me and especially wish to commend 
the efforts of your local inspector, 
Mr. Anderson, for his thorough know!l- 
edge of the situation which has made 
it possible to thoroughiy cover the 


ground in such aie short space of 
time.

The Fact and Comment man would 
direct the attention of every one 
who has the best interests of this 
city at heart to the comprehensive 
summing u,> of the West First-street 
boulevard pro. °t on the first part of 
Part VI of this issue. Of abso- 
lutely vital importance to the prop- 
erty owners of northwest Los Angeles 
and to the business men north of 
Fifth street, this great enterprise has 


a significant bearing on the future 


development of the entire city for if 
Los Angeles ls ever to awaken to the 
necessity for a sane and orderly plan 
of growth, it must be now. A few 
more years of straggling, haphazard 
progress such as has marked the trend 
of things in the past decade, and Los 
Angeles will be face to face with the 
mest hopeless trangle of traffic and 
transportation difficulties ever con- 
fronting an American municipality. 


The obvious first step in any seri- 
oUs attempt to save Los Angeles from 
such a fate, lies in the creation of a 
real crosstown traffic artery north of 
the present centers of congestion at 
the various Intersections of Seventh, 
Sixth, Fifth and Third streets with 
Broadway, Spring and. Main. The 
great boulevard authorized by the 
City Council along the route of First 
street from the west portal of the 
First-street tunnel to the western 
city limite meets the requirements for 
such a crosstown thoroughfare better 
than any other highway that could 
possibly be devised. If this fact could 
only be driven ho the whole city 
would be clamoring for the improve- 
ment that means so much to north- 
west and north Los Angeles. 

The article in Part VI contains the 
very information those who will be 
called upon to pay for the West First- 
street boulevard have been looking 
for. The people of the northwest 
have had a surfeit of technical dis- 
cussions of their great undertaking.

sound. The action of the outsiders 
is confirmation, indeed, and expert 
at that. 

e objectors in the district 
that will be directly benefited by the 
boulevard, it would appear that edu- 
Cation more than anything else is 
required in most instances. Valuable 
enlightenment ie contained tn the re- 
port of Btorrow and Bennett ani it is 
certain that all the thcughtful men 
and women lined up with the oppoal- 
tion will at least give the -boulevard 
project a second and careful consid- 
eration before definitely making up 
their minds for or against it. The 
Opposition of reasonable tndividuals 
ie mot the kind that is to be feared 
in any public improvement project, 
for.such persons, once they form 
their opinions, base them on convic- 
tions and, until they finally arrive at 
a decision, are open to argument. 
With such, too, it is possible to strike 
compromises when compromises of- 
fer the best possible solution of a 
perplexing situation. 


Lower Than Expected. 
The net cost per front foot of front- 

, both on First street itself and 
in the outlying territory that ma) 
reasonably be called upon to bear 
a share of the burden, is lower than 
anyone back of the boulevard proj- 
ect had expected. To many owning 


property on First street, the expens« 
of the boulevard will be summed up 
in a most advantageous trade or 
slices of frontage that may easily b« 
spared from deep lots or unsub- 
divided property for an improve- 
ment that will immediately double or 
quadruple the value of their hold- 
ings. Others, after letting the city 
utilize narrow strips of land. wil) be 
able to escape with assessments s0 
small as to be negligible when the 
advantages to be gained come into 
consideration. Both of the engineers 
quoted have been particularly careful! 
that their figures should provide for 
all contingencies, such as are wont to 
arise whenever condemnation pro- 
ceedings are inaugurated and have, 
according to their own statements, 
allowed twice the.damages through 
out their computations that might 
ordinarily be expected. 


As to “Fernineters.” 

In the boulevard agitation, as in 
every other movement for a public 
improvement, there have arisen a con- 
siderable number of professiona! 
kickers, fellows who are “ferninst” 
everything that some one else may 
be advocating. Unwilling of them- 
selves to do anything to advance the 
interests of their city or section, they 
may unfailingly be expected to be 
on hand to oppose any measure great 
or small that looks to such an end. 
In nine times out of ten this type is 
like the man who, owning a4 lot on 
which his assesement could not pos- 
sibly have exceeded $20 at the out- 
side, for over a year held up, almost 
alone and unaided, the Silver Lake 
Parkway project. 

A similar character has made him- 
self exceedingly numerous around the 
City Hall ever since the First-street 
boulevard project was broached. At 
every hearing this fellow has been 
on hand to objec He is, in fack an 
old-time objector, having been ween 
and heard in about every COunhcil 
meeting at which an improvement 
enterprise has come up in the past 
few years. Not very long ago, at a 
hearing on a certain phase of the 
boulevard project, this seasoned op- 
poser Was interrupted in the progress 
of an excited declamation of protest 
by one of the - long-suffering city 
fathers, who rather sarcastically chal- 
lenged his right to take up so much 
of the public's time in fighting an en- 
terprise in which he, at best, 
only an infinitesmal persona! interest. 
T'nebashed. the speaker pompously 
informed the Councilmen that he had 
“the whole of Belmont Hil!” solidly 
back of him and intimated that when 
he'd “show 


the proper time came 
‘em” whether he “represented any- 
body or not.” 


At that moment another speaker 
interrupted to let the Councilmen 
know that he held in his pocket pa- 
‘pers giving him the power of attor- 
ney to speak for a family owning 
thousands of feet on Belmont Hill 
alone and other thousands of feet in 
the adjacent area and that, speaking 
for this family, he was prepared to 
announce that practically all the land 
on Belmont Hill that might be re- 
quired for the boulevard would be 
given outright to the city, with dam- 
ages waived. That one biatant pro- 
testant hasn't been heard from since. 

Possibly such an account has no 
place in these comments, but the in- 
cident is cited to show the kind of 
opposition that must always be en- 
countered by those working for any 
public improvement. This First-street 
boulevard project should be settled 
one way or another strictly on its mer- 
its. If it can be put through along the 
lines originally decided upon, the en- 
tire city will be the gainer. If some 
compromise should turn out to be 
advisable it should be settled upon 
as soon as possible. Whatever is 
done, no time should be lost in fruit- 
less argument with babbling and irre- 
sponsible meddiers like the man just 
mentioned or with prejudiced out- 
siders with axes of their own to 
grind. The question of the boule- 
vard is one for those who will be 
directly affected by the improvement 
to decide and there is no apparent 
reason to believe that the decision 
already made ia likely to be reversed.

Riverside Business Men Hold Wordy 

Session Over Matter of Santa Fe 

Grant. 

RIVERSIDE, Jan. 17.—The highly 
ethical question as to whether fhe 
city would be breaking faith with the 
Santa Fe Railway Company by. re- 
fusing to declare vacated a portion 
of Olive street, over the road has 
been running its trains for twenty- 
seven years, when such yacation. once 
attempted, was found to be illegal, 
Was demated with feeling and elo- 
quence for three solid hours by the 
leading business men of the city this 
morning. So well presented were the 
arguments on both sides, that it 
seemed unwise to attempt securing. 
at the time, an expression in the way 
of a vote, and the whole matter was 
referred to the City Council. 

A new depot building, to replace 
the present inadequate structure. 
which does not comport with the city’s 
ideals and performance in architec- 
ture, hangs in the balance. A con- 
tract recently executed with the rail- 
Way company provides that a new 
depot shall be commenced in 1915. 
as consideration for the vacation of 
three blocks in Olive street, extending 
from Seventh to Tenth. 

In 1885, before the city had the 
power later conferred in the matter 
of vacating streets, an ordinance was 
adopted granting the Santa Fe the 
right it now secks to have perfected 
under contract. The question of i}- 
legality of the city’s act was later 
raised, and the company finaliv 
acknowledged that the attempted 
abondonment was void, and that, ac- 
cordingly, ite depot building was for 
the most part in a public street, as 
well as a large siice of its park and 
some other structures used in can- 
nection with the operation of the 
road. 

Opposition to the contract recent)y 
arranged by ex-Mayor Peters led to 
the appointing of committees from 
the Chamber of Commerce, Business 
Men's Association and Realty Board, 
for the purpose of conferring with a 
committee from the City Council, with 
a view to arriving at some settlement 
of the question. 

The Chamber of Commerce Com.- 
mittee today reported in favor of 
standing by the agreement, on the 
ground of moral obligation, while the 
other two civic committees held to 
the view that there was no obliga- 
tion on the part of a city to fulfill an 
illegal act, although the city later 
should have the power to act legally 
in the same matter. 

Ex-Mayor Peters appeared before 
the committees in support of the 
agreement, while ex-Mayor Evans 
argued against it. Some who oppose 
the contract favor the Council's pass- 
ing an ordinance granting the vaca- 
tion, and then leaving it to a referen- 
dum vote of the people for settie- 
ment.

The engineers declare that the cost 
of a 120-foot boulevard need be but 
littie in excess of that of a narrower 
roadway, owing to the fact that what- 
ever the width decided upor, some 
frontage will of necessity have to be 
taken, and to the added circumstance 
that most of the ground along the 
route of the proposed highway is 
either indifferently tmproved or un- 
ecceupled, giving smal! occasion for 
Gamages to buildings. To th's they 
add the argument that much of the 
iand is in deep lotsa facing on First 
street or in unsubdivided tracts, so 
that but few values would be mate- 
rially decreased in any section by the 
full cut necessary for the wider road- 
way. 

In determining damages, they an- 
mounce that the values used have 
been higher than those that have pre- 
vailed in any sales recently made in 
the various sections affected by the 
boulevard project. The maximum 
value used was $400 a foot and was 
in the block between Fremont and 
Beaudry avenues, where property is 
now freely offered at $200 a front 
foot, including improvements. The 
minimum value used was $60, which 
is more than double the price at 
which much First street frontage can 
now be purchased. The damages 
have been estimiated on the First 
street face of every property, corner 
lots nominally fronting on side streets 


being considered as fronting on First. | 
In estimating actual damages to 


particular pieces of property the en | 
gineers used a variation of a method 
prevailing in many cities and which 
is generally regarded as providing 
with large liberality for the interests 
of those from whom ground is to be 
secured. By the method in question 
the percentagé of damage is reckoned 
on the basis of the proportion of 
property sliced away, a unit of value 
being determined upon for each sec- 
tion. For the West First street com- 
putations the engineers, according 
to thelr own statements, allowed 
twice as great a percentage as is con- 
sidered standard in many important 
cities. 
WOULD SAVE MONEY. 

Bennett and Storrow have assumed 
that Lake Shore avenue will be 
bridged by a viaduct and have es- 
timated that $200,000 may be saved 
by that plan through the saving in 
the cost of excavations and in result- 
ing damages. They declare that such 
a viaduct will, if properly constructed, 
be ornamental rather than other- 
wise and that it will In no measure 
interfere with the usefulness of the 
boulevard. They state that it will 
eliminate what would in time become 
one of the most dangerous grade 
crossings in the city. 

The engineers compute the total 
award of damages from Figueroa 
street to the city limits at about 
$654,000. The approximate frontage 
of the street is 60,000 feet, or omit- 
ting croas streets, 45,000 feet. The 
engineers hold that 60 per cent. of 
the total damages, or $393,000, 
should be paid by the frontage on 
the street, the $261,000 remaining to 
be distributed over the district, which, 
if authorized as suggested by them, 
would contain tn excess of 1,000,000 
linear feet of street frontage. 

If the $393,000 charged against 
the astreet were distributed evenly 
over the 45,000 feet of frontage, the 
cost would amount to about $8.60 a 
front foot. Naturally some of the 
frontage would stand a much higher 
rate on account of advantageousness 
of situation or earning value, and 
other parts of the street would not 
get so high an assessment. 

The engineers urge, however, that 
a goodly share of the cost both of 
the widening an dthe improvement 
be borne by frontage on First street 
east of Hill street. They declare that 
the opening of the First-street tun- 
nel and the creation of the West 
First street boulevard will bring to 
first street between Hill and Los An- 
geles and to all the neighboring bust- 
ness frontage a volume of traffic that 
will tmmediately change the entire 
complexion of the northern business 


district, cause values and rents to 
soar. Hence they argue that the 
owners of the business district in 
question should pay generously for 
the improvements. 

They apportion $130,000 as the 
just share of t mage costs be 
berne bw the trict east of Bunker 
Hill, leaving $264,000 to be charged 
against the 45,000 feet of frontage 
west of Figueroa street. This would 
bring the average cost for damages 
per front foot west of the tunnel 
down to $5.87. The engineers have 
computed the assessments for various 
blocks in intricate detail, placing the 
heaviest burden on the frontage best 
able to bear it and tapering the cost 
off to the west. The tables are com- 
plicated and hence are not printed 
here. The excess of the damage 
award over the assessment where the 
excavations will be particularly heavy 
or where the lots are unusually shal- 
low is carefully noted throughout the 
entire extent of the street. 

‘In the assessment district iteelf the 
engineers find that the $261,000 
charged against the outlytnge street 
frontage for damages costs can be 
7 to an average of $.30 a front 
oot. 


IMPROVEMENT COST. 

In introducing the subject of the 
grading and paving of the street after 
the widening process has been carried 
out, the engineers says: ‘The com- 
mittee has recommended and your 
association has petitioned the Council 
to have the street built with a 
maximum 3 per cent. grade through- 
out ite entire length, this grade to 
be attained by slight cuts at various 
summits and by carrying the street 
across Lakeshore avenue and a por- 
tion of Silver Lake parkway on 
viaducts. The estimated cost of these 
two viaducts is based on the actual 
cost to the city of Los Angeles of 
similar structures within the last few 
years. The remaining figures are 
based on, but are higher than prices 
which the city of Los Angeles is pay- 
ing at the present time for similar 
work. The grading and paving have 
been fiaured to include all necessary 
work on side streets caused by the 
regrade of First street. The cost of 
opening and changing side streets to 
agree with the new grade and to 
furnish proper connections was also 
included in the condemnation esti- 
mate.” 

The total cost of the excavation, 
amounting to 150,000 cubic yards of 
earth, is given at $75,000. The two

HAMMERED DOWN THE WALLIS. 


The fight of the first day has no 
place in thig article. Early on the sec- 
ond day John Henry Upshur, a young 
midshipman, left the fleet_and made 
his way over the san@ to the battery of 
thirty-two-pounders. U, for Upshur, ts 
near the end of the alphabet, other- 
wise this particular midshipman, one 
in a hundred or more, might have 
Deen in the battle when it opened. He 
hed to take his-chance for glory im- 
pa —and according to the first 
letter of his surname—with the rest 
of his comrades in arms. 

“Crouch down,” yelled his ship- 
Mates at the cuns when they saw him 
coming. Shells were exploding in the 
air and on the ground. Nearly sixty- 
geven years after that morning and 
day of historic adventure, John Henry 
Upshur, now an admiral, was telling 
me his experiences at the Metropolitan 
Club in Washington. 

“T saw six dead sailors under a 
tree,” he said. “Such was my intro- 
duction to death on the battlefield. A 
short time afterward a man at thy 
own gun had the top of his head 
taken off. At noon. Mayo, a daring 
officer and a bon vivant, invited us to 
ae dinner of terrapin and rare sherry 
from the Island of Madeira. We gaat 
cross-legged upon the sand. ‘Look 
out,’ shouted his Maryland cook. We 
ducked as a shell blew up over our 
heads. A piece of iron weighing ten 
pounds buried itself In the earth at 
our sides. 

“The ships and the batteries ham- 
mered a breach fifty feet wide in the 
wall of the Mexican fort and put 
many of the guns in the bastions out 
of commission. Our sailors fired 1300 


- pounds in the two days of fighting.

Vera Cruz surrendered. We captured 
6000 prisoners and 400 cannon, with 
a loss of only sixty-seven men killed 
or wounded. 

“Then Scott marched on to Mexico 
City, over mountains and through 
narrow and defended passes. It was 
brilliant campaign. History has 
mever given the army a full measure 
of credit for what was done or for 
was endured. I! 
saw the Palmetto Regiment of South 
Carolina in the trenches of Vera Cruz. 
It contained 1300 men, only 200 of 
whom lived to return to the United 
States. Many of them were rich 
planters. One of the company cooks 
was worth $300,000.” 


HOW TO LIVE TO BE NINETY. 


While the life of Admiral Upshur 
has been filled with strange and sen- 
gational events and hazards, he is 
more interesting and uncommon now 
than at any time during his remark- 
able history. Think of a man and a 
lively man at that—as lively, pos- 
sibly, as yourself, though you may be 
mo more than 30 years of age—who 
has lived. and. one can say, danced, 
through the administrations of all the 
Presidents, of this nation except those 


of Washington, John Adams, Jeffer- ! 


gon and Madison. 

James Monroe was in office when 
he was born and Andrew Jackson was 
a Senator from Tennessee. He was 7 
years old when Webster replied to 
Hayne, and was 9 years old when 
IAncoin took part in the Blackhawk 
Wer as a private.

“Moderation, of course, is a guid- 
ing principle in the lives of all intel- 
ligent persons,” Admiral Upshur an- 
swered. “It is not respectable to be 
immoderate. Nor safe. I was so in- 
structed seventy-two years ago when 
IT entered the navy. Able Parker 
Upshur and George Parker Upshur 
were brothers of my mother. 

KILLED ON THE PRINCETON. 


“Able Upshur was Secretary of the 


1843 succeeded Daniel Webster as Sec- 
retary of State. The following year 
he was killed on the steamer Prince- 
ton by the explosion of a_ tlarge 
wrought-iron gun which was being 
tested in the sight of President Tyler 
and several of hie Cabinet. 

“George Parker Upshur, my second 
uncle, was my hero and my pattern. 
He was a naval officer. My brother 
and myself became his adopted sons 
at the death of our father, whose 
name was Nottingham. The Upeshvures 
wanted their own name handed down. 
I was only a child and didn’t care 
what I was called. So I have been an 
Upshur all my life, instead of a Not- 
tingham. 

“George Upshur got me into the 
navy while Able Upshur was in the 
Cabinet. In those days cadets went 
to sea for five yeers and then to the 
academy at Annapolis, which had just 
been established, for a classical and 
theoretical training as officers. Be- 
fore 1 sailed in my first ship for a 
cruise in Mediterranean waters George 
Upshur made me promise that I 
wouldn't drink anything that con- 
tained aicohol. ‘Leave rum, wh 
brandy, and wine elone, he said. 

“I stuck then and later to the 
pledge I gave at that time. It was a 
common thing for my shipmates to 
say. after a frolic ashore, that they 
became as exhiliarated ‘as Upshur 
after his third cup of tea." George Up- 
shur also ordered me to write him 
regularly in Spanish. ‘I will not an- 
swer your letters,’ he continued, ‘if 
they are in English.’ So I boned in 
Spanish, and as there were 200 boys 
in my class I studied hard in order 
to improve my rank when I got into 
active service. 

“Then, too, I have always been ra- 
tional about eating. I have tried to 
be cheerful. If I ever needed a 
friend, I looked for him and found 
him among my associates. I love the 
navy and I love the flag and I fee! ex- 
cellently in all ways, though I shall 
cut the moorings in a few years at 
most and drift over the bar, but that 
isn’t worrying me either.” 


DOCTRINES THAT DO NOT PAY. 

“At your age,’ I said, “are you 
bold enough to claim that the world 
is better than ' used to be?” 

“Measuring the world by myself,” 
Admiral Upshur laughingly replied, 
“t should say that it is worse. Using 
the people I know and read about as 
a measure, I should say that the 
world is improving very*fast. I am 
an optimist. Pessimism I discovered 
long ago, doesn’t pay. Man should 
receive some compensation Yor his 
beliefs. A pessimist in the very na- 
ture of tRNings must be unhappy. His 
doctrines cause him a loss. My doc- 
‘trines bring me gain. When doc- 
[trines are free, why choose those 
which entail forebodings and dis- 
tress?” 

“George Upshur,” I said, “died at 
sea?” 

“Yes; on the sloop Levant,’ which 
he commanded. The brilitant, but 
unfortunate Alexander Slidell Mac- 
kenzie, was his intimate friend. The 
Slidells were important people. One 
of them was a Senator and figured in 
history. Alexander, to whom I re- 
ferred, was a Slidell, but he took his 
mother’s maiden name to please her 
brother. Therefore he was known 
as Alexander Slidell Mackenzie. He 
wrote a good many biographies and 
essays. Washington Irving said his 
descriptive volume on Spain was quite 
the fashionable book of the day in 
Great Britain and on the continent. 

“While captain of the United States 
steamer Somers in 1842, and off the 
African coast—I was in the navy my- 
self at that time—Mackenzie discov- 
ered a mutinous plot among the ap- 
prentices. The instigators of the 
mutiny were arrested and a council 


cipal leaders should be executed. One 
of the young men hanged from the 
yard-arm was the son of John C. 
Spencer, then Secretary of War in 
Tyler’s Cabinet. Two subsequent 
naval courts approved of the execu- 
tion, but the controversy which fol- 
lowed embittered the rest of Mac- 
kenzie's, life.” 


WENT TO JAPAN WITH PERRY. 

“What happened to you,”’ I asked, 
“when you returned from Vera 
Cruz?” 

“I entered the Annapolis Academy, 
graduating with the second class of 
that now ancient institution. I saw 
service in various waters and was on 
duty along the coast of Africa in an 
attempt to suppress the trade in slaves 
My ship chased and Captured a siaver. 
but for the most part our time wes 
spent in cruising and watching. Pre- 
vious to that I had followed Commo- 
dore Matthew Calbraith Perry to 
Japan. He went there to obtain pro- 
tection for American shipwrecked 
sailors, to open certain ports to

“Japan then was a closed country, 
Perry's sailing charts were purchased 
in Holland for $80,000. He inter- 
viewed captains of whaling vessels in 
New York, Boston and Bedford. 
Thus equipped with tnformation he 
salied in the Susquehanna, a new 
ship of modern type, accompanied by 
three war vessels. 

“I left New York in the Supp! 
which carried 300 tons of coal, "ken 
barrels of lubricating oil, 150 tons of 
gratebars, six cannons and a supply 
of ammunition for Perry's fleet. The 
Supply was a small ship and was 
laden twenty inches below the load 
water line. Our captain hoped that 
he would beat Perry to Japan. 

“We sailed straight for the Cape 
of Good Hope, passing 150 miles to 
the south and encountering all the 
winds that ever blew before or have 
blown since. It was midwinter and 
for three weeks we saw nothing but 
the sea beneath, the sky above being 
shut from view by rain, sleet and 
fog. Water poured over the deck 
waist deep. We feared the ship 
would founder every minute. My ex- 
periences as a watch officer cannot 
be described. To make my own mat- 
ters worse, a wave knocked me down 
and dislocated my arm. That arm 
slipped out 3 Place eight times af- 
—— in different parts of the 
world. 


SCARED THE JAPANESE. 
“Perry's ships were the first to en- 
ter Japanese waters under steam. 
When the natives saw smoke pouring 
from the funnels they thought the 
devil was coming to town. I had no 
relations with Perry directly. Once. 
however, he sent another young offi- 
eer and myself a message. ‘If I hear 
from you again,’ he said, ‘I'll detach 
both of you and send you home.’ 
We had written him a letter com.- 
plaining that one of our juniors had 
been given command of a small boat 
that was being used by the fleet. The 
protest would have been made even 
if the boat had been a mudscow. Rut 
when we heard from the commander 
we concluded to bring our corre- 
epondence to a close. 

“T was an instructor at the Naval 
Academy at the beginning of the Civil 
‘Var. Letters had been coming to 
me for a year saying that the South 
meant to establish a government of 
‘ts own. My relatives were sure, they 
wrote, that I wouldn't fight my fam- 
ly. I could be an admiral, so they 
believed. without fall. I ftenored all 
the letters but one, and in my an- 
ever said that the Stars and Stripes 
nad been tattooed into my arm and 
that I purposed to stand or fall with 
my country, which had educated me 
and trusted me. My relatives after 
that wouldn't speak to me when we 
met on the street. Nor did I return 
to Eastern Virginia until twenty years 
after the close of the war. 

“I was on blockade duty along the 
Atlantic Coast much of the time be- 
tween the firing on Ft. Sumter and 
Tee's surrender at Appomattox, being 
eaptain first of the Flambeau and 
tnen of the Frolic. I kept my clothes 
on at night for months at a stretch, 
‘watching that cotton didn’t go out 
that food and ammunition Aldn’t 
go in. 


“Joseph Fry of Loutsiana had 
served with me in Japan. He re- 
sired from the navy and cast his 
fortunes with the South. I saw him 
at 7 o'clock one morning in a ship 
which he called the Agnes T. Fry, in 
honor of his wife. He had 700 bales 
of cotton and cotton then was worth 
£1.60 a pound. 

“I started in pursuit at once. When 
“ry cleaned his grate-bars I would 
goin; when I cleaned my grate-bars, 
Fry would gain. We burned several! 
tons of pork and rosin, but the race 
was even all day..Nor had I a gun 
that would reach him. At & o'clock 
that night I lost him in the darkness. 
“After the war Fry lived tn Albanv. 
N. ¥. In 1873 he commanded the fili- 
hustering steamer Virginius. was 
captured by a Spanish warship and 
taken to Santiago, where the Cuban 
authorities shot him and thirty. six 
members of his crew as pirates. Fry 
was placed with his back toward the 
fu'ng squad. He turned around, how- 
ever, and died facine his executioners. 

“My most exciting adventure,” Ad- 
riral Upshur centinued, “was with 
Ben Butler's powder ship. Some cone 
told Futier that the blowing up of 
e ship loaded with powder near the 
forts at Wilmington would probabliv 
throw down most of the guns and 
shake the walls. 

“Our fleet was twelve miles off 
shore, but blockading vessels were 
cruising back and forth closer tn.

who live in the Beaumont Valley, for 
high up on it’s furrowed, barren side 
is the unmistakable imprint of a' 
horseshoe, and it points directly to 
the valley. 
ALTITUDE. 

The distinguishing characteristic of 
the Beaumont Valley—that which 
makes it different from other places 
in the south—is its altitude. This re- 
fiects an influence upon climate. The 
atmospheric pressure is at least one 
pound less per square inch than at 
sea level. That is why people with 
asthmatical complaints find great re- 
ilef here. There are a number of per- 
sons residing in Beaumont declaring 
that it is the only place where they 
have been able to live comfortably. 
From a scientific standpoint, a local 
physician has explained that asthma 
is essentially a nervous complaint, 
and a heavy atmosphereic pressure 
tends to aggravate the bronchial 
nerves, thus causing the patient af- 
flicted with the trouble great distress. 
In the higher altitudes imumediate re- 
lief is not only afforded, but perma- 
nent cures are quite often effected. 
This has been the case with many 
people residing in Beaumont. The 
town has, in fact, become quite popu- 
lar as a resort for asthmatical inva- 
lids, and its atmospheric virtues in 
this direction are a pronounced as- 
set. 

Lying, as it does, between the great 
mountain ranges, Beaumont re- 
ceives a continual circulation of pure 
air, winter and summer, which tem- 
pers the summer heat and modifies 
the winter cold, producing climatic 
conditions exceptionally ideal for the 
culture of the apple. 

The apple, though it flourishes in 
many places in Southern California, 
has a sensitive temperament and will, 
{ indulged with certain kinds of soil, 
atmospheric conditions and sufficient 
water, demonstrate to the producer 
that it will grow better in some lo- 
calities than others. Farmers fortu- 
nate enough to have discovered these 
conditions and to have planted their 
trees in such an environment subse- 
quently discover a, pleasing fatten- 
ing of the pocket book. 

THE APPLE TRADE. 


When it comes to apples, we are 
dealing with the king of fruits in 
America. It is the most abundantly 
produced and most widely consumed 
product of all our fruit orchards. It 
is also a very profitable industry. 
There are apple orchards in this 
country which have sold as high as 
$3000 per acre; but, then again, there 
are many which are not worth that 
many cents per acre. There are ap- 
ple orchards returning a 10 per cent. 
net, interest to their owners on 4 
valuation of $5000 per acre, and there 
are some that don’t pay a cent on 
any valuation and which run_ the 
grower in the “hole,” as the discour- 
aged farmer terms it. 

These effects all germinate out of 
specific ciuses, and we will here en- 
deavor to make a little expose of 
them. 


If the buyer purchases a certain 
kind of apple in the market under the 
name of a certain brand and discov- 
ers upon, using the fruit, that it ls 
a pulpy, mushy texture, watery and 
of a fat flavor, he is usually going 
to, forever after, “sidetrack” that 
brand, pay a few cents more per box 
for another brand of better quality 
and call the latter the cheapest. Then 
there is the consumer who always is 
looking for the best, irrespective of 
cost. He is willing to pay any fair 
price to get the best. 

In the apple trade these classes of 
consumers form the bulk of the buy- 
ing public. They represent the sta- 


bilized demand for quality fruit. 
There is one other kind of a con- 
sumer who does not care much about 
quality. He is the unprincipled spec- 
ulator, who comes and goes where he 
can gamble best—a very uncertain 
quantity. 

Although apples are extensively 
raised, there has never been an over- 
supply of real good fruit in any mar- 
ket at any time in this country. Good 
apples always find a ready sale. Poor 
apples may or may not eell. 


GOOD APPLES. 


The most essential qualifications of 
an eating apple are its crispness, 
flavor and pleasing color. Any man 
who has ever grown an apple will 
readily admit that no amount of 
human care or endeavor will afford 
much success in the production of a 
crisp, snappy apple. This can only 
be produced in certain regions, in the 
higher altitudes. Our best apples 
grow in the high mountains. Some 
orchards are located as high as 7000 
feet above sea level. But the difficulty 
of raising apples in the mountains is 
experienced in getting them to the 
market from the ranch. The ideal 
place for the production of a crisp 
apple is therefore a locality well ele- 
vated, but also affording a means of 
easy transportation to market—this is 
Beaumont. 

As for the selection of colors_and 
flavors, the grower depends upon the 
stand@rd varieties. The Beaumont 
growers are partial to the Rome 
Beauty, Winesap, Jonathan, King 
David, Delicious, Winter Banana, 
Gravenstein, Rhode Island Greening 
and Beittenheimer. These ripen at 
several different periods during the 
year and all keep well if properly 
eared for after picking. 


SOIL AND WATER. 


Of course the apple tree requires 
a good soil and sufficient irrigation. 
That these conditions are supplied in 
the Beaumont district is conspicuous- 
ly evident -in the splendid growth 
which the trees already there have 
made. One is surprised to find, prac- 
tically speaking, no disease on the 
apple trees nor worms in the fruit. 
After paring numerous specimens of 
fruit, selected promiscuously from 
many different ranches in the dis- 
trict, the writer has yet to find a worm 
in the Beaumont apple. 

Regarding ‘1e water conditions, it 
would seem that an abundant supply 
is now provided, and untold quanti- 
ties yet remain to be developed. Wells 
have been sunk in various parts of 
the district and water has been ob- 
tained at depths between twelve and 
100 feet. Nearly 280 miner's inches 
are obtained in two canyons north of 
Beaumont, which is distributed by 
one company to over 2000 acres. This 
company contemplates further de- 
veloping their water assets, and assert 
that sufficient water can be obtained 
by them to adequately irrigate 4000 
acres In the Beaumont district. 

PROFTTS. 


As for the returns derived for ap- 
ples produced in this district, many of 
the producers receive $1 net per 
packed box of forty-five pounds, 
while others receive as hich as $1.60 
and even $2 a box for their “extra 
fancy” grades. One man has cleared 
$160 per acre on five-year-old trees, 
while $100 net per acre for this age 
trees is quite an average return. Ag 
there are only a few trees in the dis- 
trict which are over five years of 
age, it may be reasonably expected 
that as these orchards come into ful) 
bearing, a few years hence, some very 
exceptional returns will be made. 

The oldest orchard in the locality 
is the Highland Home ranch, on 


which there are trees twenty-two 
years of age. These are returning

OTHER FRUITS. 

Next tn agricultural importance in 
the Beaumont district are cherries, 
and one never ate a finer Black Tar- 
tarian or Royal Anne cherry than 
those grown here. Between five and 
six hundred acres are planted in 
cherries. Most of the trees are young 
and have hardly come into bearing, 
but the indications are for a very 
large industry being established. 

About 600 acres of the district are 
planted in peaches, pears, apricots, 
pluma, prunes, nectarines, grapes and 
olives. 

It would seem that the possibili- 
ties for an extensive olive industry 
here are not fully realized. The 
olive, Hke the apple, requires a very 
particular environment. There 
many specimen trees in the JJistrict 
and one ten-acre orchard. The trees 
are exceptionally prolific bearers and 
ere remarkably free from black-ecale. 
The dry climate of the pass exter- 
minates this troublesome pest, which 
ie not only a source of poor crops, 


but a direct financial loss to the 
farmer in fighting it. Olives have 
become a very pfrofitable crop. re- 


cently, and the demand for the pick- 
ling olives its increasing much fast- 
er than the supply. The Mission 
and Manzanillo varieties are the best 
suited for this district. 


POULTRY. 


The best testimonial which can be 
given in evidence that this is also a 
fine locality for the raising of poul- 
try ft that one man here is realizing 
$4 per day, net profit, from 400 
hens; and $1 net per hen per year 
is the average return of nearly al) 
the poultrymen, with a number of 
the most successful realizing $1.25 
per hen. There is a poultry associa- 
tion in the district which has been 
recently organized and which prom- 
ises to be a great economic factor 
for its members. The association 
purchases feed in large quantities at 
the cheapest wholesale rates and 
then distributes it to the individual 
members at cest. It holds regular 
meetings, where discussions and ideas 
ere exchanged for the purpose of 
developing the best methods of car- 
ing for the fowls. Turkeys grow 
rapidly, while ducks, geese and 
chickens sing, crow or quack with 
all the vigor of healthy constitu- 
tions. 

THE TOWN. 


Reaumont is eighty-one miles east 
of Los Angeles, in Riverside county, 
and on the “Sunset Route” of the 
Southern Pacific. The railroad fare 
from Los Angeles is $2.45 one way. 

The town is well provided with a 
number of stores and nearly all 
commodities are sold at about the 
same prices as they command in Los 
Angeles. There are two weekly 
newspapers and two hotels affording 
good accommodations at reasonable 
rates. 

There is a privately-owned do- 
mestic water system, supplying the 


town with an abundance of water 
from thé mountain canyons at a 
constant, high pressure.

Less than five years ago there was 
one school building with three teach- 
ers at Beaumont. Today the town 
boasts of three schools and “nine 
teachers. Four years ago a high 
school was organized with two teach- 
ers and eleven students. This insti!- 
tution now has a faculty of four 
teachers and over forty students en- 
rolled. The High School plant con- 
sists of an $18,000 frame bullding 
and four and a half acres of ground 
surrounding it. The building has a 
large auditorium, where graduation 
exercises and entertainments are 
heid. There is a school library of 
200 volumes. The grounds about 
the structure are laid out In a tasty 
landscape garden. 

Among the social conveniences are 
three churches, comprising the Pres- 
byterian, the United Presbyterian 
and Catholic. The Presbyterian 
Church has a membership of eighty 
adherents, who are shortly to erect! 
a $5000 house of worship in Beau- 
mont. The United Presbyterian 
Church has a congregation number- 
ing 107 and a church bullding valued 
at $3000. 

There is a small but well-equipped 
sanatorium in the town, where pa- 
tients desiring the “rest cure” may 
obtain medical attention and abso- 
lute quiet. This institution is also 
equipped to handle emergency cases 
and has the patronage of several of 
the leading physicians, 

There is a public library and 
reading-room. Here may be found 
ec large number of books on science, 
history and fiction, together with 
prominent reference works and a 
big file of some of the principal cur- 
rent magazines and newspapers. A 
teautiful $10,000 library building is 
to be constructed shortly, the plans 
for the same having already been 
prepared.

Six miles south of Beaumont, buried 
in the foothills of the San Jacinto 
Mountains, is a resort which is be- 
coming very popular as a summer re- 
treat for the people of the Imperial 
Valley and also for invalids suffering 
with rheumatism and allied com- 
plaints. This the Eden Hot 
Springs. 

There are in the neighborhood of 
thirty hot springs which range in tem- 
perature from 48 to 112 deg. Fahren- 
heit. They contain sulphur iron, ar- 
senic, lithia, magnésia and 
There are pools for swimming, mud 


baths, showers, tub baths and the 
complete equipment customarily 
found in h resorts. 


Facilities are provided for camp-< 
ing, or cottages may be rented by 
visitors at nominal rates. There is @ 
large pavilion with a plano and an 
athletic park for various outdeor 
games. 

Starting from the hot springs are 
a number of mountain trails which 
lead to features of interest In the 
vicinity. Doves, quail and rabbits 
abound for the huntsman. There are 
also a number of.side trips which 
can be made from the camp by aute- 
mobile over very fine roads. 

From Beaumont to Eden Springs 
are two good roads leading through 
a picturesque part of the mountaina, 
The Lamb Canyon route is a very, 
good one for an automobile. There 
is a regular stage sent out from the 
springs, arriving at Beaumont several 
times a week. This conveys visitors 


to the resort. 

Summer resorts at Relief

BUSINESS OPPORTUNITIES. 


Besides the general opportunities 
Which the Beaumont district affords 
for settlement, as in the various agri- 
cultural pursuits, there are severa) 
specific enterprises which are partic- 
wlarly needed by the community and 
which it is believed would pay an 
fmvestor well to establish. 

An ice plant is required by the 
town and there is unquestionably a 
fine opening here for such a business. 
In the summer there are considerable 
Guantities of ice consumed and all of 
it has to be shipped in from distant 
towns at a considerable expense. A 
local plant would secure the patron- 
age of the entire community. 

There is soon to be an abundant 

ntity of deciduous fruit raised in 

district, which would provide a 
constant supply for a cannery. Sev- 
eral of the local men are interested 
fm establishing such a plant, but they

Idieness in New York State. 
A special bulletin issued by Com- 
missioner of Labor Lynch of the State 
of New York, shows that the percent- 
age of idleness in the labor unions of 
the State for the year ended Septem- 
ber 30, 1913, was greater than for 
any corresponding year since 1894, 
with the single exception of 1908. 
The unions of the State represent 
over 620,000 wage earners. Out of the 
627,904 workers the number re- 
ported idle in the year was 101,149, 
a percentage of 16.1. 

“When the causes of the reported 
idieness are examined,” says Com- 
missioner Lynch, “it clearly appears

Navy Yard Wages Increased. 

The Navy Department's 1914 scale 
of wages for navy yard employees is 
announced. 

Increases are granted at the Brook- 
lyn yard to shipsmiths’ helpers, die 
sinkers, electricians, drop forgers, gal- 
vanizers, moulders, packers, painters, 
house plumbers and switchmen. The 
increase is about $12,500 a year and 
will benefit about 200 men. 

At the Philadelphia yard 260 work- 
ers will receive $13,000 a year addi. 
tional pay. They are helpers, labor- 
ers, stable-keepers, tenders, acetylene 
operators, house carpenters, copper- 
smiths, coremakers and mechanics, 
moulders, pattern makers, pipe sever. 
ers, pipe fitters and _  electroplaters 
Elehteen riggers and sailmakers will 
suffer a decrease of $450 a year.

Tubercu- 
losis mortality in the factories, official- 
ly reported, ts eight in 1000, and that 
in the factory, girls who have gone 
home, is thirty in 1000.” 


Bars All Workingmen. 

[The Square Deal:] An order-in- 
council, issued by the British Colum- 
bian government, prohibits until 
March 31 the entry to the province of 
all artisians and laborers. 

The cause fs the congested condi- 
tlon of labor on the Pacific Coast. The 
question was brought about, however, 
by the East Indian question arising 
out of the judgment of Chief Justice 
Hunter of British Columbia, which de- 
clared in effect that the restrictions 
by the government with respect to im- 
migration of this class were not con- 
stitutionally operative. 

The government realized the situa- 
tion and decided to avail itself of the 
law, which gives wide powers in ex- 
cluding immigrants,

AST May a law became operative in Utah establishing a minimum wage 
for women at 90 cents and for minor girls at 75 cents for a nine-hour 
y. The result is said to be thus far that the minimum has become the 
maximum, and the only persons benefited are housewives, who are enabled 
to obtain as domestic servants girls who formerly worked in factories. This 
was not the purpose of those who framed and pushed the minimum wage 
law. They were unmindful of the saying of Machiavelli: “Let no man begin an 
innovation in a state and expect that he shall stop it at his pleasure, or regu- 
late it according to his intention.” An illustration of the truth of Machia- 
velli's words is fouhd in Australia where the working bakerg have had their 
minimum wages fixed by law. The public are now demanding that the state 
fix the maximum price which can be charged for bread. Commenting on 
demand of the Australian public an American expert on economics, Dr. 
says: “Of this policy of government control of industry it can 
without prejudice to the question of its advisability or inadvisability, that 
fame, it increases as it goes.” 

A minimum wage law is a leading fad of Roosevelt's, and is therefore 
part of Progressive gospel. The conclusion of James Boyle on the subject 
that “when the minimum is put low by law there is a good percentage 
above that minimum, but that when a fairly high wage is fixed as the 
minimum the rule is for it to become the maximum.” The general and 
creasing tendency in Australia is for the minimum to become the maximum. 

“An important phase of the problem,” says James Boyle, “is that some 
of the most prominent advocates of a legal minimum wage concede that to 
secure effective results there would have to be restrictions placed upon the 
present enormous immigration of work people—both men and women—whose 
standard of living is considerably below that prevailing in the United States; 
and there are those who claim that the exigency—as declared by its advo- 
cates—for a legal minimum wage largely arises from the tremendous influx 
of this kind of immigration.” 

Fix the minimum wage of mechanics in the building trades—masons, 
carpenters, plumbers, painters and plasterers—at say $2.50 for an eight-hour 
day, and the number of these craftsmen in Great Britain and Belgium and 
Germany, who are receiving but $1.25 for a ten-hour day, who would make « 
break for the United States would be limited only by the ability of the im- 
migrant to raise the passage money to bring them here. Fix the minimum 
wages of a farm hand at $20 a month and board, and no limit to the number 
of hours he should work each day, and the Italians and Portuguese and Polee 
who work in their own countries for $8 a anonth would, if it were possibile, 
swim the Atlantic Ocean to get here.

TUCSON (Ariz.) Jan., 16.—The old 
Saginaw mine in the Tucson Moun- 
tains, nine miles southeast of this 
city, has been bonded from Albert 
Steinfeld by the Calumet & Arizona 
Company, which will prospect with 
drills. Twenty claims, more or less 
developed by incline shafts, are in- 
cluded in the deal. One of these 
shafts is 380 feet deep and ends in 
good copper ore. Steinfeld secured 
the property a few years ago at a 
Sheriff's sale.

INSPIRATION MILD. 
MIAMI'S PRODUCT. 

GLOBE (Ariz.) Jan. 16.—The 600- 
ton test mill of the Inspiration Con- 
solidated Copper Company is now 
actually in operation, though only 
waste has thus far been put through. 
the purpose being to regulate the ma- 


chinery. Actual production will be 
started within a few days. Under- 
ground the Inspiration advanced its 
workings during December 4200 feet, 
a much greater progress than during 
any previous month. 

During 1913 the Miami company 
treated 1,050,000 tons of ore, from 
which it realized 32,750,000 pounds 
from copper, a record varying little 
from that of the preceding year. The 
average cost for the year was in- 
pereased from 9% cents to more than 
10 cents, largely owing to a cave-in 
which occurred in May, adding to 
expense and reducing production. 

Changes are in prospect to in- 
crease the capacity of the mill to 
4200 tons a day, compared with the 
present maximum of 3200 tons, and 
for Handling the tallings to better 
advantage. The average extraction 
for the year has been around 70 per 
cent. Consulting Engineer J. P. Chan- 
ning has estimated that the mine 
has over 20,000,000 tons of ore re- 
serve, avesaging 2.48 per cent. cop- 
per, and in addition it is estimated 
that the mine has about 23,000,00 
tons averaging somewhat below 2 per 
cent., but still available for profitable 
reduction. 

At the Old Dominion the total 
copper production for the year was 
around 30,000,000 pounds, in- 
crease of 3,000,000 over the 1912 rec- 
ord. The year has been one of nota- 
ble progress at the mine and of large 
surface improvements, both at the 
shaft heads and at the smelter.

FIELDS REVEAL MARKED IN- 
CREASE IN ACTIVITY. 


Records for WNincteen-thirteen 
Show Big Increase in Number of 
+ Wells Completed and New Produc- 
tion, but New Pools Are Scarce. 
Banner Year of the Industry. 


A great increase in the activity in 
the eastern oi! fields last year, as a 
result of the higher prices for oil, 
is revealed in statistics lately com- 


wells were completed in 1913 than 
in 1912, and new oil production 
brought in last year was 150,000 bar- 
rels greater than the year before. 

Over 25,000 wells were completed 
laet year in the oil and gas fields 
of New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
Sinia, Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, Iilt- 
nois, Kansas, Oklahoma. Texas and 
Douisiana. The new oil production as 
a result of the bringing in of these 
wells amounted to over 750,000 bar- 
rels. The principal increases occurred 
in Oklahoma and Kansas. 

In detailing the reasons for the 
increase in activity in the 
Bast the Oil City Derrick says: 

“The one cause for the enormous 
amount of work in the oil regions 


ner year of the industry, was the 
higher price for crude. Better prices 
prevailed in every field, and sharp 
advances during the first few months 
of the year started every preducer 
in search of new territory or to drill 
locations on old leases. 

“As a rule the wildcat operations 
resuited in losses. With the exception 
of the opening of a few fields in 
Oklahoma, nothing new was found in 
all the wide extent of territory which 
was hunted over. Illinois was the 
most promising State east of the 
Mississippi at the beginning of the 
year, where the wildcat operator 
might hope to open something new.

“West Virginia also gave promise 
of another Blue Creek field in the 
southeastern portion, but it has not 
been found yet. Oklahoma producers 
were more fortunate and twelve 
small pools and extensions of old 
ones rewarded their efforts. Nearly 
ali of these were marked by large 
producers in some sections, though as 
a rule the area of rich territory was 
limited. Kansas operators also found 
two new pools. 

“Active work in the Texas Pan- 
handie resulted in a few extensions 
to the old territory, and possible new 
fields at Fowtkes and Moran, in 
Shackleford county.

SEVERAD GASOLINE-FROM-GAS 
PLANTS PROJECTED. 


Gallons a Day—Has Doubled in a 


Year—Union Is Enlarging Big 
Piant at Santa Maria. 


The manufacture of gasoline from 
gas in compressor plants, considered 
one of the most profitable industries 
connected with the oll business, con- 
tinues to show progress. Several new 
plants or increases in the capacity of 
old ones are being effected or planned, 
and the output of the plants which 
have been in operation for some time 
continues well maintained in most 
cases, 

The Union Of! Company just recent- 
ly finished enlarging its plant in Santa 
Maria field, and it is now producing 
about 3000 gallons of gasoline per day. 
This has contributed to causing the 
increase in the total output of the 
State, which now averages over 17,000 
galions a day, as compared with about 
half that quantity a little over a year 
ago. , 

At present the Pinal-Dome Ol] Com- 
pany in Santa Maria field is putting 
In two new eighty-horse-power Besse- 
mer engines at its plant. The Union 
is installing another unit in its pliant 
in the same field. The Standard will 
probably install a plant on the Emery 
lease in Coyote Hills, and the Monte- 
bello is getting ready to put in a plant 
on its property in Ventura county.

The yellowish coloring matter in the 
other samples is due to the presence 
of hydrous iron peroxide (limonite.) 
Aluminum silicate in the mass, a@p- 
proximately 7 per cent. lime sulphate 
and trace of phosphoric acid.

Hematite Present. 

RIVERSIDE, Dec. 27.—Q.: Matter 
from which former floated particles 
were taken is in samples herewith sub- 
mitted. The material rests on a bed 
of crystallized lime rock, which carries 
about.3 per cent. magnesium.

block—start a bank!” 

The speaker, a small, bald-headed 
@en with bright blue eyes, had thus 
interrupted my inquiry about pros- 
pects on my arrival in the new camp. 

“He's dippy.” explained the hotel 
man later. “He was picked up out in 
the desert by a party of prospectors 
last summer on the back of a burro, 
more dead than alive. Didn’t get out 
of the hospital until two months ago. 
it must have been a tefrible ex peri- 
ence. He was delirious for weeks, 
and thought the world was on fire; 
that the hospital bed was com posed 
of live coals, and imagined he saw 
fiery flames in the air. He kept shout- 
ing for his pal and the nurses had to 
hold him in bed. After he regained 
comsciousness he told incoherent 
stories about finding a trench of gold; 
how he and a companion had started 
across Death Valley with two sacks 
of nuggets and became separated and

IMPRESSED BY STORY. 


Dill’'s story impressed me after 
further acquaintance. He had re- 
gained his mental faculties and 
memory to a certain extent, end 
showed more refinement than the 
average camp loafer. He had met a 

tor at Barstow, he said, who 
had a similar experience to that 
which they subsequently encountered. 
The prospector and a companion were 
the origina! discoverers of the trench 
of gold. On their way out, the pros- 
pector’s friend had alied from heat 
and thirst and the prospector had b« 
rescued by teamsters. He and Dill 
had returned, started out with two 
sacks of nuggets and became separ- 
ated.

“What about finding the place 
again?” I asked Dill after repeated 
interviews. 

“No trouble about finding it,” he 
explained. “It is just across Death 
Valley. But getting to it and getting 
out with the gold is the problem. It 
can be reached only in summer. The 
trench lies under the cliffs on the 
Death Valley slope of the Funeral 
Mountains. The waters of a salt lake 
bar the approach at the foot of the 
range throughout the winter and 
spring. But the water dries up in the 
summer, at which tim@ you can cross 
the bed of the lake, which is tovered 
with alkali marshes, salt-sinks and 
bers of sand. Then the climb up the 
mountains to the trench of gold re- 
quires nearly a day.” 

“But the gold is there and can be 
reached?” I 

“Certainly, and p'er( of it—enough 
to satisfy the mer’ «avaricious, as I 
have explained. |: lie« in a trench, 
which was cut in the cravelly earth 
at the base of a hug’ »corphyry dike 
by a cloudburst. Teese occur fre- 
quently in spring over there.

7 purchased four burros, one for 
my saddie, and three to pack water 


‘and provisions—especially water. Dill 


rode the burro upon whose back he 
was found. lie was the largest I ever 
saw. He stood as high as the average 
Kentucky mule. and his bi¢ hulry teers 
were of uniform size all the way down 
to his little feet. His hair was a mix- 
ture of white and yellow, but there 
was not a streak of yellow beneath 
his skin, for which I can vouch with 
‘living evidence. | considered that 
we were both well mounted, but I 
shall never forget the ominous silence 
which pervaded the crowd that gath- 
ered about us the morning we de- 
parted. 

Water could be obtained only at 
two points on our route—at Hole-in- 
the-Rock, near the summit of the 
Grapevine Mountains, and at Elbow, 
at the foot of the range on the Death 
Valley side. The water was already 
low when we reached Hole-in-the- 
Rock. It could be obtained only by 
dipping it from the funnel-shaped 
hole with a emal!l vessel, so that we 
filled only two cans next morning, In- 
tending to get our main supply at 
Flbow. 

But, upon reaching the last-named 
Place the following afternoon, we 
found that the forward summer had 
driven back the «lu¢gish flow, deep 
into the sands an¢ rocks. Our lerger 
vessels were empty and Dill was show- 
ing signs of fatigue. Giving him what 
water | had in my canteen, I f 
him in camp and started back 
night with all the burrors and cans for 
the first watering piace.

DISAPPEARS 


Y found new trouble upon my ar- 
Tival at Flbow Dill had disap- 
peared and the wind-swept sands had 
obliterated every trace of him, I 


ealied at interwale during the after- 
moon and built bonfires In the even- 
ing, but he did not respond nor re- 
tern. I mounted Jumbo early next 
morning, and, after covering a tong 
stretch came upon Dill'’s tracks, lead- 
ine sovthward. The dunes lay out in 
that direction, with the %eweltering 
hest hovering over the intervening 
desert. The sun was beating down 
fury. and the hot winds were 
gaining strength and bring- 
ine with them blirdin~ clovds of al. 
katt. Jumbo's tongue protruded 
from one side of his mouth and 
wae already experiencing tie eting of 
thirst. Dill’s trail become fresher 
amoug the dunes, where he had 


doubtless spent the night, and re- 
vived by the morning breeze had 
risen and wandered on.

We rolled off of Jumbo in a heap 
at Elbow a little after sundown. Dili! 
revived during the night. He ex- 
PAained next morning that he had 
Started out to look for one of the 
sacks of nuggets which he and his 
companton had lost on the former 
trip, after which he had no recollec- 
4ton of what occurred. We remained 
in camp all day. Only four cans of 
the water remained when we started 
out at dark. Three of these we 
packed on the burros and cached the 
other with some provistons. 


LAND MARKS FOUND. 


A hard trip followed. The sand 
burned the legs of the animals as it 
gave way under their feet. The night 
winds subsided in hot blasts. We lost 
our way in the myriad-shaped sand 
dunes and stopped late in the night. 
When we arose next morning Dill 
took on new energy. 

“That's where it is,” he said, point- 
ing to a white mark high up on the 
side of the mountains to the south. 
“The trench lies at the end of that 
white line—that is porphyry. A bis 
dike of it juts out just to the right of 
the gold deposit.” 

We expected to establish camp at 
the base of the mountains, and then 
proceed on foot. The trip now lay 
across the bed of the salt lake and 
was most difficult. The hot winds 
had driven the moisture from every- 
thing except from the low marshes 
and salt-sinks. The advancing day 
brought a burning, unquenchable 
thirst, accompanied by a blinding, 
dizzy sensation. The sand and salt 
had been drawn up in points each 
year with the last of the water ab- 
sorbed by the sun, until miniature 
statues. hard as filnt. spiral-shaped 
and jagged, from six inches to two 
feet in height, covered vast areas.

We had two cans of water left, but 
reduced the number to one during 
the afternoon. Dill presented a sad 
spectacle as he sat near the old 
grave. After a long silence, and 
glancing alternately back over the 
trail and up the side of the steep 
mountain, his face wearing a hopeless 
expression, his eyes almost closed, 
his lips parched and dry, he said, in- 
diatinctly: 

“Pal, I'm about all in. I will never 
be uble to climb that mountain, and 
how will we ever get back across that 
valley of death? Fate is against me. 
Take Jumbo and save yourself. He 
saved my pals life on his first trip, 
and then saved mine. It is your 
turn.” 

Ah, cheer up, old man,” I said. 
“We are not going to give up. We 
will take some of that gojd back with 
us.

Joe. during half 
his stay in Boston, was the lone star 
in the outer gardens. playing in left 
eld year after year without inter- 
ruption, whereas center and right 
elds changed occupants nearly every 
season. He saw many good ones go 
and come, some of whom remained 
only one year, like Crowley, Fred 
Lewis, Ed Rowan, Peter Hotaling and 
Paul Radford. Late in 1885 the 
Boston club secured Dicky Johnston 
irom the Virginia club of Richmond, 
® member of the Eastern League, 
and he at once divided the outfield 


honors with Joe. 


Hornung got into prominence in 
1877 as left fielder of the Tecumseh 
team of London, Ont... which won 
the Internationa! League champion- 
ship that year. He also played with 
the Tecumsehs in 1478, when he 
won the “Clipper” prize awarded to

When Joe broke into the game a 
fair fy had to be caught on the fly 
to put out a man, but a bateman who 
hit a foul was out if the ball was 
caught on the first bound. The ball 
used by the National League was 
the Mahn ball, and its use was made 
compulsory, as is the case now with 
the Spalding ball in the National 
League and the Reach ball in the 
American League. In all champion- 
ship games the balls were furnished 
by the home club, which was com- 
pelied to furnish six baiis during the 
series with each club. When the 
ball became out of shape or cut or 
ripped so as to expose the yarn or 
in any way was so injured as to be 
unfit for fair use a new ball was 
called for by the umpire at the end 
of even innings at the request of 
either captain. In explaining the 
rule a cOmmentator said: 

“It would not be fair for one side 
to have begun an inning’s play with 
the ball deadened by previous use, 
while the other side has a new and 
more elastic ball to finish the in- 
ning with.” 

The umpire could not at his own 
option call for a new ball unless one 
or the other captain called for it. 
However, In case the ball was lost 
the umpire could, after the expira- 
tion of five minutes, call for a new 
one. 

Another curious rule, adopted in 
1878, allowed a team to use a tenth 
man, who was called the right short- 
stop, and who took his stand he- 
tween first base and second. He 
sas not, however, obliged to remain 
in that part of the field. He was 
considered the utility man and avail- 
able for anv postition. especially 
backstop. When extra speed was 
used by the pitcher he could be 
placed behind the catcher, where he 
was expected to take high fouls and 
fouls on the firet bound. This rule 
was never observed in the Nationa! 
League, although the same commen- 
tator quoted above declared: 

“This tenth man is absolutely re- 
euired to make a full baseball] field 
end to fully complete the dame.”

WHITE HOPES DO NOT SUFFER 
BY COMPARISON.

Gunboat Smith, Willard, Battling 
Levinsky and Other Present-Day 
Heavies Don’t Stack Up So Badly 
with Sharkey and Rubilin. 
Jeffries Wasn't Such a Wonder. 


The generally-accepted idea that 
present-day white hopes Go not be- 
gin to compare with the old lines of 
heavyweights seems to be rather far- 
fetched upon leoking over past per- 
formances. A careful consideration of 
all the facts indicates that it ts the 
point of view regarding pugiliem that 
has changed rather than the quality 
of brawn and muscie. 

That horrible flasco at Reno had 
more far-reaching effects han has 
been realized. For offe thing, it 
brought about a great change in the 
manner of treating boxing on the 
sporting pages. Whereas formerly all 
was to glorify the boxer and gaze over 
his faulita, the pendulum swung to the 
opposite extreme, following the shock 
end disappointment that resulted from 
the boosting of Jeffries out of ail pro- 
portion to his merits. 


That the white hopes are an incom- 
petent lot is true enough, but on an 
average they are no worse than some 
of the old-timers whose names will 
live in pugilistic history. 

Practically all the present set of 
“hopes” had their count@rparts ten 
years ago. To compare Willard with 
Jeffries is held to be a ridiculous pro- 
ceeding, but it can be done with rather 
surprising results. For instance, could 
Jeffries shoot a straight left with 
mote speed, force or precision than 
Willard can? He could not. Did Jef- 
fries have a better uppercut or 
straight right than Willard has” 
There is nothing to show it. Did 
Jeffries have better footwork or any 
footwork at all, for that matter? Not 


at any rate. 

Willard’s one fault ts that he lacks 
aggressiveness, but Jeffries was little 
better. When he met Sharkey he 
planted himeelf in the center of the 
ring and never moved from the spot 
eave when Sharkey’s rushes forced 
him back. Towering a full head over 
his opponent, Jeffries allowed his 
chunky little antagonist to make al! 
the fieht. He hardly risked a lead in 
the whole encounter. 

And Sharkey, showing less intelli- 
gence than the poorest of the “hopes,” 
dashed himself on the giant's fists in 
wide-open style. A more boneheaded 
proceeding could hardly be imagined, 
If a present-day heavy were found 
guilty of such fool tactics he would 
be laughed to scorn, Yet Jeffries 
covld not knock Sharkey out, showing 
that he was not a wonderful hitter oy 
any means, for Fitesimmons 
stopped Sharkey with one punch. 

Again, when Jeffries met Corbett at 
Coney Island, he showed all the ag- 
greasiveness of a cow chewing her 
cud in the pasture. For over twenty 
‘rounds Jeffries was deaf to the tearful 
Pleadings of his seconds to Jo a lit- 
tle fighting. Fimaliy, by a fortunate 
circumstance, he caught his opponent 
unprotected, and the extremely fractile 
Corbett crumpled up o la Bombardier 
Wells. For this Jeff was hailed as 
the wonder of wonders.

at least up to the time of the American oceupation. 

They are savages of low mentality, and most of them lead a nomadic or semi- 
nomadie life. They constantly get the worst of it in the struggle for existence 
and today are found only on the 
Islands of Mindatiao, Palawan. Tab- 
las, Negros, Panay; and Luzon, where 
for the most part they inhabit very 
remote and inaccessible mountain re 
vions. Owing to their stupidity and 
their extreme timidity it is compara- 
tively easy to hold them in slavery, 
and they are probably thus vietim- 
ized more than are the people of any 
other tribe. They are constantly war- 
ring with each other in the more re- 
mote of the mountain regions which 
they inhabit. It would be going too 
far to say that their moral sense has 
heen. blunted. It is probably nearer 
the truth to say that they never had 
any. It is therefore a simple matter 
for Filipino slave dealers to arrange 
with Negritos for the purchase of 
their fellow-tribesmen. The latter 
then proceed to obtain captives by 
raiding some hostile group of their 
own people, killing ruthlessly if oc- 
CASION ALISes. 

They are more ready than are the 
people of any other Philippine tribe 
to sell their children or other depend- 
ent relatives, and do this not infre- 
quently when pressed by hunger, a 
condition apt to arise because of their 
utter improvidence. Unfortunately, 
the matter does not end here, It is by no means un- 
known for Filipinos to join in their slave-hunting 
raids, or even to organize raids of their own, killing 
Negrito parents in order to get possession of their 
eluldren. 

Like many primitive peoples, the Negritos are inor- 
dinately fond of strong aleoholie drinks. It is 
strictly against the law to give or sell any of 
the white man’s liquors to them, but this natur- 
ally does not restrain slave-hunters who fre- 
quently get adults deeply intoxicated and then

Potter, president of Union Uni- 
versity, had heard of one of the 
younger members of the student body 
who was carousing. He invited the 
young man to call on him at his resi- 
dence, concealing, in the invitation, 
his real motive. 
The president received the student 
in the dining room of his home and, 
with a genial greeting, did his ut- 


most to meke the young man feel as 
much at ease as possible. The student 
had been agreeably surprised at the 
evidence of good fellowship. 

Finally, reaching the point, Presi- 
dent Potter asked: 

“Do you drink, Mr. Jones?” 

“Well, really, prexy,.” replied the 
student, somewhat abashed at such 
exceptional hospitality, “I don’t care 
if I do.” 
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their children or kidnap the drunken 
persons themselves and drag them 
away. It is easier and safer to kid- 
nap children when the opportunity 
presents itself, and very young chil- 
dren sell best, as they are not likely 
to try to escape. Negritos are today 
held in bondage, in considerable 
numbers, in provinces like Zambales, 
Pampanga, Tarlac, Pangasinan, and 
Cagayan. While thev are not dis- 
played for sale in any market in 
Pampanga, they can be readily nego- 
tiated for in several different public 
markets of that province, and if none 
happens to be available at the mo- 
ment the would-be purchaser is as- 
sured that the supply in the moun- 
tains is inexhaustible and that his 
needs can soon be met. 

The publication of my recent re- 
port on slavery and peonage in the 
"Philippine Islands has caused con- 
sternation in many provinces. Some 
slaves have escaped and little effort 
has been made to recapture them, 
while others have been voluntarily 
set free by their masters, but in Pam- 
panga the trade still goes merrily on. 
Negritos have been peddied around 
the country adjacent to Manila like 
carabaos or horses, and it is but a 
short time since their purchasers 
have in some instances refused to 
give them up, stoutly asseverating 
that they were their property. Now, 
however, warned by experience, own- 
ers make no such claim, but advance 
various more or less ingenious ex- 
planations of the fact that they have 
Negritos in their possession and deny 
that they are slaves. Some of them 
insist that it is a Negrito custom to 
kill orphan children, and that they 
have taken orphans out of kindness 
in order to save their lives. 


PERHAPS the commonest procedure 
of all is to claim that Negrito slaves 
are “adopted children” or “members 
of the family.” In such cases inves- 
tigation almost invariably shows that 
there has been no legal adoption; 
} the owner has merely gone before a 
priest and stated that he or she will 
be a “foster” father or mother to the 
child. The child may or may not be 
baptized with the name of the owner. 
This is a cheap and easy method of 
securing a slave and the child thus 
“adopted” will be compelled to labor 
for a lifetime without compensation, 
or turned over for a consideration to 
be similarly “adopted” by someone 
else. 

Other Filipinos who do not claim 
that their Negrito slaves are mem- 
bers of their families, find complete 
justification for purchasing them in 
the claim that they have taken them 
to Christianize and thus prevent their 
going to Hell. 

I wish this were the worst, but the 
worst is yet to come. Not only do the 
Filipinos buy, sell and hold the wild 
people as slaves, but Filipino children 
have been kidnapped, or enticed from 
their homes by other Filipinos, and 
sold as slaves to their own kind. 
Young girls by wholesale have been 
sold outright to Chinese who pur- 
chased and kept them for immoral 
purposes. They have been sold to 
pimps, panderers, and keepers of 
houses of prostitution and compelled 
to enter upon lives of shame. Fili- 
pino children and young women have 
been sold to Chinese who have taken 
them to China. God only knows what 
fate may have befallen them there. 
In such cases the victims disappear 
from these Islands, never to return. 

By the word slavery I mean the 
condition of a human being held as a 
chattel and compelled to render serv- 
ice for which he is not paid. 

Peonage is the condition of a per- 
son held in a state of modified servi- 
tude for debt. It is vastly more com- 
mon in the Philippines than is actual 
slavery, but the two things run into 
each other by insensible gradations 
and large numbers of persons who

are here called peons would, in the 
United States, be called slaves. 
Peonage lies at the root of the in- 
dustrial system of the Philippines. A 
very large proportion of the house 
servants and field laborers are en- 
couraged to run into debt to their 
employers and are then retained in 
service under such conditions as to 
make it wholly impossible for them 
ever to pay up. In fact the extortion- 
ate interest charged on their debts is 
in itself often greatly in excess of 
their earnings, for the “salaries” paid 
them may not be more than three or 
four pesos ($1.50 to $2.00 gold) per 
year, and are often not more than 
one peso ($.50 gold) per month. 
Against this wretched sum are 
charged their food, their clothing, 
and the value of any articles which 
they may lose or break, and that of 
any domestic animals which may die 
while in their possession. A usual 
rate of interest on the original debt 
is 10 per cent. a month and under 
such conditions it constantly grows. 


A§ an instance of the ingenuity and 
perversity of a certain class of 
Filipinos I may cite the fact that after 
the Legislature had passed an act de- 
signed to make it possible to punish 
people who accepted large sums of 
money in advance at the time of their 
employment with the deliberate in- 
tention of promptly running away 
and thus in effect robbing their em- 
ployers, advantage was taken of its 
provisions to invoke the aid of the 
courts in compelling inmates of 
houses of ill-fame, who were in debt 
to the keepers of such resorts, to re- 
turn to lives of shame after they had 
made their escape. 

Why, it may well be asked, have 
such conditions continued under 
American rule? The story can be 
briefly told. It was a long time before 
they were known. Slavery proved 
comparatively easy to check in the 
territory inhabited by non-Christians 
for the simple reason that they were 
too ignorant to appeal to the law, or 
rather to take advantage of the ab- 
sence of any adequate law, and defy 
the authorities; or because they were 
so brutal and open in the taking, 
keeping and selling of slaves that it 
was feasible to deal with them effect- 
ively under the provisions of the 
Codigo Penal relative to illegal deten- 
tion. With the Christian Filipino 
slaveholders, however, the case was 
very different. Most of them knew 
what they were about uncommonly 
well. Practically without exception 
they employed shrewd lawyers to de- 
fend them when prosecuted. It was 
believed at the outset that they, too, 
could be successfully dealt with under 
the Penal Code and some two years 
were wasted on test cases, with the 
result that the government finally lost 
out in the sa Court of the 
Philippine Islands, the Court holding 
that “there is no law applicable here, 
either of the United States or of the 
Archipelago, punishing slavery as a 
crime.” 

The necessity for legislation was 
thus made apparent and was called 
to the attention of the Philippine 
Commission both by me and by the 
trial judge in the lower court. The 
task of drafting the necessary act was 
turned over to a Filipino member of 
the Commission. It was a difficult 
and delicate task; how difficult and 
how delicate, no one will appreciate 
who has not attempted to steer clear 
of both the Scylla of undue interfer- 
ence with parental authority in the 
matter of apprenticing children, and 
the Charybdis of actual slavery. 

I finally became impatient at the 
long-continued delay and drafted an 
act myself. It was subsequently con- 
temptuously characterized as “an ill- 
disguised effort to introduce new leg- 
islation into one of the best codes in 
existence.” I daresay it left some- 
thing to be desired, theoretically, but 
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hardly.

So far this has not 
been done, and until it is done the 
American people have been robbed by 
the new tariff. Can it be done? We 
doubt it much. 


Supposing imported corn knocks so 
much as 10 per cent., or 7 cents a 
bushel, off of the wholesale price of the 
cereal. We are told that it costs an 
average of 39 cents to transport a dol- 
lar’s worth of food from the point of 
supply to the point of demand. It 
costs 25 cents to get a dollar's worth 
of food from the hand of the retailer 
to the householder, 5 per cent. more 
to get it from the hands of the jobber 
to the retailer, and another 5 cents 
from the importer to the jobber. 
When you come to divide up tariff 
saving on the rest of the dollar’s -worth 
of corn, flour or meat, and to distrib- 
ute it in the loaf, the bag of corn or 
the beeisteak you will find that it will 
be mighty hard to reduce the price 
1 cent a pound, or to add the weight of 
a scruple to the loaf.

A Year of Hustling Ahead. 

HE Panama-Pacific Exposition officials 

have a full year of hard work before 

them. They are at it hammer and 
tongs. During the month of December 
5,000,000 feet of lumber were put into place 
on the different buildings. At the present 
time 3000 men are employed, and the pay 
roll runs to $10,000 a day. The president 
declares that by June of this year exhibit- 
ors may begin to install their goods. Appli- 
cations for concessions are at hand to the 
amount of 6000, but only 106 of these have 
been allowed. These, it is expected, will 
expend $8,000,000, and give employment to 
over 7000 persons. 


A New Riviera. 

ONGRESSMAN STEPHENS, we are told 

from Washington, is seeking permission 
to run a boulevard across the government 
reservation at San Pedro. The San Pedro 
Chamber of Commerce is working to secure 
a right of way all the way between San 
Pedro and Redondo. This boulevard will 
run through the Rancho Palos Verdes, re- 
cently sold to Frank A. Vanderlip, the New 
York banker, and associates. It will make 
one of the most charming drives in the 
world, with unequaled marine views within 
a stone's throw and quite as entrancing 
mountain views in the far distance, with the 
great plain of Southern California lying all 
the way between. 


Harbor Commission Busy. 
HE Harbor Commission of Los Angeles 
"A has a big job cut out for immediate ac- 
tivity. A part of this is the construction of 
_a municipal dock. Boston is busy at aim- 
ilar work, and the chairman of the directors 
of that port informed the Los Angeles offi- 
clals that the Hub had made a contract with 
the International Mercantile Marine, the 
Hamburg American and the Cunard steam- 
ship companies to build a dock at Boston 
1000 feet long, 110 feet wide, with thirty- 
five feet of water at low tide. The steam- 
ship companies are to jointly guarantee 
$50,000 a year for twenty years in dock 
dues. The estimated total cost is $3,000,000. 


Ahead in Railroad Building. 

AILROAD building in the United States 

during 1913 shows up in very smal) fig- 
ures. There is some consolation that only 
two States lead California. These are Mon- 
tana, with 377 miles of new road, and Texas 
with 367, compared with 230 in California. 
The new construction in Arizona amounted 
to 113 miles and in Nevada to ninety-eight. 


A Practical Reform. 
HE American people have probably defi- 
nitely made up their minds to give away 
to private enterprises little if any of the 
wealth remaining in the public domain. This 
_indisposition to make liberal largess of pub- 
lic wealth to private enterprise relates par- 
ticularly to mineral deposits of various 
kinds, and water-power sites along running 
streams. During the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, and going on into that of Mr. Taft, the 
conservation business was badly run into 
the ground by amiable dreamers like Gifford 
Pinchot and practical politicians like James 
R. Garfield, Louis Glavis and others. The 
Rooseveltian idea was to tie up all these 
sources of wealth from present use for the 
benefit of future generations. Franklin K. 
Lane, the new Secretary of the Interior, has 
conceived a more practical theory. This fol- 
lows the new American idea of retaining 
all the natural wealth remaining for the ben- 
efit of all the people, but does not tie it up 
from the use of our own day for the use of 
some future day, nobody knows when. The 
Secretary's idea is to lease all these sources 
of wealth under proper restrictions to indi- 
_ viduals or corporations who shall develop 
the sources of wealth. The withdrawals of 
public lands for minerals, fuels and fertil- 
izers, with the accidental matter of water 
sources, now aggregate the enormous total 
of 66,000,000 acres. The homesteaders’ priv- 
ileges will not be cut off, but the hardy pio 
neer will still be allowed io go out and se- 
cure farms for his own use and develop- 
ment from the public lands. But the coal 
and oil deposits, the fertilizers, the timber 
and the water power will not be alienated 
from public ownership, yet private individ- 
uals and corporations will be allowed to 


lease them, develop them, and thus add con- 
tinually to the usable wealth of the country, 
while the government will receive a just 
part of the developed wealth. Secretary 
Lane points out that this policy will have a 
tendency to stimulate the industry rather 
than retard it, because it will not necessi- 
tate the investment of vast sums of money 
in the purchase of undeveloped property, 
but leave the capital in hand all free for 
development purposes. This, in our opin- 
ion, is vastly better than development on 
the part of the Federal government. It 
takes away all reasonable ground for com- 
plaint by permitting the individual on his 
own account or associated with others to 
develop the wealth of the nation, while the 
people all through the government get a 
part of it. 


Coming in Crowds. 

HE Salt Lake Railroad is planning an ex- 
cursion to bring 150 people from Mon- 
tana to spend the cold weather in Los An- 
geles. It is estimated that the winter rush 
from the mountain State will amount to 
1000. The first excursion from the hyper- 
Dborean regions to reach here was a com- 
pany of about a hundred and a quarter Ca- 
nadians, to be followed immediately by 300 
from the States of Washington and Oregon, 
and later on another of Canadians from 
Winnipeg and the country about there. 


Tin Ores Near Rampart, Alaska. 


MOOTHLY rounded pebbles of cassit- 

erite, the oxide of tin, are found with the 
gold in the Sullivan Creek placers near 
Rampart, Alaska. The area in which the 
cassiterite occurs is small, being less than 
a mile in its longest direction, The tinstone 
or stream tin, as it is commonly called, 
varies in amount with the gold, the placers 
commonly being rich or lean in both min- 
erals. in the richest spots as much as half 
a pound of tin to the pan is reported, which 
at the present price of the ore would give 
the gravels a value, not allowing for costs 
of mining or transportation, of $18 to $20 a 
yard, according to assay. 

Gravels that contain as little as nine 
pounds of cassiterite to the yard are veing 
mined profitably in the York ‘egion, Alaska. 
There can be little doubt that a great part 
of the gravels mined on Sullivan Creek carry 
as high a content of tin as this and that 
some may run much higher. However, on 
account of the inconvenience that the tin 
ore occasions in the extraction of gold, the 
tin is regarded as a nuisance by the miners 
of the district rather than as a possibly val- 
vable product.—[{From Bulletin 535, United 
States Geological Survey. 


The Citrus Fruit Crop. ) 


ROM present indications, Southern Call- 

fornia is at the beginning of the market- 
ing of perhaps the best crop of citrus fruit 
ever sent out from the State. The move- 
ment to dat> has been but small, amounting 
for the firs’ ten weeks to only about half as 
many carloads as left the State in the same 
period a year ago. The growers have wisely 
held the fruit back until quite mature, and 
until the Florida crop is pretty well out of 
the way of competition. Now the movement 
amounts to from 100 to 150 cars a day, and 
with the weather as it is, this should in- 
crease to 200 or 250 carloads a day. The 
fruit is in admirable condition this year, and 
will improve until June. The growers are 
not agreed as to what the entire volume of 
the crop will be. It is certain there are not 
s0 Many oranges on the trees, but they will 
probably, under existing weather condi 
tions, grow to a more uniform and somewhat 
larger average size, making perhaps as 
many boxes as the bumper crop, and bring- 
ing more even average prices, resulting in 
the bringing into the State of as large an 
amount as any crop ever harvested. 


The Meat Supply. 

URING the first week of January the 

cattle-breeders of the West met at 
Tucson, Ariz., to the number of several hun- 
dred. The figures showed that for the 
previous year 400,000 head of cattle had 
been shipped out of Arizona, and 75,000 head 
had been slaughtered in the State. The ag- 
gregate return to the growers was put at 
$15,000,000. A news item from Santa Bar- 
bara announces that 40,000 head of cattle are

to be brought into that county from Mexico 
almost immediately. It is said that they are 
bought in Mexico for from $5 to $10 a head, 
with an expense of shipping them across 
the border of $5 a head, and at little more 
cost to reach Santa Barbara. This would 
make the cost at the feeding point from 
about $10 to $12, and on up to $20 a head. 
Of course it will take months to fatten the 
animals fit for the slaughter-house, and after 
all the importations do not seem sufficient 
to affect greatly the general market price. 
The price of cattle on the hoof on the ranges 
will have to be reduced very materially te 
iffect the cost of choice cuts on the butcher's 
block to the housekeepers. At Ashland, 
Or., a way of reducing the cost of meat may 
have been discovered. Some housekeepers 
there are substituting goat's meat for beef, 
pork and mutton. The difference in cost 
ranges from 2 to 4 cents a pound. In many 
parts of Europe goat's meat is used freely 
by people with insufficient income to pur- 
chase beef, mutton or pork, all of which 
cost more than in the United States. Few. 
people of American tastes would care to 
tackle the second meal from the haunch of 
an old buck any more than they would 
hanker for the second meal of crow. But a 
kid properly dressed and cooked makes an 
exceedingly savory dish. The Balkan people 
are particularly expert in the dressing, cook- 
ng and serving of goat’s meat. The old-time 
Los Angeles man who was invited by the 
late Jerry Illich to a barbecue in the woods 
where a kid was the piece de resistance 
considered himself exceedingly favored. And 
where will goats flourish better than on the 
mountainsides of Southern California? 


New Spoke in the Wheel. 

OS ANGELES is the hub of a wheel from 

which more railroads branch out as 
spokes than almost any other city in Amer- 
ica. Another spoke is to be put into our 
wheel, not to stop but to accelerate its revo- 
lutions. Whenever money is tight, the per- 
son who can show a good use for it and is 
*illing to pay the price usually resorts to the 
old stockings of the thrifty French and Bel- 
gian peasants, where there is always a sup- 
ply for the man who knows how to get at it. 
This is the reported supply for funds to 
finance a new line to connect Southwestern 
Colorado with the Santa Fe transcontinental 
line. The new road will be about 200 miles 
long. This would swing from Salt Lake 
southeasterly through the Huntington Creek 
country, and following on down through a 
district well known for rich ofl and coal 
deposits, will be the first north-and-south 
line in the inter-mountain country. 


A Handsome New Year's Gift. 


HE State Railway Commission has 

handed about sixty towns in Southern 
California a handsome New Year's gift in 
reducing the price of electricity for lighting 
and other purposes from 8 to 7 cents a kilo 
watt-hour. The ruling affects about 50,000 
consumers, and the aggregate reduction in 
cost is about $250,000. 


A Fine Lemon District. 


FRUIT company operating at Carpin- 

teria finds it necessary to double at once 
the capacity of its lemon packing-house. The 
necessity comes from the coming to ma- 
turity of a large number of new trees in 
the district, which has been known for 
years as one of the best lemon sections in 
the State. Then comes O. A. Cadwell of the 
valley, who says that three years ago he 
planted twenty-five trees of the avocado, pop- 
ularly called alligator pear. He says they 
are doing beautifully, and that he will plant 
out a number more trees. He has a ranch 
of 300 acres, and seems to be an enterpris- 
ing horticulturist. On the place are palms, 
chestnuts, loquat and other trees planted by 
him forty years ago.

These houses 
did not prove very durable, and when they 
began to crumble the adobe clay was used 
to a better purpose. This clay—which is so 
heavy and so adhesive that when it is damp 
even an eight-mule team has many times 
been stalled in it—mixed with grass and 
gravel made the adobe bricks which were 
baked hard in the sun, and laid up with wet 
adobe, the latter serving as a cement. The 
walls were built two and three feet thick, 
making the early resident's home not only 
his castle, but a veritable little fortress. A 
little over a hundred years ago this same 
adobe formed a wall about the city of Los

Perhaps the oldest adobe house in the city 
was the one built by Don Jose Marie Lugo— 
of whom Mrs. Maria Antonia de Woodworth 
is the direct descendent. Mrs. Woodworth 
is now over 80 years of age. She was born 
dnd spent a large portion of her life in this 
house. She says of it that during the many 
years it has been standing only one death 
has occurred in it. Unfortunately, part of 
the house was torn down four years ago, and 
within the past year the remaining portion 
Was sacrificed to give place to a modern 
building, the Pacific Hotel, now standing on 
the site of the Juan Lugo and the Wood- 
worth homes. The family offered the old 
dwelling to the city at a very moderate fig- 
ure. The offer, however, was declined; for, 
unfortunately, the desire to preserve such 
old jJandmarks seems to be engulfed in the 
commercialism which has drifted across the 
desert to us out of the Hast. 

Another old landmark which, it would 
seem, the city might have afforded to pro- 
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Don 


when the city outgrew it, and degan to spill 
over and beyond it. 

With the rebuilding of the houses, their 
owners encroached further onto the plaza; 
and although they were admonished by the 
Ayuntamiento, the homes continued to hitch 
forward, each one endeavoring to outdo his 
neighbor, until the old plaza had entirely 
disappeared. This original tract, if marked 
out on a map, would touch the present Plaza 
Park only at the northwest corner. Later, 
when the site for the church of “Our Lady 
of the Angels” was chosen, the encroach- 
ment ceased, and the laying out of the pres- 
ent park was made possible. 

The city was not yet out of its “adobe 
age,” when Ord undertook his task of bring- 
ing order out of chaos with his survey. In 
order to make the city lots conform to the 
streets, the owners of houses debarred of 
street frontage were allowed to take posses- 
sion of the land between them and the near- 
est street. The difficulties of the sitwation 
may even now be guessed by the irregularity 
of the streets in that part of the city north 
of First. 

Time and patience are necessary in the 
construction of the adobe house and the 
Wheels of progress soon began to revolve too 
rapidly for the citizens to give their time to 
this sort of building. The first wooden 
etructure was erected in Los Angeles in 
1851. Framed in Boston, it was shipped 
18,000 miles around the Horn, and hauled 
from San Pedro in Mexican ox carts. It 
was erected where the Merced Theater 
was afterward built, near the Pico 
House. Then came Henry Dalton’s ship- 
ment of mahogany from Central America. 
After this the transition was rapid. The 
first brick hovse was built by Hunter in 
1853. It ts standing at the present time—a 
story and a half dwelling immediately north 
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tect was the old chapel which stood at the 
junction of North Broadway, Sunset Boule- 
vard and New High street. This old builid- 
ing was erected by the padres to be used 
while the church was in process of construc- 
tion. The spot is now occupied by a hay 
and feed corral. The chapel was erected in 
1784; and here, until the year 1812, a Fran- 
ciscan friar from San Gabriel said mass ev- 
ery Sunday and on holy days, for the bene- 
fit of the settlers and their families. 

The present church, facing the’ plaza, was 
built between the years 1812 and 1815, be 
ing enlarged and restored in 1862, under 
the pastorate of Father Blas Rajo, when 
the portion of the building fronting on the 
plaza was added. There have been no later 
alterations or changes to the exterior of the 
building. But forty years ago the entire 
square between Main and what is now 
known as New High, Gas—now Republic— 
and Marchessault streets was occupied by 
the church grounds, and surrounded by an 
adobe wall about ten feet high and two feet 
thick. The top was covered with broken 
glass, bedded in the adobe. Within was 
also the home of the presiding priests. The 
garden was full of fruit trees—oranges, 
pomegranates, sweet limes, pears, peaches, 
grape arbors. “Many a time I have scram- 
bled over the wall and filled my little pock- 
ets and shirt with delicious fruit, and have 
scrambled back again without the good 
padres knowing, reaching terra firma on the 
outside with torn hands, and torn trousers, 
too!” Such was the confession of a most 
respectable, law-abiding citizen. 

Immediately in the rear of the Pico House 
is a little street one block long. It is named 
after Don Tomas Sanchez, who, with Anto- 
nio Coronel, owned the property bounded 
by the Plaza on the n , Sanchez street 
on the west, Los Angeles on the east, and 
Arcadia on the south. Coronel was State 


opposed to him he was in his element. In 
‘60's, during the celebration of 
patriotic Mexican flesta on the 
of September, the Spanish Guards 
reparing for parade, at their quar- 
Upper Main street, near the Criito- 
Don Tomas was Sheriff 
of Los Angeles county at the time. Riding 
down the street on horseback, he noted 
that while the Mexican colors were raised, 
the American flag was not flying. He 
grimly demanded an explanation from those 
who were responsible, and not receiving a 
satisfactory reply, wheeled his horse and, 
uncoiling his riata, rode up the street a short 
distance and returned at full speed, casting 
his riata, as he passed the guardhouse, over 
the staff supporting thé flag, jerking it from 
its position and dragging it after him up the 
street. It is needless to say that Old Glory 
soon flung out her colors. 
On the east side of San Fernando street— 
formerly Calle Real, or Upper Main—be- 
tween Ord and College streets, are the in- 
teresting ruins of the old home of Hilario 
Ybarra. This was one of the most preten- 
tious homes of the adobe age. What is left 
of the walls show that they were built like 
the walls of a fortress, more than three 
feet thick. The frontage of the house was 
300 feet, and it extended back about: fifty . 
feet. There is a steep drof ‘rom where 
the back wall of the house stood. In the 
grounds below was an orchard, and still 
farther back, near the river bed, the crops 
were raised. These ruins are a hundred 
years old. 
Directly opposite the Ybarra ruins, on San 
Fernando street, is the house that was built 
and occupied by Donna Pulqurria Elizalda, 
and afterward bought by Donna Mercedes 
Abbott, who built the first theater in Los 
Angeles—the old Mercedes Theater, which 
stands directly south of the Pico House, ad- 
joining it, and rising a little above it. “I 
want that building to be a little higher— 
four feet higher than that ——— Pico House!” 
commanded the Senora, who always knew 
in all matters exactly what she wanted, and 
was emphatic in her method of working 
out her own ideas. The Mercedes Theater 
was built in 1873—two years later than the 
building of the Pico House. 
At 660 San Fernando street is the old 
home of Don Cristobal Aguilar, who sold 
the water of the pueblo to the city, and who 
was the first Mayor of the city of Los An- 
geles. The house is now occupied by a 
number of little shops, wide wooden eaves 
having been built the full length of the 
front. 
At the north end of the Broadway tunnel, 
up on the hillside to the east, is the adobe 
that belonged to the Botello family, erected 
about seventy-five years ago. On the east 
side of North Broadway—formerly Buena 
Vista street-—-is the old Derbourdieux home, 
almost eighty years old. It is kept in good 
repair, with a fresh-painted front, a new 
gable roof having been added. Derbour- 
dieux was a French baker, who had his 
shop down near the plaza, opposite the 
church. Court Santa Cruz is on the west 
side of old Buena Vista, and is compara- 
tively new, being able to boast of only fifty 
or sixty years. One of the oldest homes 
Was at the corner of San Pedro and Twelfth 
Streets, built by Francisco Botiller, a 
French-Canadian trapper who married into 
the Reyes family. Nothing but the ruins 
remain, the site now being occupied by a 
creamery. 
Facing the Plaza on the east, on .s An- 
geles street near Marchessault, is the old 
home of Don Vincente Lugo, brother of Don 
Jose Marie. The house was recently used 
as a Chinese theater, but at present is the 
shelter of small Chinese shops, additions 
having been made that disguise the adobe. 
An adobe, once the Don Agustin Olvera 
home, stands a few yards west, facing 
toward the south. Both of these homes are 
between eighty-five and ninety years old. 
On Jackson street, between San Pedro and 
Central avenue, is the old Natalie Pryor 
home, which embraced at one time all of the 
ground lying between San Pedro and Ala- 
meda, to the north side of First and the 
south side of Aliso. 
The remains of the crumbling walls of Ft. 
Moore, built by the order of Gen. Kearney 
in 1847—being almost completed on July 4 
of that year—stand in almost forgotten 
loneliness on the crest of the hill above

revival could there be in literature than 
that of the Bard of Avon? And here in Los 
Angeles, too. Well, whateof that? Where 
could it be better done than in this metro- 
politan city of intelligent people of artistic 
tastes? 

- To the eye of the Eagle, cast as wide as 
the world and covering the long centuries, 
Shakespeare looms up as the greatest 
product of the human race. And in these 
days of literature by Oscar Wildes, Bernard 
Shaws and Elinor Glyns, fille: with all 
the salaciousness of the French school and 
with little of the genius of that school and 
very little of its grace, the revival of Shakes- 
peare ought to count for much. 

And the latest revival withinethe last few 
weeks was by an actor of decided talent and 
capable of portraying the characters of the 
great dramatist. One of the reproductions 
was “Richard Ill.” The Eagle has seen this 
drama many times, and can recall its pro- 
duction by Frederick Warde. Fred used to 
perform the part of the “Hunchback” as the 
Spanish dons would say “Con mucho gusto,” 
or as the Italian signori, “con amore.” In 
the famous battle scene Mr. Warde with 
disheveled hair and features smeared like 
a slaughter-house with stage gore circled 
around in the center of the stage like a leg- 
less dervish, swinging a big sword over his 
head in a manner to recall the 
avenging angel of the Apdcalypse or 
the guardian set at the Garden of Eden 
to prevent the exiled parents of the human 
race from returning home as the long shad-

ows fell in the waste howling wilderness 
and night was approaching. 

But, dearly beloved, there is something 
very pathetic to the mind of the Eagle in 
this representation of the English monarch 


.| whose name the play bears. As Milton gays 


in “Paradise Lost,” to compare great things 
with things not so great, Shakespeare's 
“Richard Ill” recalis to the mind of the 
Eagle the caricatures of the late Mark A. 
Hanna produced by the late Homer Daven- 
port, which represented a good and honest 
man as a highwayman in politics, Ahe artist 
prostituting his talent for sordid gain and 
the episode constituting a political libel thet 
in the opinion of the Eagle amounted to a 
crime. 

Shakespeare was not to blame, although 
his characterization of the King has black- 
ened the man’s memory in the minds of 
most people from that day to this. Shakes 
peare did not make history, but took it as 
he found it and wrought his characters ac- 
cording to popular impressions. He was 
far from believing in witchcraft, and yet he 
represents the bearded hags who met Mac- 
beth upon the heath in a most realistic way. 
The explanation is that the people of the 
era covered by the play of “Macbeth” did 
believe in witches. 

Richard III of England was not the mon- 
ster of iniquity represented in the play, but 
was on the whole a _ pretty good king as 
kings went in his day, which, to be sure, is 
far from making him out to be an angel. 
Whether Shakespeare knew the real char- 
acter of his subject or not, it would have 
been exceedingly difficult for him to have 
represented that monarch to the people of 
his own time in any better light than that 
weird and gloomy one cast upon him in the 
play. And Shakespeare, like all men of 
great genius, was a man of good common 
sense and never bumped his head into a 
stone wall impregnable to a battering ram. 
He lived and wrote in the time of the Eng- 
lish Tudors, the Stuarts and the reign of 
the Puritans. When all the other play- 
houses in London were closed, all other 
playwrights taboo and all plays sinful in 
the eyes of the ruling powers, Shakespeare, 
his plays and his playhouse were un- 
molested. ‘ ‘ 


Where did Shakespeare get his notion of 
Richard Ill? From a history of the time 
then recently published, and from the hand 
of no less a personage than Francis Bacon, 
otherwise known as Viscount St. Albans 
and also as Lord Verulam. Bacon was the 
most learned main of his time, among the 
most learned of all times. He has done a 
service to the human race in his philosophi- 
cal writings beyond all scope of overestima- 
tion. But you men, friends and fellow- 
countrymen, are an awful jumble of good 
and bad, and Bacon might well apply to 
himself the spiritual philosophy of St. Paul, 
for he aurely ‘found “warring in his mem- 
bers” an angel bright as Gabriel and a de- 
mon black as Satan. For a true estimate 
of this man’s character, all to be done is to 
recall the pithy lines of Alexander Pope. 
They run thus about Bacon: “Brightest, 
wisest, meanest of mankind.” Bacon's 
meanness was of the most sordid character, 
and consisted in getting money by means 
absolutely dishonest. As head of the legal 
department of the British government he 
deliberately sold decisions with a covetous- 
ness as great as that of Judas Iscariot, who 
betrayed his Lord. 


Henry VII, the first Tudor monarch of 
England, had been an exile for years from 
his kingdom and his country, and returned 
to fight Richard for the possession of the 
crown and the throne and defeated the 
“hunchback” at the battle of Bosworth. 
Henry had all*the astuteness of his race— 
he was Welsh—and came to the throne on 
the death of Richard a pauper, and his great 
business in life was to amass a fortune. 

He made a match between his son Arthur, 
heir to the throne, and the Princess Cather- 
ine of Aragon, whose dower was colossal 
for the time. Prince Arthur sickened and 
died, and in spite of the fact that the mar- 
riage was forbidden by English law, the 
canon law of the church and the Scriptural 
law in the books of Moses, the astute 
Henry VII managed to put aside all laws, 
human and divine, and married Catherine 
to his second son, afterward Henry VIII. 
Hereby hangs another tale, a long and 
strong one. But let that go.

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Leaves From a Sicilian Journal.

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GIRGENTI, March 8&—Today we rode 
across Sicily to Girgenti, on the side front- 
ing Africa. We left the station in a car- 
riage which climbed a winding road about 
a hill to the curious city on its top. The 
town is a perfect tangle of narrow streets 
which are mostly stairs and none of which 
endures for more than a few steps, before 
it plunges back into the general scramble. 
The color scheme of Girgenti is yellow. 
Surely there does not exist anywhere an- 
other such a yellow town. The hill on 
which it is built is a mass of yellow rock. 
Looking up from below the yellow buildings 
seem to be piled on top of one another. 
Here and there man has broken into the 
color scheme with red or blue paint but he 
has not been persistent and nature has 
washed away almost entirely the intrusive 
touch and restored the virgin yellow.

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SYRACUSE, March 13.—Syracuse is prac- 
tically on a small island. It is milder, clean- 
er, sleepier than Palermo or Girgenti. This 
morning we visited the cathedral, remark- 
able for being constructed out of an old 
Doric temple, so that to quote the guide- 
book, it has been a place of worship for 
2500 years. 

The museum has a fine collection of pot- 
tery, Greek and even of the early Sicilian 
tribes which the Greeks found when they 
colonized the island.

C OLON (Panama.)—The Panama Canal 
is practically completed. The waist 
of the new world has been sliced in 
two at the middie, and North America and 
South America have been changed from 
peninsulas to islands. With the exception 
of the gates of the locks, there is now a 
clear stretch of water from ocean to ocean, 


is published the mighty steamers of the 


Atlantic and the Pacific will be climbing

up and down this waterway from one great 
ocean to the other. 

It is difficult to realize that the great job 
is almost done. Still, this conviction fills 
the air, and with it comes the thought that 
the people of the future will never appre 
ciate the enormous labor and cost of the 
work. That for which we have spent hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars is now under 
the water. The Culebra cut looks much 
like an ordinary river flowing between the 
banks of living green, and Lake Gatun 
seems to have been there since the subsid- 
ing of the waters of Noah's flood. The 
only real work going on in the canal just 
now is the dredging of the channel at Cu- 
lebra and the putting on the frills at the 
locks. The centers of industry have been 
transferred from the canal itself to the ter- 
minals, where docks, machine shops and 
warehouses of enormous dimensions are 
being constructed. 

About the busiest part of the isthmus, 
compared to that of the past, is Balboa, the 
new port on the Pacific. Here they are 
excavating the mighty dry dock which will 
hold the largest ships that float the seas. 
They are constructing foundries and ma- 
chine shops, covering acres, and are putting 
up mammoth planing mills that are already 
filled with lumber from Puget sound and our 
eastern coast. At this point there are tens 
of thousands of mon working. Trains of 
cars go flying along loaded with spoil as 
they did in the days of the active excava- 
tion of Culebra. A large force is erecting 
the framework of structural steel and glass, 
and farther out near the ocean they are 
building the piers and docks at which the 
steamers will lie. These - piers will be 
1000 feet long, and have slips 300 feet wide 
in which ships can anchor. 

The new railroad across the isthmus has 
been completed. It winds its way around 
the enlarged Lake of Gatun and takes the 
passenger far away from the line of the 
canal. It is now run by oil-burning engines, 
and in passing from one side of the isth- 
mus to the other one travels through a trop- 
ical garden without cinders or dust. From 
the Pacific end of the railroad, about half- 
way across, the structural steel arms of a 
great transmission line have been put up on 
both sides of the track. These arms are, I 
judge, thirty feet high. They are bolted to 
cement columns, and are joined by bridges 
running across the track from post to post 
far overhead. On each end of these 


bridges are appliances for carrying the ca- to pull and two behind to hold back, 


bles of copper wire that will convey the 
current of electricity generated by the over- 
flow of the Gatun dam. The electric plant 
for this current is now installed, and 
the buildings are almost completed. They 
are made of concrete and steel. 


At this electric plant there will be devel- 
oped by the water falling on turbines, a 
force of 6000 kilowatts, which will be sent 
by cables to the locks, to the range towers 
and to the other electric-light plants. 

The current will be strong enough to fur- 
nish all the power needed for operating the 
canal, for lighting the towns at either 
end and also for the great machine shops, 
foundries and other works connected with 
the canal. The electric cranes of the docks 
and piers will be moved by it and there will 
be enough electricity left to keep all the 
rolling stock of the Panama railroad in 
action. The transmission line to which 
I have referred runs above the tracks and 


so that the vessel may be steady, while 
moving. These towing locomotives will 
run on a level, except when passing from 
lock to lock, at which time they climb heavy 
grades. In coming back they take another 
track, made especially for the return of the 
cars after the towing. 


I shall not attempt to describe the locks 
nor the methods by which the ships are 
taken through the canal. The most inter- 
esting thing just now is the work going on 
at the terminals. I have written something 
of that on the Pacific side. One of the 
striking features there is the red skeleton 
of the administration building that is now 
going up. This stands high up, on the 
slope of Ancon Hill, looking out over the 
Pacific Ocean. The canal is in plain view 
at the right. At present the structure is 
only a framework of steel, but this will be 
clothed in concrete biocks and plastered 
with stucco. The roof will be of dark red 
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Docks at Atlantic 


fly be connected with the bridges that join 
the steel posts. If an extensive transporta- 
tidn business should develop, which is not 
expected, the road will be electrically 
equipped. 


The movement of the vessels through the 
locks will be by electricity and they are 
now putting up buildings in the top of the 
center walls from where the current will be 
controlled. 

In each of these buildings one man can 
sit and direct every operation in the tak- 
ing of a vessel through from the ocean to 
Gatun Lake or from the lake down to the 
sea. He'can open the gates or close them 
by throwing a switch and can cause the 
water to rise or fall by the press of a but- 
ton. 


The machinery of the locks is now al- 
most all in shape, and it will take but a 
short time to polish the whole and leave 
it complete. The men will soon be remov- 
ing the debris, and within half a year these 
mammoth constructions of concrete will 
look like monuments of marble cut out with 
a chisel. Today one can walk along the 
tops of the locks through an avenue lined 
with concrete columns of wonderful archi- 
tectural beauty. They uphold the lights of 
the locks, which will make the whole 
structure as bright at midnight as it is at 
midday. On each side of these columns are 
the cog-railroad tracks upon which the tow- 
ing locomotives will run; and between 
them is another railroad for moving machin- 
ery back and forth. Each vessel will have 
four locomotives to move it from one 
to another. Two will go ahead

} two acres. The cost of the building will be 
$375,000, and it will be devoted entirely to 
offices and for storage of the records. 

Not far from this building has been laid 
out a town site where the employees of the 
canal will live. They will have houses of 
concrete formed after the same style as the 
administration building, and their little city 
will be modern and artistically planned. It 
will have all the conveniences for tropical 
living. The houses will have wide porches 
and every opening be covered with a mesh 
of fine wire. The principal public buildings 
will face a central avenue, and this will be 
covered by a continuous roof to keep out 
the sun and the rain. The town will have 
its tennis courts, baseball! fields and band- 
stands, as well as its clubhouses, concert 
hall, hotel and schoolhouse. 

There will be other settlements at the 
Gatun locks, and also at Miraflores and 
Pedro Miguel, as well as at Cristobal, at 
the Atlantic end of the candl. The pres- 
ent structures at these points will probably 
be left for some time to come, but they will 
eventually be replaced by buildings of con- 
crete. Most of the other towns along 
the line of the channel will be taken down, 
and their building materials will be shipped 
to other places as needed. At present the 
towns along the channel remind one of a 
Japanese village. Their houses have the 
same somber black and white character, and 
they are quite as airy and roomy. 


As I came into the Bay of Limon on the 
steamer Tenadores, from the Island of Ja- 
maica, last week, I could see the great Toro 
breakwater, which has been extended out 
from the Atlantic end of the channel. This 
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it has been 


decided to erect them on the islands of Fla- 
menco, Perico and Naos, out in the Pacific, 
facing Balboa; and on Toro Point and on 
Margarita Island, in the Atlantic. There 
will also be forts on the mainland. There 
will be a coast-defense camp on the Naos 
breakwater not far from the shore, and 
there will be other camps scattered over 
the isthmus along the line of the canal. 

The land forts will be so mace that the 
locks will be amply protected, and Bo that 
any invading army could be kept away from 
them in case of war. As a protection 
against invasion the whole of the Canal Zone 
is to be made a military reservation. The 
greater part of this is a jungle, which along 
the edges of Gatun Lake and at the ap- 
proaches thereto is composed of swamps 
filled with trees, so bound together with 
lianas that it would be impossible for troops 
to make their way through them except with 
the ax and the saw. Anyone going over 
the line of the Panama Railroad can see 
how difficult it would be for an army to ad- 
vance through this jungle, under fire, or 
to make any kind of an attack on the locks. 

The plans so far include the use of largest 
of the disappearing guns on the island forti- 
fications and also of big guns and mortars 
on the shore. At Ft. Grant, which is the 
general name given to the fortifications on 
Perico, Flamenco and Naos islands, there 
will be one sixteen-inch gun and six four- 


teen-inch guns, besides a number of six-inch 


guns and howitzers. The biggest of the 
guns will carry a projectile weighing a ton, 
or as much as two horses could haul on a 
wagon, for a distance of over twenty miles 
at a shot, and they will be so Geltoately | 
hung that they can be aimed as accurately 


as the mountaineer alms when he shoots 
out the eye of a squirrel with his rifle. 

The fourteen-inch guns will carry shells 
weighing over 1000 pounds each, and these 
will fly forth from the muzzle at a speed 
so rapid that if it Were kept up one could 
go from Washington to Philadelphia in less 
than a minute and clear around the world 
in less than four hours. It will take 365 
pounds of powder for each charge, and the 
projectiles will go through five feet. of 
wrought iron. There will be seventy rounds 
of ammunition on hand, or enough for each 
gun to keep it firing steadily for two hours 
provided a shot could be made every two 
minutes. It is doubtful whether this could 
be done, as the guns would be too hot frbm 
the friction. The big guns and mortars are 
intended to defend the canal from attack 
by water, although they will also cover 
parts of the land. Those on the Pacific 
island will amply protect Taboga, and those 
on the Atlantic will keep the naval vessels 
of the enemy eight or ten miles away. A 
single one of their shots would destroy a 
battleship, which represents a cost of 
$8,000,000 or $10,000,000, and which it would 
take years to replace. 

Another feature of the fortifications will 
be searchlights with reflectors as big around 
as cart wheels. There will be fourteen of 
these, each five feet in diameter. They are 
being made at a cost of $20,000 apiece, and 
the lights thrown by them will reach as far 
as the range of the guns. Indeed, the elec- 
tric lighting of the isthmus, including the 
searchlights, is one of the wonders of the 
construction. 

The searchlights can be seen for from 


twelve to eigateen .niles off at sea and -the 
range lights will be from 2500 to 15,000 
candle power. The beacons and other lights 
have 850 candle power. Each light has its” 
own characteristic, and there are combina- 
tions of flashes which will tell the canal op- 
erators just where each light is. On the 
locks themselves Tungsten bulbs of 500 
watt power will be used and in the operat- 
ing tunnels there will be numerous lights 
and reflectors. There will be 950 such re- 
flectors at Gatun and 1175 at Pedro Miguel 
and Miraflores. 


Speaking of the defense of the locks, I 
recently asked Col. Goethals whether they 
might not be destroyed by charges of dyna- 
mite dropped from flying machines. He re- 
plied that the dynamite would have to be 
carefully located to do any damage and 
that such a thing was impossible. Col. 
Goethals says that the dynamite charges 
would have to be placed between the gate 
and the lock in such a way that the man 
would need to be on the ground to do it 
and that if a dynamite charge were dropped 
from a flying machine upon the locks or on 
the lock walls, it could not do much dam- 
age. It would have to be placed behind the 
locks to be effective. Indeed, everything 
of this kind has been carefully considered 
in the protection and fortification of the 
canal. The work is very comprehensive 
and it will include the caring for 20,000 
troops in case of war. I am told that the 
chief experts of our army and navy believe 
that the arrangements will be ample to pro- 
tect the canal.

Long-Distance Riding. 
SOME NOTABLE FEATS OF 


HORSEMANSHIP. 


{New York Sun:] Horseback riding 
among the young men and women of New 
York is rapidly becoming more popular each 
year. Riding clubs are beirg organized by 
enthusiasts all over Manhattan, Brooklyn 
and the Bronx, and every Sunday morning 
groups of these young athletes can be seen 
galloping over the bridle poths of the city’s 
parks. This latest fad among the young 
dwellers of the city recalls some of the long- 
distance riding feats in this and other coun- 
tries. 


Gen. Miles in 1903, in order to demonstrate 
that at the age of his retirement from the 
army, 64 years, he was still active and in 
good physical condition, rode from Ft. Sill 
to Ft. Renv, a distance of nindty miles, in 
nine hours and ten minutes and reviewed 
the troops there forty minutes later, and 
Col. Roosevelt rode ninety-eight miles in 
about twenty hours. These feats are not to 
be compared with records made by profes- 
sional or specially trained riders. 


About twenty years ago the German Em- 
peror despatched 200 officers on a ride from 
Berlin to Vienna, a distance of 320 miles, 
which was covered by the first horsemen in 
a little less than three days. This ride had 
for its purpose the test of endurance of dif- 
ferent breeds of horses as well as their 
riders. In the contest there were thorough- 
breds, native Prussian and Hungarian horses 
ani ponics from the Transylvania uplands. 
The roads over which they rode, although 
over mountainous country, were perfect. 
The winner rode on an average 125 miles a 
day for three days. His mount did not sur- 
vive the effects of the hard riding. 

About ten years ago five officers of a crack 
regiment of France rode seventy-two miles 
in eleven hours, walked twenty-four miles 
and after dinner walked back over the 
twenty-four miles of road, then rode back to 
their starting point. In all they covered 192 
miles of horseback and on foot in a period 
of thirty-six hours. 

Feats of hard riding by American cavalry- 
ren are not lacking. It is recorded that in 
1879 several troopers rode 170 miles in less 
than twenty-four hours, and in 1891 troopers 
cf the Eighth Cavalry rode with dispatches 
110 miles in twenty hours. In 1876 Col. 
Lawton with dispatches to Gen. Crook rode 
from Red Cloud agency to Sidney Station, 
125 miles, in twenty-six hours. 


In the days of the pony express many 
wonderful, long rides were made by those 
engaged in carrying the mails through dan- 
gerous country. William F. Cody (Buffalo 
Bill) made a round trip of 384 miles without 
stops, except to change horses and to par- 
take of one meal. It is recorded that Robert 
H. Haslam (Pony Bob) rode 380 miles at one 
stretch. When the pony express ceased to 
exist Haslam became a Wells-Fargo mes- 
senger, riding 100 miles every twenty-four 
7} 
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hours, being ten hours on the road. Jack 
Keetley, a pony express rider, is credited 
with 340 miles in thirty-one hours, and Jim 
Moore, another rider, is said to have cov- 
ered 280 miles in fourteen hours and forty- 
six minutes. 

Among the professionals Leon, a Mexican, 
rode 500 miles in less than fifty hours. J. 
Powers rode 150 miles in San Francisco, in 
1858, in six hours and forty-three minutes. 
N. H. Mowry did 300 miles on the San Fran- 
cisco race course in fourteen hours and 
nine minutes. Some of these professional 
riders changed horses while at a gallop, 
jumping onto the fresh horse from the 
ground, which makes their feats more re- 
markable as exhibition of endurance. 

To go back to 1745, Cowper Thornhill, an 
innkeeper of Stilton, in England, rode 213 
miles in twelve hours and seventeen min- 
utes, to win a wager of 500 guineas. And 
in the time of Queen Elizabeth it is recorded 
that when she died Robert Cary carried the 
news to her successor, James VI of Scot- 
land, at Edinburgh, covering the distance of 
400 miles in three days. _

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The Custer Massacre. By James Willard-Siig 


JACKSON’S STORY. 


NE night in the winter of 1877 a crowd 

gathered in old Rising Wolf's lodge to 

listen to my friend Jackson's account 
of the defeat of Custer. It was a matter of 
surpassing interest and satisfaction to the 
Blackfeet, for in a way they felt that the 
terrible massacre of their women and chil- 
dren by Col. Baker in the winter of 1869-'70 
was thereby avenged. True, the Sioux were 
their enemy, and always had been, but they 
were of red skin, and against the li-in-ab- 
kiks—Seizers, as the white soldiers were 
called—they had common cause and griev- 
ance. So it was that they accorded all hon- 
ors to Sitting Bull and Rain-in-the-Face for 
their crushing defeat of the white “butchers 
of women and children,” although they had 
themselves waged bitter war against the 
Sioux for several centuries. 

Not only on that night, but at many other 
times and places, I heard my friend give 
his version of the Battle of the Little Big- 
horn, and even to this day, and without the 
notes I took of it, | believe | could repeat 
his story almost word for word. I have 
read everything that has ever been pub- 
lished about the fight, and for accuracy, 
and that touch of human interest which 
makes a story a good story, | believe that 
my friend's account is best of all. But of 
that you shall judge for yourselves. 

“The Sioux and the Cheyennes having 
refused to leave the buffalo country, their 
own country, south of the Yellowstone, and 
return to their agency and starve,” my 
friend would always begin, “we were of 
course ordered out to enforce the decree of 
the authorities at Washington. When 
word came for us to take to the field, Cus- 
ter was prompt to respond, and on June 22, 
1876, we left the mouth of the Rosebud in 
search of the enemy, we scouts, of course, 
in the lead. 

“There were about fifty scouts with the 
Seventh—Custer’s cavalry. The most of 
them were Arickarees, commonly called 
Rees. The others included Johnny Bruyer, 
a Sioux half-blood; Bloody Knife, a Sioux 
who had, for some wrong done him, long 
since forsaken his tribe and become their 
bitter enemy; Medicine Fly and Big Elk, 
Cheyennes and brothers, and, like Bloody 
Knife, at outs with their people. Charles 
Reynolds, our chief of scouts, was as brave 
and good a white man as ever made tracks 
on the western plains. Also, he was a man 
of mystery: he never spoke of his past or 
his people, and none of us knew where he 
had been raised. With us scouts was the 
interpreter, Frank Girard, a Canadian 
Frenchman who spoke Sioux perfectly. 
Born and raised a Catholic, he had lived so 
long with the Sioux—marrying into the 
tribe—that his was now a double religion: 
he worshiped the Sioux gods as well as the 
God of his forefathers, and was a great be- 
liever in Sioux superstitions and so-called 
omens. Bloody Knife was an especially 
close friend of mine, as was the Cheyenne, 
Medicine Fly. We three generally ran to- 
gether. 

“The whole command, officers, privates, 
scouts and packers, left the mouth of the 
Rosebud in high feather, glad to be in the 
field, and looking eagerly forward to a fight 
with the hostiles. This was much better, 
they thought, than remaining idle in the 
fort, or in camp. All of that long summer 
day, June 23, and all of the next day, we 
traveled up the Rosebud without finding 
the least sign of the enemy, and we scouts 
were always in the lead, by twos and threes 
spread out to cover a wide expanse of coun- 
try in advance of the troops. 

“It was near sundown on the 24th that

A little 
later we looked down upon hundreds and 
hundreds of Sioux and Cheyenne lodges 
strung along the Little Bighorn for about 
four miles; and in the gathering night we 
saw the warriors rounding up their horses 
—thouseands and thousands of them-—in 
order to catch and picket safe in the camp 
their favorite animals. 

“We rejoined the command on the Rose- 
bud shortly after it had gone into camp for 
the night, and I at once reported to Rey- 


and several others of the scouts had also 
seen it. Of course the find was our one 
subject of conversation while we ate the 
evening meal, and it was generally believed 
that Custer would wait for reinforcements 
—Gen, Terry and Gen. Crook were thought 
to be somewhere near with their com- 
mands—before attacking the camp. 

“Early in the evening Reynolds had re- 
ported to Gen. Custer the location and size 
of the Sioux camp, and along about 8 
o’clock a number of us scouts were called 
to his tent to relate just what we had secn 
from the ridge overlooking the valley of 
the Little Bighorn. Knowing the gen- 
eral well, I made no comment whatever, 
telling him in a few words our discovery 
of the camp and its approximate size. 
Bloody Knife, however, bluntly added it 
would be useless for him to attack the hos- 
tiles with his present force, as he was out- 
numbered ten to one. ‘And remember 
this,’ he concluded, ‘those Sioux and Chey- 
enne warriors over there are desperate; 
they are making their last stand; they will 
fight to the very end.’ 

“Reynolds also put in a few words favor- 
ing a wait for Terry or Crook to appear and 
join in the attack, and I wondered that he 
dared to say as much as he did, for Gen. 
Custer had no liking for advice. Maj. Reno, 
Lieut. Benteen and other officers were pres- 
ent, but they never said a word nor were 
asked for an opinion. Custer soon closed 
the interview by announcing that he would 
make an attack on the camp as early in the 
morning as would’ be possible, and we were 
dismissed to our quarters. 


“We were a sober lot of scouts that even- 
ing; for once there was no story-telling, no 
laughing and joking. Chief Scout Rey- 
nolds, as I remember, never spoke a word 
until he said good-night to'me as he rolled 
into his blankets. Just before we all turned 
in, Bloody Knife filled a pipe and asked us 
to join him in smoking it. ‘You must all 
smoke with me, my brothers,’ he said, ‘for 
this is my last smoke. Tomorrow Bloody 
Knife dies. Once more I shall see the sun 
rise, and then will come the end. No, don’t 
tell me that I may be mistaken. I have had 
my warning; my medicine has told me that 
Iam to die tomorrow, and my medicine 
never lies. Well, I shall be glad to go, for 
I shall die fighting instead of by that sick- 
ness that is eating me here.’

“It was while we were smoking the pipe 
that Lieut. Tom Custer, the general's 
brother, came and sat with us a few min- 
utes, and even took a whiff of the pipe 
while asking about the hostile camp, and 
if we thought that the Sioux had discov- 
ered our advance. He was very quiet, and 
the expression of his face was very grave. 
I believed that he felt that he would in all 
probability meet his sworn enemy; old Rain- 
in-the-Face, on the morrow, and was wonder- 
ing what would be the result of that meet- 
ing. It was he who, some months pre- 
viously, had arrested the old warrior, igno- 
miniously handcuffing him and thrusting 
him into the guardhouse at Ft. Lincoln, and 
a little later, although condemned to death, 
Rain-in-the-face had told him that he woul:

{Popular Mechanics:] Machines for ad- 
ministering ether, chloroform or other anes- 
thetics have been devised, which make the 


work of the surgeon easier and safer for 


the patient. An improved machine is be- 
ing used in several eastern hospitals 
which is motor-driven and seems destined 
not only to simplify present methods of 
anesthetizing, but to open a field to sur- 
gery which heretofore has been almost be- 
yond the reach of the knife. With the new 
machine it is possible to maintain norma! 
lung pressure while the chest cavity is be- 
ing explored, a problem solved as a mere 
by-product of mechanical anesthesis, while 
the patient is freed from distress as the 
effect of the drug wears away. Gas and 
air, end gas and oxygen may be given in- 
stead of ether, or chloroform or ether in 
any predetermined amount supplied by this 
machine. Eminent surgeons believe this 
method of anesthesia has a wide and varied 
field.

ALONG THE NILE. 


VER since Cleopatra died of snake- 

bite Egypt has kept in the limelight. 

There was “moving day” for the Chil- 
dren of Israel, for instance, and the scan- 
dals in the Pharaoh family! 

And, as every bright Yankee knows, 
Egypt is the place our mummies came from 
—till we began to make our own. In ten 
years thirteen “original” mummies of Ra- 
meses Il were sent from the Nile Valley for 
the side shows of the United States; and 
two distinct skulls of King Cheops— (who 
foolishly built the pyramids in Egypt in- 
stead of at Long Beach or Coney Island)— 
one adult skull and one skull of the King at 
the. tender age of 14, can be seen in Euro- 
pean museums! 

And as you read this the regular winter 
rush of tourists in Egypt is gaining speed. 
Once it was the army of toads and locusts 
that swarmed along the Nile—but now it's 
a different army, a welcome army of Yan- 
kee spenders. In new helmets, cameras in 
hand, towed by loquacious guides, this nerv- 
ous, eager army, hastening madly through 
miles of hoary ruins, sheds shillings at ev- 
ery squirm. 

They see us coming—here in the east. 
From Tokio to Teheran, from Mandalay to 
Manila, from Colombo to Cairo the Yankee 
must pay twice the fair fee for all he buys. 
Long ago an unfortunate tradition gained 
credence “east of Suez” that all Yankees 
are millionaires—that “Amerique” is the 
breeding ground for gilded youths and heir- 
esses, and that all who hai! from the U.S.A. 
have money to cast into the Nile. As a 
reputation, this may be pleasant enough in 
the abstract, but it’s expensive—to live up 
to!” 

From crowded, noisy Cairo—a colored 
contrast of east and west—a clanging 
tramcar whirls the hurried tourist out to 
the elderly Pyramids. A car is quicker 
wan a camel—or a donkey; and so for Yan- 
kee brewers, plumbers, teachers and preach- 
ers the railway was built. But think of rat- 
tling through the realm of the Pharaohs, 
the Land of Moses, in a street car! Shades 
of Rameses, what a shock! How would 
good old Mrs. Cheops. perform—accustomed 
as she was to her state palanquin, borne by 
bronzed Nubian slaves—if she should trip 
suddenly up from her resting-place and be 
offered a transfer slip back to Cairo? Per- 
adventure the advertisements would calm 
her, striking a responsive chord of the past. 
For example: “Eat Pyramid Biscuitse— 
They're Solid.” “The Man Under This Sign 
Smokes Pharaoh Whiffs — Do You?” 
“Sphinx Pills for Egypt's Ils— Your 
Grandpa Liked ‘Em.” 

I had to pay my guide ten francs, in ad- 
vance, for his day's work (Englishmen pay 
only five.) It’s not 11 o’clock yet, but I'm 
tempted to bribe this drivelling dragoman 
to desert me. Hear him a minute, like a 
yap wagon’s megaphone man: “The great 
Gizeh Pyramid is 3500 years old, covers 
eleven acres, and rises 461 feet in the air. 
A more marvelous result of human 
labor has not been found on earth. 
Pause, sonsider, grasp if your meager 
mind is able——” 1 slipped him the 
extra franc. His worst suspicions were 
confirmed. Twenty minutes later he 
had snared a weazened New England lady, 
and I heard her ask him if the Egyptians 
chewed tobacco as much as they smoked 
cigarettes. The Pyramids are well devel- 
oped, of course, but as husky architecture 
they’re hen coops beside our skyscrapers— 
and cannot even be rented io the Salvafion 
Army. They tell of a Frenchman who 
came all the way from Paris to scoff at 
these Pyramids, but that when he got a 
glimpse of them he burst out crying. My 
personal opinion is that he was overcome 
only because no cafe had been built in by 
Mr. Cheops. 

Then there comes the question of Egyp- 
tian mummies again.

These Egyptian 
mummies—like our popular “Egyptian” ciga- 
rettes—are still made in New York, the 
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wise ones tell me, though mummies are less 
a fad than a few years ago. For $75 you 
can get a full-grown Pharaoh or Cleo, war- 
ranted 3000 years old, packed in a _ real 
Egyptian coffin, his pockets full of cunel- 
form papyrus and his grinning mouth full 
of real human teeth—bought by the pint 
from the advertising dentists. As a boy I 
stood for a whole afternoon in a hot, stt- 
fling tent—admission one dime (my only 
one)-—and gazed open-mouthed at one of 
Mr. Rameses’s many mummies. A tawdry 
show girl drifted past, read the “3000 Year” 
placard, and said to her escort: “Poor old 
mummy! he ain't had no good time for 
3000 years. 

Fake antiques—coins with the images of 
curly-haired kirigs long deceased stamped 
on them—bronze figures of ox-like dames 
rescued naked from some prehistoric hotel 
fire—are, like the mummies of Rameses II, 
made especially for the American tourist 
trade. They are not made to order, but yet 
to meet a steady demand. Brass candle- 
sticks from tombs in Thebes are made 
mostly in Birmingham; the rusty brass la- 
dies come from Sunny Italy's busy curio fac- 
torles—which supply Pompelian relics as 
well, 

Back into Cairo I went at night, and min- 
gied with the horde of my countrymen pu? 
suing that fleet phantom, “A Good Time.” 
Above the babble of the Arab rabble I heard 
high Yankee notes. “Oh, you Chicago! 
Where's Bill got to?” “Oh, ma, look at the 
camels!” “Come and let's ride one.” “No, 
child, let father do it.” Here thrives loudly 
the “cafe chantant,” covering more sins 
than charity. Exotic is the talent; no na- 
tive Ethiopian soubrettes strut the squeak- 
ing boards in pride of their ancient race. 
They warble not of Pharaohs nor the glory 
of Thebes. It is mostly Parisian fairies 
who sing—and flirt from the mean stage 
with those who drink at tiny tables. Clumsy 
Greek ladies are working, too; they hoarsely 
shout the Greecy latter-day ballads of Ath- 
ens and Beirut, treading the boards heav- 
ily—like dray horses on Brooklyn Bridge. 
For a piaster giggling Yankee girls rode a 
moth-eaten camel at snail's pace through the 
crowd. Some joked freely with sinister 
loafers in fezzes—a mistake. Good women 
of the east are invisible. They wear veils, 
and sit behind lattices. So our innocent 
but careless girls who tour the East get 
thick with the guides and ask questions 
freely of native men they meet, are mis- 
understood. One fakir I saw held spell- 
bound a “Select Party of Five Beauties,” 
winners of the “Bumtown Blatter’s Big 
Beauty Contest.” The wily fakir inhaled 
snakes, snatched a live toad from the “rat” 
of a Bumtown Beauty, and rolled three 
chicks into a hedgehog. Whirling dervishes 
whirled at so much per whirl, for Cairo is a 
willing performer. But if you haven't got 
the money, well, you needn't come around. 
Shepherd's Hotel, for instance, is called the 
most expensive place of extortion in the 
world. Its motto is: “Get the Money.” If 
guests get anything at all, the managemeu' 
feels ashamed and admits it has bungled. 
I recommend that tourists to Cairo who 
hanker for an inside view of this famous 
hostelry should take provisions with them. 
Food is hard to obtain in the dining-room at 
Shepherd's, and plain prunes come awfully 
high. It is well to go Provided with letters 
of introduction to the waiters, as they are 
very reserved before strangers. Shepherd's 
veranda is a popular place to write and mail 
postals. A clerk told me that in one month 
over 12,000 picture postals, addressed to 
Oshkosh, Winstead, Ossawatomie, etc., 
U.S.A., had been posted at this hotel. But 
the clerk’s noise recalled the Pyramid guide, 
and I slipped away. 

Legends of old Egypt—strange traditions 
of dead centuries—take on new significance 
when one enters where such scenes are laid. 
The silent tombs bear witness to vanished 
splendors—and the mummies—the real ones 
—remind us that the old Egyptians were 
mighty good undertakers, among their other 
accomplish They believed that some 
day the soul would come back, to re-occupy 
its old quarters in the human body. 

Even the smile would not come off an 
early Egyptian corpse when the adept un- 
dertaker gave the last touch to his mummy 
art, and called in the admiring relatives. 
The full size, the symmetry of features were 
perfectly preserved. Green trading stamps 
started here, some explorers say, and were 
first given by the undertakers, 
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A lot of wild guessing has gone on, too, as 
to just what kind of a religion the early 
Egyptians enjoyed. From the chiseled 
scenes of high jinks on many monuments 
their creed, whatever it was, seems to have 
been very easy on them. Probably “the lid” 
was never on. In some ways the Egyptians 
must have been like our Siwash Indians of 
the Northwest—they revelled in a sort of 
totem-pole worship—a degraded adoration 
of animals, fish and birds. Winged bulls 
and weird figures of strange animals are 
common among Egypt's ruins. Still, some 
high spiritual conceptions were mixed with 
their beliefs. A sun god was adored— 
called Osiris, Rival gods once threw this 
Osiris into the Nile. Tradition says thé ark 
holding his dead body floated into Phoenicia, 
where the corpse was dismembered and scat- 
tered to the winds. After this Osiris went 
below, and ruled over the Dead in the Dark 
Lands. Isis was the Moon Goddess, wife of 
Osiris. She rocked the cradle of the Nile, 
watched over the birth of all Egyptian chil- 
dren—as she still does—and everything 
good and beautiful in the world came from 
this Isis. To this day Egyptian women who 
desire children drink from the Nile, and 
pray Isis that they may be so blessed. But 
instead of twins they get typhoid—or ma- 
laria. 

A long list of newspapers—in English, 


French and Arabic—is published in Egypt} # 


today. But few of them are taken seriously 
—outside Egypt. The very advertisements 
read like a Chinese puzzle; only Americans 
know the art of selling goods with ink and 
white space. The most ancient specimen 
of early Egyptian literature is said to be the 
“Papyrus Prisse,” composed in the eleventh 
dynasty—whenever that was. Its wise, 
homely teachings read like Solomon's Book 
of Proverbs—or “Poor Richard's Almanac.” 
The husband is told to love his wife, be no 
tyrant, and adds: “Flattery acts upon her 
better than rudeness.” Hubbies in those 
days seem to have bucked the matrimonial 
game with the same system in use today— 
except that Reno was not to be reckoned 
with. 

The “Book of the Dead” is the most sen- 


}sational of all religious writings of the 


Egyptians that have been found. It tells 
in mystic language the tale of a soul’s wan- 
derings after death. Portions of its 106 
chapters are found inscribed on many tombs 
and mummy cases. And other specimens of 
these papyri reveal an astounding amount 
of gossip, history and daily transactions in 
the life of those men who lived 5000 years 
ago. One romance, the story of the capture 
of Joppa, by Thothmes III, is almost exactly 
like the tale of “Ali Baba and the Forty 
Thieves”—in the “Arabian Nights.” Some- 
times, somewhere, somebody seems to have 
stolen somebody else’s story. Another rec 
ord found describes the trial of the conspira- 
tors who tried to murder Rameses IIIl— 
whose family supplied us the sixty-eight 
mummies. Policemen, even in those times, 
suffered from the horrible sleeping sickness, 
as they do today. 

‘ron ships, according to some recently- 
discovered records, were used by Egypt 
centuries ago. Boats went clear around 
Africa, and brought home panther skins, 
hounds and Somaliland apes. 

Even the Suez Canal—commonly regarded 
as wholly the idea of modern men—was 
conceived and undertaken, centuries ago, 
by an Egyptian King, Sesostris. But in the 
work of digging 120,000 men died of heat, 
and the King himself died before his great 
work could be finished. So later De Lesseps 
got the glory—and the statue of himself 
which stands at the west end of the Suez. 

In Pharaoh's time guests sat in chairs, 
such as we use now; they drank beer and 
wine, and used dishes and porcelain vases 
ef wonderful grace and beauty. A host 
amused his guests—as Newport does now— 
with dancers, singers and actors. Men wore 
their hair shaved short and used wigs for 
cleanliness and coolness. Artificial whis- 
kers were a fad. Children ran naked till 
the age of puberty, and were distinguished 
by a lock of hair on the side of the head. 
Herodotus says most men had but one wife 
apiece, though royalty might take more 
chances. Marriage between brother and 
sister was also permitted. But women held 
a high place in society, and children traced 
descent and lineage through the mother 
rather than through the father. Hence the 
proverb, “It is a wise child,” etc.

Decadent Fruit Trees. 
A CASE THAT CALLS FOR EX- 
PERT CONSIDERATION. 


() NE of the readers of this department 
writes that he has a small family or- 
chard of mixed sorts of fruitse—trees, 
shrubs, vines, etc., and that the fruit trees 
ire “all run down.” He wishes to rejuve- 
ate, work over, or replace them, and 
loesn’t know just what to do; throws no 
ight on the trouble except that “soil is 
‘airly rich and in good condition.” 

Such cases are common enough, and no 
me of them is entitled to special consider- 


xe called in to determine, if possible, the 
tause of such decadence, as the problem 
should be easy of solution. A few general 
»bservations on this class of trees, however, 
ire very timely and the special mission of 
his department. 

The questions immediately arise in the 
ninds of all experts and practical orchard- 
ets: Are any or all trees suffering from 
he attacks of gophers, ground squirrels or 
»xther similar pests? Are they attacked by 
v»orers, scales or other insect pests or by 
fungous or other diseases to which trees 
ire subject? Is the subsoil of hardpan or 
full of stagnant water, sour, or alkaline? 
Does the soil contain sufficient nutriment 
lor production of crops or healthful, vigor- 
jus trees? Or has it been robbed for many 
years of plant food by growing various sur- 
face-rooting crops between the tree rows? 
All this an expert would determine before 
suggesting a remedy or remedies, and his 
fee would prove a good investment. Do 
nothing with such orchards until you learn 
what to do and why yoa should do it.

~ UNDIALS are of remote antiquity and 
we find many authentic records of them 
centuries béfore the Christian era, and there 
are references to them in the Bible. The 
propnet tsalah in chapter xxxvill, verse 8, 
says: “Behold, I will bring again the shad- 
ows of the degrees which is gone in the sun- 
dial of Ahaz, ten degrees backward.” A 
very common motto on some of the old Ro- 
man dials is “Tempus Fugit” (time files,) 
which none will deny. Among many mot- 
toes given us from this source none appears 
more appropriate than: ‘“Nole confidem 
nocti” (Trust not to the night.) which is in- 
deed very good advice and so consistent 
when dictated by a sundial. . 


A Native Peony. 


VER a large part of Southern Califor- 

nia may be found a native peony, Paeo- 
nia Brownli, a fleshy-rooted perennial 
which is of sufficient beauty and interest to 
merit a place in local gardens. In spring 
the tops die down and the large roots, quite 
similar in appearance to those of common 
rhubarb, Tie dormant throughout the sum- 
mer. In the autumn these may be dug and 
planted in the garden, with an assurance 
of reaping a supply of flowers during the 
present month. Even now “backward” 
roots may be dug, tops cut off and the new 
tops will produce flowers later.

It has been proved by hundreds of poul- 
trymen, engaged in the industry in a large 
and small way, that careful attention to the 


in cold weather. 
Proper housing, cleanliness, pure water, 


upon laying, can all be employed as agen- 
cies in bringing about an increased egg pro- 
duction. The following article tells how to 
accomplish this end. 

Partridge Cochins, illustrated and de- 
scribed herewith by Mr. Graham, are one of 
the varieties appealing to breeders for recre- 
ation and fancy.) 


HE problem of obtaining winter eggs 

has been and still is a deep mystery 

to many, especially those still young in 
poultry experience. And yet the problem is 
being solved all over the country, from the 
cold North to the warm South, by those who 
have been in the business for a number of 
years. It $s impossible for the beginner to 
expect the same measure of success that 
the poultry raiser of years of experience 
obtains, but anyone, even though a begin- 
ner, can obtain a fair egg yield if the main 
essentials are complied with. 

The first essential is a good, well-venti- 
lated poultry building. This will not be ex- 
pensive but must be absolutely tight on the 
north, east and west sides; not even a pin- 


hole should show through. The front, that} 


is, the south sidé, or ten degrees east of 
south, can be boarded from the floor to the 
height of two or two and one-half feet; the 
rest can be open, with curtains on frames 
to be lowered (only when very hard rain or 
snow occurs) or when the temperature 
drops to 10 degrees above zero. The low- 
ered curtain frames will keep the heat gen- 
erated by the body of the fowls within the 


Without a health-giving house the best 
results in egg production are impossible, in 
fact poultry-house construction plays a far 
more important part than many poultry rais- 
ers realize, and should really be considered 
the first essential toward success. The 
proper depth of the house should be from 
12 to 20 feet; if 12 feet wide the height of 
the house should be 6% feet, allowing the 
low winter sun to penetrate to the rear sill; 
if 14 feet wide, 7% feet high; if 20 feet wide, 
9 feet high. Muslin is handy to have on the 
poultry raiser’s premises; the writer divides 
the long 100-foot houses with muslin partt- 
tions every twenty feet, breaking up the 
draughts in a long house during the late 
fall, winter and early spring, taking them 
down in April, thus obtaining better air 
drainage during the warmer weather. 


Select Hatching Period. 


The second essential is to have your fowls 
hatched at the proper season of the year so 
they will arrive at the hatching period in 
winter. Again, the beginner cannot always 
hope to secure the steady growth during the 
season that the experienced poultry raiser 
can obtain. Some accomplish this, but the 
majority do not, so it is well to take into 
consideration a few checks or setbacks that 
the growing chicks will receive and allow a 
month more for.complete maturity. Some 
experienced breeders can obtain a winter 
egg yield from fowls hatched the last of May 
and during June, but very few beginners 
accomplish this feat. So the safe plan is to 
hatch in April or the first part of May, and 
if properly grown these pullets will begin 
to lay in October, November and December. 

Feed is the third essential. It should be 
remembered that not only must the fowl’s 
body be maintained in good condition, but 
enough feed must 'e provided to produce 
eges; under-feeding will perhaps keep up 
the body, but cannot produce a full supply 
of eggs. Again, at the time prices are the 
highest, the days are shortest, leaving long 
nights in which the fowls must protect them- 
selves from cold weather by their own body 
heat. If the fowls are not well fed the en- 
ergy expended to maintain warmth is not 


quantities when the weather 
warmer. 


Corn has been rightly called the “king 
of feeds,” and on this account has been 
much abused because too much corn has 
been fed American hens in the past, and 
perhaps not enough at the right time, dur- 
ing cold weather. Cc: is composed largely 
of carbohydrates and acts as fuel for the 
body by the combustion of which heat and 
energy are maintained. Carbohydrates 
form the largest part of all feeds, but corn 
is highest of them all; therefore it is a good 
winter grain for poultry. As a heater, con- 
taining only 1 per cent. of ash or mineral 
matter and but 9 per cent. of protein, corn, 
alone, is a poor egg producer. Conse- 
quently it must be fed with other grains 
higher in ash, and protein, such as wheat, 
oats and barley.

Wheat contains 1.8 per cent. ash and 10 
per cent, protein; oats, 3 per cent. of ash 
and 9 per cent. of protein; barley contains 
2 per cent. of ash and 8.7 per cent. of pro- 
tein. It will be noticed all are strong in 
the two essentials among the grains, ash or 
mineral matter. The residue of the feed- 
stuff, after it has been burned, is termed 
ash; it does great work in making bone. 
Protein furnishes blood, flesh, skin, white 


of eggs, etc., and is the one element sought 
most, but must be well balanced with ash 
and carbohydrates to make it most effective, 


But while these desirable elements are 
present in the above grains, the fowls could 
not consume enough grains, digest and as- 
similate the same to produce a big egg yield, 
and the poultry raiser must resort in addi- 
tion to these grains, to the ground feeds, 
concentrated and higher in the desired food- 
stuff than the grains, such as bran, mid- 
diings, ground oats, alfalfa, meal and beef 
scraps. These mixed together and placed 
in hoppers so the fowls may eat whenever 
they feel hungry during the day—are the 
real eggmakers, and a better egg yield will 
always be obtained when the dry mash is 
used in connection with the grains than 
when grains alone are used. One can give 
no set rule for feeding other than his own 
fidck. But the foundation cangbe outlined 
for the beginner. 


Results of Experience. 


The writer has for a number of years se- 
cured the desired results by feeding the pul- 
lets equal parts by weight of oats, corn, 
wheat and barley (when obtainable at rea- 
sonable prices) with just enough millet for 
an exerciser. The dry-mash winter feeding 
is made up of 200 pounds of bran, 100 ~ounds 
of middlings, 100 pounds of ground oa.s, 100 


This is one of the most popular of our 
ornamental bantams and is certainly one 
of the handsomest. Its ancestors are Chi- 
nese, but it was developed in England. 
The English bantam fanciers when trying 
various crosses with the original little Buff 
Cochin or Peking Bantams that had been 
brought from China, and whence it was 
unable to obtain’ any new specimens, 
used the larger Cochins and obtained some 
blacks. These varied somewhat. A few 
were nearly black, but had mixed in their 
plumage a few red feathers. From these 
the Black Cochin Bantams were produced. 
Another lot had considerable red in the 
neck and back, and the females were 
brownish. These were crossed with the 
large Partridge Cochins and bred down in 
size through successive generations and 
perfected by careful and selected matings 
in the color of their markings. 

Of all the Cochin Bantams the Partridge 
variety is the most richly colored. The 
male has a rich red top color; that is, neck, 
back and saddle and top of wings are red, 
each feather striped down the middle with 
a glossy greenish-black stripe. The breast, 
tail, body and wing bar are glossy green- 
ish-black, as is also the feathering of the 
legs and toes. e females are reddish- 
brown, each feather penciled, with darker 
brown, the marking following the outline 
of the feather. The neck hackle is brown

at the head, shading to a golden yellow on 


the neck, each feather striped down the 
middie with a black or dark brown stripe. 

In shape, the nearer these little fowls 
resemble round balls of feathers the better. 


The plumage should be long and soft. In 
size they should weigh 24 to 26 ounces for | 
females, and 26 to 30 ounces for males, and 
the more diminutive and fluffy they are, the 
better. 

This is distinctly a fancier’s breed. It 
has no utility value and is bred solely for 
the enjoyment that can be obtained from 
the work at first hand. A Bantam breeder 
was once asked by a_ strictly commercial 
breeder of poultry why he bred Bantams. 
His reply was: “Why do you breed large 
fowls?” “To get money.” “What do you 
do with the money?” “Buy, among other 
things, pleasure and entertainment with 
it.” “Well, that’s why I breed Bantams. 
The only difference is that I obtain my 
pleasure and entertainment at first hand, 
while you must produce, sell and collect 
your money before you get yours.” 


The breeders of Bantams are for the most 
part doctors, lawyers and business men 
seeking a little outdoor recreation and a 
complete change of thought. Bantams 
may be kept in small quarters and take but 
little in feed and care to maintain them. 
They require just enough attention to af- 
ford a mental relaxation to the busy man 
after hours or between office hours as the 
case may be.

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EAT is the great panacea for pleurisy 

or “stitch in the side.” Heat applied 

directly to the spot where the pain 

first occurs. The natives Africa 
have a treatment for this disease, which 
many times brings successful results, 
but so drastic is the treatment that 
the cure is almost worse than the dis- 
ease. This treatment consists of applying 
heated blocks of wood to the affected side 
until the entire surface is blistered. Many 
times while the treatment is being admin- 
istered the patient succumbs to the pain. 
Another treatment, and one that is less 
painful, is popular with the natives of Congo 
when the rare instances of this disease oc- 
cur. The treatment consists of applying 
hot poultices of native herbs to the side. 
The herbs are macerated by the native doc- 
tor, and into the making of the poultice as 
much mysticism as possible is added for 
good measure. If the patient does not re- 
coyer then he is considered a lost soul and 
doubly damned. 

Pleurisy is a fibrinous inflammation of 
the pleura or covering of the lungs, charac- 
terized by an intensely sharp pain in the 
side, dyspnoea or painful breathing, a dry 
cough and fever. It may attack one or both 
pleural membranes. It is said to be due to 
exposure or cold, or to an injury to the 

, chest walls. It is not an unusual thing for 
pleurisy to be traced to muscular exertion. 

An attack of pleurisy usually begins with 
a chill, followed by a sharp cutting pain or 
“stitch” near the nipple or in the axilla. 
This pain is aggravated by coughing or 
breathing. It soon becomes difficult for the 
patient to draw a deep breath, the cough 
is a dry, hacking one which increases and 
becomes more distressing as the disease 
progresses. 

With the -ffusion of liquid the dyspnoea 
becomes aggravated, the action of the heart 
heavy, the fever more difficult to control. 

Wet cups over the affected side is the 
most effective treatment at the onset if the 
patient is plethoric. This will relieve se- 
vere pain, great dyspnoea, high arterial ten- 
sion and even venesection, but for anemic 
or weak persons, dry cups should be used 
followed by either wet or dry cups with 
poultices or turpentine stupes. 

Rowditch of Boston advocates early aspl- 

' pations or tapping when the disease has 
reached the effusion stage. 

I have found that the effusion of pleurisy 
may be rapidly removed by a treatment con- 
sisting of a concentrated solution of saline 
cathartics. The patient must take nothing 
after the evening meal, and then an hour 

before breakfast the salt is given, dissolved 
in as little water as possible, the object be- 
ing to get the concentrated saline solution 
into the intestines at a time when the fluid 
contents are scanty. 

At all times during the treatment keep 
heat applied to the affected side, in the arm- 
pits, groins, and over the site of the effu- 
sions. 


Should this treatment not be effective the 

purulent pleurisy should be treated as an 

abscess and drained by a physician. In 

such cases the pleural cavity often has to 

be washed out with an antiseptic solution.

Pneumonia. 


Without doubt the most deadly disease 
resulting from an extension of bronchial 
catarrh downward is broncho-pneumonia. 
Fully half of the cases of true catarrhal 
pneumonia terminate fatally. This dread 
disease very often follows eruptive fevers, 
especially measles and is one of the fre- 
quent complications of whooping cough, 
which of itself can invariably be traced back 
to a simple cold. 

Pneumonia makes itself manifest by a 
gradual rise in temperature to ‘102 to 103 
degrees. The breathing becomes shallow 
and rapid. The inspiration is short and im- 
perfect while the expiration is noisy and 
prolonged, the co gh becomes short, hack- 
ing, dry and painful, the patient covered 
with profuse perspiration. 

One of the first things to remember dur- 
ing an attack of pneumonia is that the pa- 
tient must be confined to his bed. His po- 
sition may be changed frequently, but he 
must be kept warm and without the slight- 
est possibility of encountering a draft. The 


}ter possible and administered at frequent in- 
tervals. Milk, eggs, mutton, oyster, chicken 
and beef broths are very suitable. Many 
physicians advise a steady use of brandy 
and whisky throughout the attack, but I 
have found this to be more injurious than 
otherwise. 

The next step in the home treatment of 
pneumonia is to keep the air of the room 
moist by disengaging the vapor of water in 
it and above all things keep the temperature 
even. I have found ice bags or poultices 
valuable in broncho-pneumonia for reducing 
the temperature. 

When the temperature has been reduced, 
local applications of mustard poultices or 
turpentine stupes should be made to re- 
duce the inflammation, followed by a cotton 
jacket. 

Natives in Central American States have 
no successful treatment for pneumonia. 
They are fatalists, and if any medicinal 
agent is used it is only on recommenda- 
tion of some member of the family or 
friends. The mortality is between 80 per 
cent. and 90 per cent. One treatment is a 
covering of hot herbs over the whole upper 
part of the body, the herbs being well mac- 
erated and kept hot. This is a step in the 
right direction, but it is the only one taken, 
therefore the patient rarely recovers.

From only thirty- 
five insane persons deported in 1906 the 
number has increased to more than 200 in 
1913, which of itself tends to show the 
trend of public sentiment.

Keep clearly in your 
mind this fact that the mouth is the main 
avenue for the entrance of a vast army of 
infections, 


Typhoid Fever’s Effect on the Heart.

normal or healthy, as, for instance, in 82 
per cent. of twenty-two typhoid cases, in 
75 per cent. of forty-eight malarial cases, in 
77.5 per cent. of forty typho-malarial cases, 
and in 77 per cent. of 135 cases of the mixed 
series. Usually, when described as altered 
from the normal, the words pale, anaemic, 
soft, flabby, flaccid, or atrophied were em- 
ployed to express its condition; in ‘a few 
leases it was said to have been fatty. But 
although the heart was so frequently re 
ported in a healthy condition by the post 
mortem observers, the attending medical 
officers recognized in the symptoms a tend- 
ency to a failure in the powers of this or 
gan, and were inclined to attribute cases of 
sudden or otherwise unexplained death to 
this cause. 

In about one-third of 389 cases that were 
presented, the cause of death could be 
ascribed to some particular complication or 
lesion, as coma, hemorrhage, perforation, 
pneumonia, etc.; but of thirty-nine cases in 
which the heart was stated to have been 
pale, anaemic, softened, flabby, atrophied or 
fatty, a lesion to which death might with 
probability be assigned was found in only 
six or seven cases. 

In view of what is known concerning the 
degeneration of the muscular tissue of the 
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fies “Bliss-in-discrimination,” is well re 
membered on the Pacific Coast for his sen- 
sible views of the various phases of the 
Hindu philosophy. In regard to the mystic- 
ism as taught by some teachers, he spoke 
in no uncertain tones. Of these Yoga sys- 
tems he said: “Anything that is secret and 
mysterious in these systems of Yoga should 
be at once rejected. The best guide in life 
is strength. All mystery-mongering weak- 
ens the human brain. Through it the sci- 
ence of Yoga has been well-nigh destroyed. 
From the time it was discovered, more than 
4000 years ago, it was perfectly delineated 
and formulated and preached in India; and 
it is a striking fact that the more modern 
the commentator, the greater the mistakes 
he makes. 

“In-the first place, there is no mystery in 


_| what I preach. What little I know I will 


tell you. So far as I can reason it out I 
will do so, but what I do not know I will 


'} simply tell you that is what the Books say. 


“A Yogi must avoid the two extremes of 
luxury and austerity. He must not fast, nor 
torture his flesh; he who does so, says the 
Gita, cannot be a Yogi. He who fasts, he 
who keeps awake, he who sleeps much, he 
who works too much, he who does no work; 
none of these can be Yogis. 

“Raja Yoga (royal yoga,) the science of 
conquering the internal nature for the pur- 
pose of realizing the Divinity within, is di- 
vided into eight steps. The first is Yama, 
non-killing, non-stealing, truthfulness, con- 
tinence, and non-receiving of any gifts. 
The second is Niyama—cleanliness, econ- 
tentment, mortification, study, and self-sur- 
render to God. Then came Asana, signify- 
ing posture; Pranayama, controlling the 
vital forces of the body; Pratyahara, mak- 
ing the mind introspective; Dharana, con- 
centration; Dhyana, meditation; Samedi, 
super-consciousness. The Yama and the Ni- 
yama, as you see, are moral trainings. With- 
out these as a basis.no practice of Yoga will 
succeed. A Yogi must not think of injuring 
anyone through thought, word or deed, and 
this applies not only’to man, but to all ant- 
mals. Mercy shall not be for men alone, 
but shall go beyond and embrace the whole 
world.” 

There is surely much in the foregoing to 
commend itself, and yet much that is wholly 
beyond the nature of things to those of us 
who have anything to occupy mind and 
body in this busy workaday world. This is 
especially so of Asana (posture) of which I 
shall speak briefly, condensing Vivekanan- 
da’s remarks as much as possible, yet ob- 
scuring nothing. 

Asana (posture) is a series of exercises, 
physical and mental, to be gone through 
every day until certain higher states are 
reached. Therefore, it is quite necessary 
that we should find a posture in which we 
can long remain. As the main part of the 
action will lie along the spinal column, the 
one thing necessary for the posture is to 
hold the spinal column free; the neck, chest 
and head in a straight line. 

This portion of the Raja Yoga is some- 
what similar to the Hatha Yoga, which 
deals entirely with the physical body, with 
no spiritual end in view, bodily perfection 
being the only aim. There is nothing, how- 
ever, to do with that in the study of Raja 
Yoga, because its practices are very diffi- 
cult and do not lead to any spiritual growth. 
The result is to make men live long, health 
being the chief idea, the one goal of the 
Hatha Yoga. 

“The devotee is determined not to fall 
sick—and he never does. He lives long—a 
hundred years is nothing to him; he is quite 
young and fresh, without one hair turned 
gray, when he is 150. But that is all. A 
banyan tree lives, sometimes, 5000 years; 
but it is a banyan tree, and nothing more. 
So, if a man lives long, he is merely a 
healthy animal.” 

The .question naturally arises—Why can- 
not man be a healthy animal and at the 
same time be spiritually-minded? Henry 
Ward Beecher said: “A man with a bad 
liver cannot be a good Christian.” The 
typical healthy man, to my mind, is the all- 
round man—mentally, morally and physi- 
cally. 

Swami Vivekananda especially recom- 
mended the study and practice of Raja 
Yoga. This is quite generally known, theo- 
retically, by those of us in the western 
world who have followed the thought but 
not the practices (impracticable for us) of 
these sages of India. 


| Raja Yoga. 


These exercises of Raja Yoga, says the 
Swami, must be performed from three to 
five times at four intervals of the day; 
namely, before dawn, during midday, in the 
evening, and at midnight. 


Think of it! Well, that is about as far 
as the most of us would get. Here is one 
of the exercises. “After fifteen days to a 
month of practice, stopping the right nos- 
tril with the thumb; with the left nostril 
draw in air, according to your capacity; 
then, without any interval, throw the air 
out through the right nostril, closing the 
left one. Again inhaling through the right 
nostril, eject through the left, according to 
capacity. Then begins Pranayama; that is, 
controlling the Prana. 

“The way the Hindus practice these ex- 
ercises,” said Swami Vivekananda, “would 
be very difficult for this western country. 
They, the Hindus, do it from their child- 
hood, and their lungs are prepared for it. I 
refer, here, more especially to Psychic 
Prana, which if practiced’ irregularly may 
injure you.” 

Some of these exercises have been taught 
in this country; some of them incorporated 
in systems of physical training, some books 
have been written by a native—a native of 
this country—but with an assumed high- 
sounding name purporting to be that of a 
Yogi. These things are misleading be- 
sides, they do not do justice to either the 
Yogi or his philosophy. Take, for instance, 
the word Prana, which is generally taught 
and understood to mean breath. “This er- 
ror,” said Vivekananda, “is the fault of the 
English translation. You cannot fill your 
being with breath, but by breathing cor- 
rectly you can fill it with Prana—the sum 
total of the cosmic energy, the vital forces 
of the body. Pranayama means controlling 
the Prana, not the breath. 

“Practice is absolutely necessary. You may 
sit there,” said the Swami, “and listen to 
me by the hour every day, but if you do not 
practice you will never get one step further. 
Simply listening to explanations and theo- 
ries will not do. There are several obstruc- 
tions to practice; the first one is an un- 
healthy body. If the body is not in a fit 
state, the practice will be obstructed. 
Therefore, to keep the body in good health, 
we have to take care of what we eat and 
drink and do, always using a mental effort.” 

This part of his instruction seemed some- 
what contradictory to what he had pre- 
viously said in regard to the care of the 
body. But he squared himself somewhat 
by saying: “That is all; nothing further 
of the body. We must not forget that 
health is only a means to an end. When 
the Yogi becomes perfect there will be 
nothing in nature not under his control. 
Yoga can be safely learned only by direct 
contact with a teacher. If the people prac- 
tice Raja Yoga, and at the same time lead 
an impure life, how can they expect to be- 
come Yogis? There must be perfect chas- 
tity in thought, word and deed. Without it, 
the practice of Raja Yoga is dangerous and 
may. lead to insanity. The fire of Yoga 
burns the eage of sin, that is around a 
man.” 

Beautiful thoughts are these and a beau- 
tiful life should surely result in living up to 
the ideal of the true Hindu philosophy; but, 
as I have said before, its practices are not 
only impracticable, but impossible in the 
Occident, however easy of attainment and 
suitable to the environments they may be 
in the Orient. 

But, fortunately, we are not without our 
ideal, one whose teachings can be followed 
by anyone in whatsoever walk of life: a 
teacher of the purest type—the meek and 
lowly Nazarene. 

Inasmuch as the Hindus recognize Bud- 
dha, “The Enlightened,” as one of the great- 
est incarnations, it is befitting that I should 
close this series of the Hindu philosophy by 
reference thereto. 


Buddha and Buddhism. 


It was only a few years ago that the 
ashes of Buddha were discovered near Pesh- 
awar. Frank G. Carpenter, writing from 
Calcutta, May, 1910, informs us that they 
were discovered in a room far down under 
the ground below the heavy foundation of a 
tower which long ago was blotted from the 
face of the earth. The remains consist of a 


mass of grayish-white powder and four 
charred bones, Here, supposedly, for about. 
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2400 years, they have reposed undisturbed 
in a crystal box inside a bronze casket. It 
is said there can be no doubt of the authen- 
ticity of this wonderful discovery which was 
made by the archaeological department 
of the British government. 


The Buddhist Religion. 


“It is a mistake,” says Mr. Carpenter, “to 
speak of the worship of Buddha. He was 
looked upon not as a god, but as a 
great teacher, a mortal man; and it 
was believed that any mortal might 
aspire to be what he was. He was 
regarded as the perfect man, and his 
life as the perfect life; nevertheless, they ~ 
pray before his shrine and use his name in 
their prayers.” e 


The Buddhist religion Is a belief in cause 
and effect. It says that man’s misfortunes 
all come from his bad actions, and all his 
good from his good ones. Heaven means 
the extinction of his desires. This is con- 
sidered the great end of life—to wipe out 
all passion, all feeling, and even all ideas. 
It is a sort of religious trance or ecstasy 
known as Nirvana. It has nothing of the 
worship of God; it is, in fact, practically 
atheistic, and is a religion of despair rather 
than of hope. It considers personal exist- 
ence a source of evil, and the greatest evil 
of mankind is birth. Were it not for that, 
we could not (says the Buddhist) have old 
age, misery, and death, and we should not 
have to go through the long line of trans- 
migrations by which man rises to heaven or 
descenas to hell. 


The Buddhists’ fairy stories tell how their 
great teacher lived as an elephant, ar a 
camel, as a t, as a swallow, or as an eagle. 
He went through every form of existence on 
the earth, in hell,and in heaven,and when 
he attained the perfect knowledge he could 
recall them all. He died anatural death in 
Northern India about 80 years of age. 

Buddha denied the special virtues of 
caste, ritualism, and asceticism; and in- 
sisted upon the necessity of pity, kindli- 
ness and patience, for salvation. He taught 
that Nirvana is to be obtained only by es- 
cape from the causal nexus, or Karma, 
whereby the unenlightened are doomed to ~® 
endless rebirth. 


Buddha's “Four Truths.” 


1. Life is sorrow. 

2. The chain of reincarnation results 
from desire. 

3. The only escape is through the annihi- 
lation of desire. 

4. The way of escape is the “eight-fold 
path” of “right belief, right resolve, right 
word, right act, right life, right effort, right 
thinking, right meditation.” 

It seems to me we could not go far astray 
if we lived up to these eight principles. 
Yet we are brought face to face with the 
momentous question—What is “right belief, 
right resolve,” etc? 


In my various researches I have been very 
forcibly struck—and yet survive—with the 
inconsistencies, incongruities and even con- 
tradictions that manifest themselves in each 
of the various ‘isms and ‘osophies. But, as 
previously stated, they cannot all be right 
from the fact that one so-called religion is 
the very antipodes of the other. 

The writer fully believes in the immor- 
tality of the soul and further believes that 
the death of the body makes no change in 
the soul except in its environment; that 
when we awaken, so to speak, from the 
sleep of death, we are no better nor no 
worse (except freedom from physical con- 
ditions) than at the very moment when we 
shuffied off this mortal coil. Some people 
are going to get mightily fooled when they 
die, if they think they can continue their 
nefarious game of lying, cheating and other- “* 
wise causing sorrow to unfortunate ones 
and then at the last moment try to sneak 
into Paradise by cl: iming to believe their 
sins have been pardoned. 

Search the world over you will find no 
better creed than that expressed in the 
Golden Pule. What a world of happiness 
this would be if everyone could measure up 
to it! Let us live up to our highest ideals 
and from every form of religious belief and 
every philosophy we may get some good if 
we but look for it.

constituted the active part of the city. The 
first celebration of American Independence 
Day in the old pueblo—then a military post, 
and full of soldiers—-was combined with the 
jedication of the fort. “Circumstances over 
which we have no control,” said Col. Ste 
venson, in his proclamation, “have pre- 
vented the command at this post being com- 
pletely- uniformed, but each officer will ap- 
pear on the Fourth with the perfect equip- 
ments of his corps, as far as hé has them; 
and most perfect cleanliness as well in 
irms and accoutrements as in person will 
be required of all.” At sunrise the national 
salute was fired, and the colors run up on a 
pole 150 feet high, made of two tree trunks 
brought from the San Bernardino Mountains 
for that purpose. The flag could be seen 
for miles in every direction. 

The historic adobe on the estate of Gen. 
Harrison Gray Otis, in Hollywood, must not 
be forgotten among the most interesting of 
the old landmarks, It bears the proud repu- 
tation of Waving been the premises upon 
which the treaty between the Mexican gov- 
ernment and the United States was signed, 
whereby California became a part of our 
country. But this is beyond the range of 
what was the nucleus of the old pueblo. 

The two old goose-necked “Amoskeag” 
fire engines, the first to be used in this city, 
and still in service, although not of the ven- 
erable age of the adobe homes, ought to be 
considered among the veterans of the Ciudad 
de Los Angeles. The first one was sent 
from New York to this city in 1876, and is 
now at Twenty-fourth street and Maple 
avenue. When the engine was being put 
through its first tryout, to demonstrate its 
efficiency as . fire fighter, attachment was 
made to a fire plug at the corner of Main 
and Commercial streets and a line of hose 
was laid north on Main for about 300 feet. 
A number of the volunteer firemen were 
holding the nozzle when “Bully” W——, 
contemptuously regarding the struggling 
firemen, exclaimed: “Seven or nine more 
of yez git a holt av that tube! Lave me 
have it!" Whereupon the firemen, with 
some excitement in view, shut off the water, 
and handed the business end of the hose 
over to Bully. Bully placed his arms 
through the loops either side of the hose, 
for a sure grasp, and yelled: “Lit ’er go!” 
The hose began to squirm and twist like a 
snake. The water shot up into the air, then 
down, then across the street, then back. 
Bully was beaten and battered about, ‘help- 
less in the toils of the big, writhing rubber 
snake. When the windows on both sides of 
the street were demolished, the firemen 
concluded that the joke had gone far 
enough. No permanent injury was done to 
Bully, however, excepting in the matter of 
reputation; for ever afterward the small 
boys would carry about little sections of 
rubber hose and, yelling a pleasant good- 
morning, would ask Bully whether he 
thought he could hold it. Bully’s answer 
would not look well in print. 

One fine, bright morning Bully was driv- 
ing west on First street, between Main and 
Spring. About opposite the Natick House 
he was accosted by Mr. Riley, a painter, 
who was mildly sprinkling his front lawn. 
“How are ye this mornin’, Bully?” sang out 
Riley. Now Riley had extension front teeth, 
which gave him the appearance of always 
smiling jocularly. This, combined with the 
gentle shaking up and down of the hose, pre- 
sumably in mockery at the much-abused 
Bully, was more than human nature could 
be expected to stand. Bully was off of his 
cart like a flash, and there was an unholy 
mix-up of men and hose. Much battered up, 
the innocent Riley crawled into the house, 
wondering at the inexplicable ways of men 
and beasts. 

There are many other landmarks, old, but 
of a later date than the adobes, such as the 
Bella Union, the Pico, the old Temple Block, 
each the scene of colorful events, many of 
which have never found their way into the 
records of history. We are rapidly losing 
track of the streets which were of the old 
regime, since the fine old names, which 
linked Los Angeles of today with its roman- 
tie past, are being changed, unhappily, and 
reduced to up-to-date commonp
